The  boat  sank  in  40  minutes,  coming  to  rest  about  2Vfe  miles 
southwest  of  Mile  Rock.  She  took  18  people  out  of  the  526  aboard  to 
the  bottom  with  her,  the  worst  local  maritime  disaster  since  the  1901 
wreck  of  the  City  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.

take  a  survey  of  the  top  ten  insurance  companies  used  by  cruisers. 
Also,  what  insurance  companies  do  most  singlehanders  use?

Larry  &  Mark  —  Top  ten?  If  you’re  talking  about  cruising 
insurance  for  Mexico,  Hawaii,  Alaska  and  the  Caribbean,  there  might 
be  some  kind  of  top  ten.  For  more  distant  cruising,  you’re  probably 
looking  at  a  top  three  or  four.  It’s  a  very  thin  market  —  unless,  of 
course,  you  have  a  $5  million  yacht. 

Lloyds  used  to  write  a  lot  of  worldwide  policies,  but  they’ve  been 
having  near  fatal  financial  problems.  Hopefully  the  situation  has 
changed,  but  as  of  late  last  year  they  were  taking  months  to  get  back 
to  even  their  biggest  brokers  with  either  a  quote  or  a  decline. 

A  couple  of  years  back,  United  Community  nearly  ran  off  with  the 
uforldwide  cruising  insurance  market.  And  why  not?  They  offered  low 
rates,  insurance  without  surveys,  and  coverage  for  almost  anywhere 
in  the  world.  But  soon  they  had  to  dramatically  raise  their  rates,  and 
a  short  time  later  they  went  bankrupt,  leaving  hundreds  of  cruisers 
around  the  globe  with  worthless  policies. 

Some  folks  cruising  in  Europe  and  elsewhere  were  lucky  enough 
to  get  coverage  from  Pantaenius,  the  German  company  you  spoke  of. 
But  not  many.  And  as  you  now  know,  given  the  absurdity  of  the 
American  legal  system,  Pantaenius  has  little  interest  in  covering  U.S. 
or  Canadian  boats  that  aren’t  permanently  kept  in  Europe. 

So  if  you’re  planning  on  cruising  around  the  world,  your  best  bei 
is  to  start  calling  brokers  one  by  one  in  the  hope  that  somebody  can 
find  some  coverage  for  you.  But  don’t  expect  to  be  able  to  pick  and 
choose  between  a  number  of  companies  —  or  even  that  there  will  be 
a  company  willing  to  insure  you.  In  fact,  the  best  you  might  be  able  to 
find  is  a  cobbled  together  sort  of  package.  Here’s  an  example: 

When  our  charterboat  Big  O  started  her  trip  to  Europe  last  fall,  she 
was  insured  by  Lloyds.  For  the  first  six  weeks  of  this  year  we  had  nc 
insurance,  however,  because  Lloyds  went  on  walkabout.  We  didn’t 
like  not  having  insurance  and  our  bank  would  have  liked  it  even  less. 
Six  weeks  into  the  new  year,  we  got  coverage  for  Central  Americc 
and  the  Caribbean  from  a  company  in  Florida.  It  was  a  lot  mon 
expensive  than  Lloyds  had  been,  and  for  reasons  we  don’t 
understand,  we  had  to  change  our  boat’s  homeport  to  Newport . 
Rhode  Island! 

Our  TransAtlantic  coverage  came  in  the  form  of  a  relatively 
inexpensive  supplemental  policy  from  —  and  yes,  we  know  thii 
makes  no  sense  —  Lloyds.  Oddly  enough,  the  broker  told  us  hi 
would  have  had  a  much  more  difficult  time  finding  us  coverage  ha< 
Big  O  not  been  a  charterboat. 

Cruising  insurance  for  singlehanders?  That’s  universally  availabh 
from  Self  Insurance,  Inc.,  with  an  agent  in  your  very  own  home.

pool.  After  I  was  soaked  through,  I  took  off  the  PFD.  If  the  pool 
hadn’t  been  only  six  feet  deep,  I  would  have  sunk!  I  took  off  the  sea 
boots,  and  I  didn’t  fare  any  better. 

Some  may  now  have  concluded  that  I’m  a  lousy  swimmer,  but 
they’d  be  wrong.  I  have  been  a  certified  lifeguard  and  a  strong 
swimmer  for  30  years. 

I  challenge  anss.racer  who  thinks  he  or  she  would  be  a  strong 
enough  swimmer  to  avoid  drowning  in  the  same  situation,  to  take  the 
same  test.  And  then,  after  you  are  wet  to  the  core  and  struggling  to 
stay  afloat  in  your  heated  pool  without  the  PFD,  imagine  what  it 
would  be  like  if  the  water  temperature  was  25  degrees  cooler,  the 
'pool'  a  hundred  feet  deeper,  and  with  waves  breaking  over  you  and 
fear  alive  in  your  heart.  Without  a  PFD,  you  likely  would  drown. 

I  looked  pretty  silly  that  afternoon  jumping  in  the  pool  wearing  my 
Patagonia  jacket,  my  bibs  and  sea  boots  —  but  I  became  a  believer 
before  my  life  was  in  jeopardy.  It  kept  me  warm  and  safe.  I  have  been 
waist-deep  in  water  while  sitting  on  the  rail  of  a  65-footer  rounding 
down,  and  have  routinely  slid  head  first  across  the  cabin  top  of  the 
Express  27s  during  tacks,  with  no  lifelines  on  the  other  side.  I’m  sure 
I  havf  done  other  stupid  things  while  racing  as  well.  But  based  on  my 
personal  experience,  the  stupidest  thing  you  can  do  is  not  wear  a  PFD 
while  racing  on  the  Bay.

Ml  HEARD  A  SPLASH 

Tragedies  —  such  as  the  two  incidents  in  which  crew  were  lost  off 
sailboats  this  past  year  —  always  generate  an  outpouring  of  opinion 
and  comment  regarding  crew  safety  and  Personal  Flotation  Device 
(PFD)  legislation.  I  want  to  extend  my  condolences  to  the  family  and 
friends  of  both  Larry  Klein  and  Victoria  Taylor,  and  now  share  a 
somewhat  unusual  story  with  your  readers. 

I’ve  only  been  sailing  for  two  years,  and  although  I  consider  myself 
competent,  I  realize  that  there  is  much  on  the  water  that  I  haven’t 
experienced  first  hand.  Still,  safety  has  always  been  one  of  my 
foremost  concerns.  Two  summers  ago  during  a  beer  can  race,  for 
example,  I  went  overboard  from  a  Merit  25,  smacking  my  head  on  the 
toe  rail  in  the  process.  The  very  next  day  I  bought  an  auto-inflating 
Sospenders  PFD,  which  I  now  wear  every  time  I  sail.  A  year  ago,  a 
friend  and  I  entered  the  Doublehanded  Farallones  Race.  Among  our 
preparations  was  spending  a  day  doing  singlehanded  crew  overboard 
drills. 

On  May  20th  of  this  year,  a  week  shy  of  the  anniversary  of  the  first 
time  I  singlehanded,  I  went  out  for  an  afternoon’s  sail  with  my  two 
dogs.  Both  of  my  animals  wear  West  Marine  pet  PFDs  —  bright 
yellow  ones  with  a  nylon  webbing  handle  on  the  back.  We  were  out 
about  an  hour,  sailing  off  Sierra  Point,  when  the  wind  picked  up.  I  put 
a  reef  in  the  main  and  we  sailed  until  it  became  just  too 
uncomfortable  —  25  knots  with  whitecaps  across  the  Bay  —  for  the 
'kids'.  My  little  boy  dog  was  down  in  the  cabin  looking  a  bit  green, 
and  his  sister,  Maggie,  was  up  in  the  cockpit,  not  really  enjoying 
getting  tossed  about. 

Deciding  it  was  time  to  head  for  home,  I  was  lashing  the  headsail 
down  on  the  foredeck  when  I  heard  a  splash.  I  turned  to  see  my  little 
'girl'  in  the  water  off  the  port  stern,  nose  pointing  up  as  high  as  she 
could  hold  it,  but  swimming  away  from  the  boat!  I  called  her  name 
trying  to  get  her  turned  around,  but  she  was  too  panicked  to  hear  me. 

I  immediately  jumped  down  into  the  cockpit,  brought  the  boat 
around  in  a  jibe,  and  started  sailing  after  her.  I  momentarily  thought 
bi  (dropping  the  main  and  starting  the  motor,  but  decided  it  would 
take  too  long.  I  had  previously  rehearsed  in  my  mind  what  I  would  do 
if  either  of  my  dogs  ever  went  overboard.  The  first  thing  I  did  as  the 
boat  headed  in  the  dog’s  direction  was  to  duck  into  the  cabin,  saying 
to  myself  'boathook,  boathook!'  I  grabbed  the  pole  and  came  back  on 
deck,  extending  it  as  I  came  through  the  companionway.

Soon  I  was  coming  up  to  Maggie  on  my  starboard  side,  and  as  1  got 
to  my  closest  point,  I  reached  out  with  the  hook  to  grab  the  handle  on 
the  back  of  her  PFD.  But  just  then  —  I  was  just  a  foot  away  from 
reaching  her  —  she  turned  and  swam  the  other  way! 

I  brought  the  boat  around  in  another  jibe,  bending  the  boathook 
when  it  got  hit  by  the  mainsheet  coming  across.  Luckily  the  bend  was 
minor  and  the  polejiadn’t  buckled.  I  again  came  up  on  Maggie,  this 
time  on  port.  I  wanted  to  be  careful  not  to  run  her  under  the  hull,  so 
I  let  out  the  main  and  brought  the  boat  to  an  almost  dead  stop  right 
next  to  her.  But  by  the  time  I  got  the  hook  over,  she  had  swam  out  of 
range  once  again! 

Having  stopped  the  boat,  I  had  lost  steerage,  and  Maggie  was  now 
maybe  20  yards  away.  Waves  were  splashing  over  her  head  and  I  was 
afraid  I  might  lose  sight  of  her.  I  knew  she  was  tiring,  for  she  was 
having  a  harder  time  paddling  and  keeping  her  nose  out  of  the  water. 

I  had  to  jibe  again  to  get  back  to  her,  and  1  knew  just  what  was 
going  to  happen:  I  crashed!  The  mainsheet  traveller  hit  its  stop  with 
such  force  that  it  exploded,  flying  off  the  track  and  sending  bearings 
all  over  the  cockpit.  Only  the  leeward  control  line  kept  the  boom 
attached  to  the  boat.  But  I  was  still  making  way,  and  coming  up  on 
Maggie  for  the  third  time.  This  time  1  had  to  be  sure  I  got  her! 

I  brought  the  bow  as  close  to  her  head  as  I  felt  I  could  risk,  and 
watched  which  way  she  was  going  to  go.  My  side  of  the  boat  was  only 
a  foot  away  from  her,  and  again  she  tried  to  swim  away.  But  I  was 
closer  than  I’d  been  the  other  times.  1  reached  out  with  the  boat  hook 
as  fast  as  I  could,  and  caught  the  handle  on  her  PFD.  The  moment 
she  felt  the  tug,  she  turned  and  started  paddling  toward  me.  When 
she  was  right  up  against  the  hull,  I  pulled  her  as  high  as  I  could  with 
the  hook,  reached  over  to  grab  the  PFD  handle,  then  pulled  her 
aboard.  She  helped  —  her  claws  were  practically  digging  into  the 
fiberglass! 

Both  of  us  were  completely  out  of  breath.  Maggie  was  very  cold 
and  shaking,  and  all  she  wanted  to  do  was  get  as  close  to  me  as 
possible.  I  took  her  below  and  dried  her  off  with  a  towel.  I  wanted  her 
to  stay  below,  but  she  wouldn’t  let  me  get  more  than  a  few  inches 
away  from  her  for  the  rest  of  the  trip.  1  practically  had  to  tie  her  down 
when  I  went  up  to  drop  the  main. 

I’d  never  been  onboard  during  a  crew  overboard  incident,  but 
during  this  whole  event  it  never  entered  my  mind  that  I  wouldn’t  be 
able  to  rescue  my  dog.  If  either  of  two  things  had  been  different, 
however,  this  story  wouldn’t  have  had  a  happy  ending.  Those  two 
things  are  if  I  hadn’t  practiced  crew  overboard  drills  and  reviewed 
them  in  my  mind,  and  if  Maggie  hadn’t  been  wearing  a  PFD.  If  not  for 
those  two  things,  I’m  not  sure  she’d  be  snoozing  at  my  feet  as  I  write 
this.

Tristan  Jones.  Like  thousands  of  his  admirers,  I  loved  Jones’  yarns. 
I’d  sent  him  a  check  and  was  about  to  send  him  another  when  you 
published  the  news  of  his  death.

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Island  on  our  way  to  Angel  Island,  with  three  on  the  rail  of  our  Cal  25. 
It  was  blowing  a  gusty  20-25  knots  and  there  was  two  feet  of  chop. 

We  Saw  a  windsurfer  in  the  water  and  took  a  closer  look.  He 
started  waving  for  help,  so  we  responded.  It  had  only  been  two  years 
since  we’d  done  our  last  man-overboard  drill  —  in  flat  water  and  10 
knots  of  wind  —  so  this  was  going  to  be  a  piece  of  cake.  Besides,  the 
windsurfer  was  wearing  a  wetsuit  and  wasn’t  drowning.  Our  plan  was 
to  sail  above  him,  blow  the  main  and  jib,  then  drift  down  to  pick  him 
up. 

In  our  first  attempt,  we  overshot  him.  We  discovered  it  takes  longer 
to  lose  speed  in  higher  winds.  So  we  took  down  the  jib,  leaving  just 
the  reefed  main.  But  in  our  first  attempt  to  tack,  we  couldn’t  make  it 
through  the  eye  of  the  wind.  We  did  better  the  next  time,  having  built 
up  speed  before  tacking. 

Now  we  had  everything  set  up,  with  a  line  ready  to  throw.  "Why 
not  use  the  life  ring?"  someone  said.  Good  idea.  The  lines  were  coiled 
. . ;  oops,  tangled  . . .  dang,  now  we  overshot  the  guy  again.  But  only 
by  about  10  feet,  so  we  throw  the  line.  It  falls  short.  We  throw  the 
lifeline  as  we  move  away.  It  also  falls  short. 

Still  relatively  close,  we  decided  to  use  the  motor.  We  dropped  the 
main,  checked  for  lines  in  the  water,  then  got  all  six  horses  roaring  to 
life.  We  got  close  to  the  windsurfer  again,  he  caught  the  lifering,  and 
we  pulled  him  along  the  downwind  side.  But  it  wasn’t  over  yet. 

We  rigged  a  line  to  the  winch  and  cleat  on  what  was  now  the 
upwind  side  of  the  boat.  Screw  it,  it’s  too  complicated.  The  'victim'  is 
about  15  and  strong,  so  we  each  grabbed  an  arm,  he  put  a  foot  on 
the  outboard,  and  we  pulled  him  aboard.  It  wasn’t  easy,  but  we  got 
it  done.  Got  his  sailboard,  too.  It  turns  out  he  was  racing  when  his 
boom  broke.  He  was  later  retrieved  by  an  inflatable  from  the  St. 
Francis  YC. 

We  didn’t  time  our  'rescue',  but  we  figure  it  took  between  10  to  20 
minutes.  The  guy  had  been  in  the  water  for  about  an  hour  when  we 
first  saw  him.  Had  he  been  someone  without  a  lifejacket  who’d  fallen 
off  a  boat  sailing  in  front  of  us,  he  could  very  well  have  drowned 
before  we  got  him. 

The  first  few  times  we  flew  a  spinnaker,  it  was  a  bit  of  a  mess. 
Having  now  had  lots  of  practice,  we  almost  do  it  casually.  As  a  result 
of  this  experience  with  the  windsurfer,  we’ll  practice  man-overboard 
drills  under  realistic  conditions  now.  It  took  this  experience  to  fully 
appreciate  that  it’s  a  whole  lot  different  when  the  wind  is  really 
blowing  and  the  water  is  jumpin'. 

What  would  we  do  different  next  time?  We’d  have  a  100-foot  line 
over  the  stern  with  a  lifering  attached.  The  windsurfer  could  have 
grabbed  this  on  the  first  pass  —  although  it  would  have  meant  leaving 
his  board.  In  retrospect,  we  should  have  gotten  longer  lines  on  deck 
ready  to  use.  The  spinnaker  sheets  would  have  been  ideal. 

When  trying  to  pick  someone  up  in  the  water,  you  have  to 
remember  that  when  a  sailboat  loses  way,  you  have  no  control  over 
it.  So  if  you  miss,  you  have  to  get  up  speed  again  —  which  means 
you’re  moving  away  from  the  victim.  We  ended  up  motoring,  which 
could  be  a  problem  if  there  had  been  a  line  in  the  water. 

We  also  should  have  radioed  for  other  vessels  to  stand  by.  Other 
boats  —  power  and  sail  —  saw  what  we  were  doing,  but  none  stood 
by. 

I  would  love  to  see  a  racing  series  in  which  a  point  was  awarded 
for  each  boat  that  completes  a  man-overboard  drill  within  a  certain 
amount  of  time.  Not  as  part  of  a  race,  but  in  addition  to  the  races. 

We  didn’t  save  a  life  on  June  14,  because  the  guy  wasn’t  in  that 
bad  of  shape,  and  because  the  committee  boat  would  undoubtedly 
have  picked  him  up  if  we  hadn’t.  But  you  can’t  make  that  assumption. 
A  lot  of  boats  went  by  before  we  did,  and  that’s  just  crappy.

UttGRAB  THE  WRIST 

It  was  terrible  to  read  about  the  loss  of  Victoria  Taylor  in  this  year’s 
Vallejo  Race.  Such  a  waste  of  life  —  especially  when  it  could  have 
been  avoided  if  she’d  been  wearing  a  lifejacket. 

May  I  add  my  two-bit  advice  regarding  grabbing  somebody  who 
is  in  the  water?  Over  60  years  ago  my  father  told  me  that  one  should 
never  grab  the  Ifand  of  somebody  who  is  in  the  water,  but  rather  grab 
the  wrist.  And,  if  possible,  have  the  victim  grab  the  rescuer’s  wrist  and 
not  his/her  hand.  A  person’s  hand  can  be  very  slippery,  especially 
when  wet. 

If  you  practice  holding  wrists,  you’ll  readily  see  how  much  more 
effective  it  is  than  grabbing  hands.  You  can  almost  hoist  a  small 
person  from  the  water  onto  a  deck  when  using  this  method  —  or  at 
least  hold  the  victim  above  water  until  more  help  arrives.

I  made  my  passage  back  to  the  mainland  in  good  health  aboard 
my  Roughwater  33  Intrepid  despite:  1)  Angry  seas  in  the  Kauai 
Channel  that  broke  my  motor  mounts,  a  V-berth  water  tank,  and 
nearly  my  skull;  2)  The  mast-end  casting  on  my  whisker  pole,  which 
fell  off  and  then  flailed  about  as  I  tried  to  remove  the  pole  from  the  jib 
in  high  winds  off  Vancouver  Island;  3)  A  reefed  main  that  impaled  on 
a  mast  step  and  shredded  90  miles  off  Cape  Blanco  in  50-knot  winds 
and  25-foot  se^s;  4)  The  fact  that  I  dangled  over  the  sea  tethered  to 
the  boom  during  a  hear  knockdown  while  dousing  sails  in  a  howling 
night  off  Brookings,  Oregon,  then  was  thrashed  back  across  the 
lifelines  and  into  the  boom  as  my  boat  recovered  violently  and  began 
a  near  knockdown  on  the  other  side;  and,  5)  Having  three  jib  and 
main  sheet  bowlines  creep  and  fail  before  I  learned  to  make  their  tail 
long  enough  to  add  a  half  hitch. 

My  log  says  that  I  had  words  with  the  boat,  myself,  and  God.  My 
most  chilling  experience  was  to  come  on  deck  to  see  the  stem  of  a 
huge  Japanese  car  carrier  that  was  only  300  yards  away  and  sailing 
almost  directly  away  from  me.  The  most  beautiful  was  a  serene, 
almost  out-of-body  experience:  seeing  the  whole  horizon  from  the 
emerald  top  of  two  15  foot  waves  that  combined  to  tower  over  the 
other  25  foot  waves  below  me. 

I  bought  my  boat  in  Hawaii  and  because  of  my  lack  of  offshore 
experience  was  unable  to  find  an  experienced  crewman  willing  to 
assist  for  free  on  the  trip  back  to  Sausalito.  So  I  had  to  change  plans 
and  go  it  alone.  It  was  a  great  blessing  in  disguise,  as  survival- 
motivated  experience  is  the  best  teacher  and  the  pathway  to  self- 
discovery.  I  was  impressed  with  Intrepid,  which  felt  secure  in  even  the 
worst  conditions.  The  boat  had  more  than  enough  strength,  stability 
and  reliability  to  match  anyone’s  courage  or  folly.  She’s  a 
thoroughbred. 

I’m  writing  to  express  my  delight  that  Larsen  survived  his  ordeal, 
to  thank  him  for  his  generosity,  and  to  wish  him  good  luck.  His 
tutoring  was  invaluable  to  me  in  dealing  with  all  the  white-knuckle 
lessons  I  had  during  my  3,700-mile  passage.  Had  I  relied  on  a  lightly 
experienced,  unreliable  or  irresponsible  crewman,  or  not  spent  that 
time  with  Larsen  on  Big  Sky,  Intrepid  might  not  have  made  it  back  to 
the  West  Coast. 

If  Larsen  wanted,  he’d  make  an  excellent  delivery  skipper  or  yacht 
master.  And  if  someone  were  looking  for  a  deserving  person  to  assist 
or  to  donate  a  boat  to,  it  would  be  hard  to  find  a  more  worthy  man 
than  he.

Mthe  crucial  part 

Based  only  on  our  phone  conversation,  your  article  did  a  good  job 
of  covering  my  rescue  in  the  North  Pacific.  However,  I  don’t  believe 
we  adequately  covered  the  crucial  part  the  Coast  Guard  played  in  the 
final  hours  of  the  rescue  operation. 

The  fact  that  they  located  me  was  of  course  the  high  point  of  the 
day,  considering  they  were  pursuing  a  weak  signal  that  was  entirely 
lost  halfway  through  the  search.  Once  on  the  scene,  a  Lt.  Pearson 
checked  on  my  condition  and  the  seaworthiness  of  Big  Sky.  We  then 
discussed  the  options  available  —  which  weren’t  too  numerous. 

At  this  time  the  Coast  Guard  requested  the  President  Lincoln  to 
change  course  and  proceed  to  our  position.  The  President  Lincoln  — 
an  American  President  Lines  ship  —  participates  in  the  Automated 
Merchant  Vessel  Emergency  Response  (AMVER)  system.  This  system 
allows  the  Coast  Guard  to  determine  which  ships  are  near  the  area  of 
a  vessel  in  distress. 

While  waiting  two  hours  for  the  ship  to  arrive,  the  C-130  had  to 
climb  to  a  high  altitude  to  conserve  fuel.  It  was  very  difficult  to  watch 
the  plane  disappear  into  the  clouds,  but  they  assured  me  they  would 
check  in  every  15  minutes  or  anytime  a  problem  developed. 

The  C-130  was  back  below  the  clouds  when  the  ship  arrived  on

the  scene,  and  the  Coast  Guard  provided  them  with  my  position.  This 
was  fortunate,  because  in  the  rough  sea  conditions  the  ship  hadn’t 
been  able  to  pick  me  up  on  radar  during  their  approach.  Even  after 
they  stopped  nearby,  they  still  weren’t  able  to  spot  me.  The  C-13  then 
dropped  smoke  flares  near  me  while  the  ship  repositioned  herself  for 
the  pick-up. 

I  am  now  a  firm  believer  in  the  philosophy  that  advocates  ’keeping 
the  boat  afloat  and  not  getting  into  the  liferaft  until  you’d  have  to  step 
up.’  Due  to  wind  and  sea  conditions,  I  do  not  believe  I  could  have 
successfully  launched  my  4-man  Avon  raft  during  the  12  hours  after 
the  wreck.

lit! CUFFS,  GUNS  AND  TEAR  GAS 

It’s  quiet  out  here  on  the  way  between  Zihuatanejo  and  Easter 
Island,  and  thankfully  cleansing.  Passages  like  this  give  a  person 
perspective.  They  afford  you  the  time  necessary  to  become  centered 
and  moderate.  It’s  in  this  condition  that  I’ve  been  thinking  about  your 
harsh  treatment  of  the  San  Diego  Harbor  Police. 

As  a  former  liveaboard  on  San  Diego  Bay  —  before  making  my 
escape  —  I  must  object.  You  Northerners  —  who  normally  disdain 
anything  even  vaguely  Southern  Californian,  and  come  to  San  Diego 
once  a  year  —  ought  to  be  ashamed  of  yourselves.  Instead  of 
complaining  about  the  Harbor  Police,  you  should  be  recognizing 
them  and  giving  credit  for  the  things  they  have  done  right: 

If  you  have  ever  sailed  into  San  Diego  Bay  and  approached  the 
Police  Dock,  you’ll  have  noticed  a  pile-up  of  patrol  boats,  cluttering 
up  the  best  part  of  the  dock  so  that  taxpayer  boaters  often  cannot  find 
a  place  to  tie  up.  Is  that  bad?  Of  course  not.  You  must  give  police 
management  credit  for  not  ever  using  more  than  a  small  fraction  of 
their  resources.  It  is  a  credit  to  the  wisdom  of  management  for  not 
releasing  on  the  public  the  full  force  of  their  Blitzkrieg  Storm 
Troopers.  Instead,  management  has  wisely  over-equipped  officers 
with  radios,  cuffs,  guns,  tear  gas  and  gear  galore.  They  knew  that  all 
that  gear  would  need  maintenance,  and  that  at  any  one  time,  most  of 
the  Patrol  Officers  would  be  hanging  around  the  on-site  equipment 
sheds,  checking  gear,  drinking  coffee  and  BS-ing.  And  you’re  not 
even  the  least  bit  grateful! 

Should  you  try  to  call  the  Harbor  Police  on  Channel  16  —  or  any 
other  channel  —  it’s  unlikely  you’ll  receive  an  answer.  I  have  tried  on 
many  occasions  without  success.  Should  you  fault  them  for  that? 
Absolutely  not!  If  they  answered,  they  may  feel  compelled  to  jump 
into  one  or  their  unused  boats  and  check  you  out.  Perhaps 
management  has  instructed  the  officers  not  to  answer  calls  on  the 
VHF  radio  —  for  the  public’s  protection. 

In  the  Harbor  Police  office,  there  is  a  glass  screen  —  similar  to  that 
found  in  high  risk  neighborhood  police  stations  between  the  desk 
sergeant  and  where  the  public  may  approach.  It’s  akin  to  the  glass 
barrier  between  visitors  and  prisoners  in  county  jails  and  state  prisons. 
Some  say  the  glass  is  the  height  of  arrogance,  isolating  officers  from 
those  they  are  supposed  to  serve.  But  this  screen,  too,  is  really  a 
credit  to  management  for  protecting  us  poor  defenseless  and  peaceful 
boaters  from  San  Diego’s  high-strung,  hair-trigger,  military-style 
attack  cops.  Who  knows  how  many  skippers  entering  the  office  to  pay 
their  $5  dollars  for  a  berth  might  otherwise  be  grabbed  by  the  throat 
and  thrown  down  for  one  suspected  infraction  or  another? 

So  lighten’  up  and  give  ’em  a  little  credit  —  but  keep  up  the  heat!

winter  cruising  season  almost  upon  us,  we  think  it’s  best  if  everyone 
cools  the  complaints  and  sees  if  things  might  not  have  changed  for  the 
better. 

HH VERY  UPSETTING 

Last  month’s  delivery  skipper  article  —  in  which  I  was  featured  — 
was  interesting  and  informative  as  to  the  level  of  competition  there  is 
in  the  delivery 'business.  However,  I  was  very  upset  about  what 
appeared  about  me  in  print. 

I  have  diligently  built  my  reputation  as  a  careful  and  weatherwise 
skipper.  To  lead  your  readers  to  believe  that  I  would  have  left  port 
with  50-knot  winds  forecast  is  ludicrous.  What  I  said  in  the  telephone 
interview  with  Shimon  van  Collie  was  that  you  cannot  trust  the 
weather  forecast  all  of  the  time. 

I  was  stuck  in  Santa  Barbara  for  a  week  at  the  end  of  December 
through  the  New  Year,  and  was  waiting  out  the  weather.  When  the 
forecast  finally  called  for  15  knots  from  the  southeast  and  a  24-hour 
window  between  storms,  my  crew  and  I  carefully  debated  the  appar¬ 
ent  good  news  and  confirmed  that  good  weather  was  expected  for  a 
rounding  of  Pt.  Conception,  Pt.  Arguello  and  from  there  up  to 
Monterey. 

We  left  Santa  Barbara  early  the  next  morning,  and  had  nice 
weather  past  Conception  and  Arguello.  Then  the  'you  know  what'  hit 
the  fan.  We  were  overtaken  by  the  next  storm  —  with  winds  gusting 
to  50  knots  —  which  had  not  been  forecast  to  arrive  for  24  hours. 
With  just  a  reefed  main,  the  boat  handled  the  conditions  fine,  surfing 
down  the  huge  waves  with  someone  at  the  helm.  I  had  taken  every 
precaution  and  rigged  a  preventer  to  avoid  an  accidental  jibe. 

After  a  few  hours  in  these  conditions,  the  autopilot  expectedly 
locked  up,  at  which  time  I  lost  the  ability  to  steer  by  hand.  The 
autopilot  could  not  read  or  feel  the  following  waves,  causing  the  boat 
to  yaw  20°  off  to  either  side.  It  was  at  this  time  that  the  main 
backwinded;  it  blew  out,  broke  the  preventer  and  caused  the  boat  to 
do  a  360°.  It  took  me  an  hour  to  get  the  main  down,  pulling  down 
one  side  at  a  time  with  the  help  of  a  winch.  We  finally  managed  to 
stabilize  the  boat  with  the  autopilot  steering  all  the  way  to  Monterey. 
;qo  After  being  stuck  in  Monterey  for  another  week,  we  had  a  hell  of 
a  ride  to  Half  Moon  Bay  and  then  San  Francisco,  entering  the 
approach  to  the  Golden  Gate  one  day  after  the  Coast  Guard  had 
closed  the  Bay  to  all  maritime  traffic.  Coming  in  the  Gate  was  like 
crossing  the  Columbia  River  bar  on  a  not-so-good  day. 

The  owner  had  joined  the  boat  in  Monterey  for  the  last  legs.  When 
the  autopilot  locked  up  again,  he  found  out  first-hand  what  it’s  like  to 
|  be  at  the  mercy  of  an  electronic  device. 

The  article  in  Latitude  makes  it  sound  as  if  I  was  a  'new  kid  on  the

webbing  to  sailmakers  and  chandleries  that  may  be  mistaken  for 
nylon  webbing  —  they  look  identical.  The  problem  with  nylon 
webbing  is  that  it  loses  50%  of  its  initial  strength  in  half  the  time  of 
dacron  webbing.  While  almost  all  webbing  will  lose  strength  due  to 
ultraviolet  degradation,  I  will  always  recommend  dacron  over  nylon 
for  jacklines. 

Whenever  I  hear  of  deck  gear  —  such  as  liferaft  canisters  or  deck- 
stored  dinghies  —  washing  away  in  a  storm,  it  seems  as  if  it  usually 
can  be  attributed  to  failed  webbing  straps  and  tie-downs.  These  are 
often  straps  that  have  not  been  replaced  for  years  because  it’s  not 
readily  apparent  that  any  loss  of  strength  has  occurred. 

Jackline  webbings  —  even  if  they  are  dacron  —  should  be 
replaced  on  a  regular  basis  because  even  the  best  attachment  method 
isn’t  going  to  help  when  the  webbing  has  been  exposed  to  ultraviolet 
light  for  an  extended  length  of  time.

Dana  —  According  to  TransPac  officials,  Rudy  Choy  established 
a  new  TransPac  multihull  record  in  1989  when  he  and  his  crew 
covered  the  Los  Angeles  to  Honolulu  course  in  just  under  7  days 
aboard  Aikane  X5. 

Steve  Fossett  just  broke  that  record  by  sailing  Lakota  over  the 
same  course  in  6  days  and  16  hours.  Expect  several  assaults  on  the 
new  record  in  the  upcoming  years,  as  five  days  and  change  is  within 
the  realm  of  possibility. 

As  for  Choy,  he  deserves  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  both  his  design 
innovations  and  sailing  achievements.  Unlike  some  of  the  other 
mult,ihull  pioneers,  he’s  still  held  in  high  regard  by  the  international 
multihull  community. 

By  the  way,  we  doubt  Tom  Scott  would  be  interested  in  anything 
as  banal  as  pushing  Motel  Six  rooms.

Several  Weekends  ago,  I  sailed  over  to  Sausalito  YC  to  treat  out- 
of-town  guests  to  lunch.

Econd  lady  climbed  into  the  dinghy,  I  pushed  off  from  our  boat.  But 
st  then  my  passenger  remembered  she  left  her  purse  on  deck — and 
lunged  to  grab  it  before  we  drifted  too  far  away.  In  a  fraction  of  a 
second,  the  three  of  us  were  in  the  water  and  the  dinghy  was 
capsized! 

Lady  #1  was  about  seven  months  pregnant  and  not  at  all  happy 
about  being  in  the  54°  Bay  water.  Although  we  were  right  next  to  the 
mothership  and  able  to  hang  on,  I  became  painfully  aware  of  what  all 
sailors  know  but  probably  don’t  think  about  seriously  —  that  it’s 
virtually  impossible  to  pull  yourself  up  to  the  deck  even  with  as  little 
as  36  inches  of  freeboard. 

Although  the  two  husbands  were  still  on  board  and  willing  to  help, 
they  couldn’t  pull  the  pregnant  woman  aboard  —  partially  because 
of  her  weight  and  partially  because  pulling  her  arms  straight  up  put  a 
terrific  strain  on  her  distended  abdomen  and  caused  her  a  lot  of  pain. 

Boarding  ladder?  Normally  it’s  always  on  board,  but  not  this  day. 
It  was  back  at  the  dock  in  Emeryville  because  I  just  had  the 
brightwork  done  and  forgot  to  put  the  ladder  back  on  deck  where  it’s 
normally  stored.

Mfoolish  installations

a  damn.  That’s  a  view  I  take  heavy-duty  issue  with. 

I  have  a  110S  saildrive  in  my  boat  that’s  hitched  to  a  Volvo  MD7A 
diesel.  I’ve  not  a  complaint  in  the  world  about  the  combination.  No 
misalignment  to  worry  about,  no  leaky  stuffing  box,  and  no  busting 
your  behind  to  reach  aft  and  under  to  turn  the  screw  for  proper  drip 
frequency. 

Space-saving  saildrives  are  very  popular  in  Europe,  although  they 
were  a  disaster  in  this  country.  Why?  Because  of  foolish  installations 
—  grounding  various  electrical  equipment  to  the  engine  —  that

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electrolytically  burned  up  the  aluminum  saildrive  despite  heavy  zinc 
collars  around  the  shaft.  One  fellow,  I  was  given  to  understand,  even 
hitched  the  'cool'  side  of  his  AC  shore  power  onto  the  engine.  Bizarre! 

All  of  this  —  combined  with  'hot  harbors'  and  stray  electrical 
current  in  the  water  —  made  wonderful  batteries  out  of  the  chewed 
up  saildrives.  I’ve  kept  my  drives  intact  by  isolating  all  ship’s  power 
from  the  engine.  No  equipment  is  grounded  there  except  my 
batteries,  and  th£n  only  when  in  use.  I  employ  a  battery  switch  to 
totally  separate  it  from  the  ship’s  main  power  switch  —  lights,  nav, 
radio,  etc.  —  and  I  change  the  big  zinc  collar  every  two  years.  In  the 
10  years  I’ve  owned  the  boat,  I’ve  had  no  trouble  with  it.

Jack  —  Like  you,  toe  fail  to  remember  any  damning  comment 
about  saildrives  in  Letters  —  and  we  edit  all  of  them. 

The  reality  is  that  saildrives  have  become  very  popular  on  modem 
boats,  particularly  on  high  tech  racers.  Alameda  naval  architect  Carl 
Schumacher  explains: 

"Saildrives  are  desirable  for  several  reasons.  In  the  beginning  they 
were  liked  because  they  offered  a  rating  advantage.  While  most  of  that 
loophole  has  been  closed,  modem  saildrives  are  slimmer  than  ever 
and  thus  create  less  drag.  A  second  reason  is  because  saildrives  are 
fnuch  easier  for  boatbuilders  to  install  in  a  boat.  Why  mess  around 
with  a  strut,  a  long  shaft  and  a  long  hole  angling  through  the  hull 
when  you  can  just  drill  one  big  hole  in  the  bottom  of  the  boat?  Lastly, 
modem  saildrives  seem  to  have  eliminated  the  electrolysis  problems 
associated  with  early  units." 

Mthe  eyes  need  it 

I  remember  reading  in  Latitude  about  an  optometrist  from  the  Bay 
Area  who  was/is  cruising  the  South  Pacific  and  providing  eye  care  to 
the  places  he  visited.  I’d  like  to  get  in  touch  with  him,  as  I’m  working 
with  an  ophthalmologist  and  we  are  planning  a  trip  to  Tonga  to  work 
with  the  only  eye  doctor  in  the  Vava’u  area.  His  experience  would 
help.

Dr.  Becker  —  You’re  referring  to  Hugh  Freebaim  of  Berkeley, 
who  took  off  to  the  South  Pacific  with  all  kinds  of  used  eye  glasses 
aboard  his  Columbia  29  Iris.  Helping  folks  on  isolated  islands  wasn’t 
always  popular  with  the  local  authorities,  but  it  sure  led  to  a  lot  of 
adventures.  If  we  remember  correctly,  Freebaim  got  thrown  out  of  a 
couple  of  places,  got  suckered  into  one  dishonest  marriage  and  then 
married  a  second  island  woman.  We  not  only  hope  that  Freebaim 
contacts  you,  we  hope  he  writes  a  book. 

-UTTlT  LOOKED  LIKE  SWISS  CHEESE 

We  had  a  watermaker  failure  while  in  St.  Lucia.  The  high  pressure 
brass  manifold  in  our  two-year  old  unit  developed  several  holes.  We 
thought  it  was  a  casting  defect,  but  discovered  it  was  an  electrolysis 
problem.  We  took  the  high  pressure  manifold  off  and  it  looked  like 
Swiss  cheese  inside. 

We  ordered  a  new  part,  and  the  manufacturer  had  two  suggestions 
to  prolong  the  life  of  the  replacements.  The  first  was  to  coat  the  inside 
of  the  new  part  with  epoxy  —  after  cleaning  it  thoroughly  with  vinegar 
or  muriatic  acid.  The  second  was  to  run  a  ground  from  the  new  part 
to  our  grounding  system  with  a  copper  strap  or  large  wire. 

Since  these  recommendations  are  not  addressed  in  the  owner’s 
manual,  and  since  high  pressures  will  substantially  hasten  electrolysis, 
I  thought  your  readers  may  benefit  from  this  information.  We  also 
treated  the  low  pressure  manifold  —  which  showed  some  slight  signs 
of  electrolysis  —  to  an  inside  cleaning  and  epoxy  coat. 

I’ve  often  called  the  manufacturers  of  various  marine  products  for 
technical  advice  or  suggestions,  and  found  technicians  to  be  friendly,

UftAT  LEAST  50  MILES  OFFSHORE 

As  I  sit  in  San  Diego  trying  to  figure  out  how  I’m  going  to  be  able 
to  go  cruising  again  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  I  listen  to  many  sea 
stories  from  the  folks  who’ve  come  up  the  coast  of  Baja.  Last  Novem¬ 
ber  a  group  of  boats  took  nearly  a  month  —  because  of  bad  weather 
and  engine  problems  —  to  make  it  from  La  Paz  to  San  Diego.  And 
this  April  I  heard  about  a  boat  that  had  the  inverter  and  autopilot 
destroyed  because  of  huge  amounts  of  water  coming  over  the  boat. 

I’d  like  to  tell  a  different  story.  I  left  Puerto  Vallarta  on  February  15 
of  this  year  with  two  crew  aboard  my  Cal  40  Willow  Wind.  Leaving  on 
the  15th  of  the  month  has  always  been  fairly  lucky  for  me,  and 
although  I’m  not  superstitious  —  ha!  —  I  decided  not  to  tempt  fate. 
We  decided  to  anchor  at  La  Cruz  and  catch  the  offshore  breeze  the 
next  morning  to  sail  out  of  Banderas  Bay.  I  decided  to  stay  a  good 
distance  —  about  100  miles  —  away  from  Cabo  Falso  so  as  to  avoid 
the  notorious  high  winds  that  most  boats  have  to  negotiate  there  on 
their  way  north. 

The  first  day  out  we  saw  25  knots  of  wind  and  two  race  boats 
finishing  the  Marina  del  Rey  to  Puerto  Vallarta  race.  The  next  day  we 
double-reefed  the  main  and,  because  the  pounding  was  so  bad,  put 
up  the  little  storm  jib.  By  sunset  of  our  second  day  out,  however,  we 
were  back  to  the  130%  jib  and  full  main. 

On  Sunday,  February  19,  we  ran  the  engine  for  19  hours  in  very 
light  winds.  By  1845  a  light  offshore  breeze  came  up,  enabling  us  to 
sail  again.  From  that  time  until  we  reached  Ensenada  on  February  26, 
we  only  motored  for  about  an  hour  in  the  mid-afternoon  when  the 
wind  died  for  a  bit  and  for  an  hour  in  the  middle  of  the  night  to 
charge  the  batteries.  We  had  some  lumpy  seas  once  for  about  four 
hours  on  the  evening  of  February  24th,  but  otherwise  we  had 
relatively  gentle  seas  and  good  winds.  We  sailed  nearly  the  entire 
way,  and  thus  didn’t  have  to  carry  jugs  of  diesel  or  stop  at  Turtle  Bay 
to  refuel. 

In  reviewing  my  log  of  the  trip,  I  noticed  that  the  strongest  winds 
were  40  knots,  but  that  was  only  for  40  hours  when  we  had  lumpy 
seas.  The  rest  of  the  time  the  winds  were  between  10  and  25  knots, 
keeping  us  busy  reefing  and  unreefing  the  main.  I  also  have  records 
of  glorious  moon  rises,  spectacular  sunsets,  and  skies  filled  with  a 
zillion  stars. 

My  strategy  was  to  stay  at  least  50  miles  offshore  to  avoid  the 
strong  current  and  erratic  offshore  winds.  I  also  hoped  to  catch  a 
more  westerly  wind  and  be  able  to  crack  off  a  bit  whenever  possible. 
In  reality,  the  winds  were  mostly  frotn  the  NNW,  and  we  edged 
towards  land  as  we  went  north,  sailing  fairly  close  to  Cedros  Island, 
then  tacking  away  from  land  again. 

I  doubt  if  this  report  will  help  sailors  in  planning  a  trip  up  the 
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Bill  and  Barbara  Ward,  looking 
forward  to  their  cruise  South  this 
fall,  saw  the  practical  benefits  of 
Railmakers  new  radar  arch  de¬ 
sign.  They  added  it  along  with 
several  other  cruising  features  to 
their  beautiful  Vagabond  38 
'Tremaine'.

ketch,  I  thought  I  should  write  and  tell  how  I  came  to  really  like  my 
,  CM-32. 1  suspect  most  Clipper  Marine  owners  acquired  theirs  much 
the  same  way  I  did.  That’s  right,  I  knew  almost  nothing  about  boats 
and  was  influenced  by  the  boat’s  price-to-length  ratio.  It  wasn’t  until 
I  noticed  my  sailing  instructor  wincing  when  I  told  him  about  my  new 
boat  that  I  realized  there  might  be  a  problem. 

I  vividly  remember  my  first  singlehanding  experience  with  my 
Clipper;  it  was  with  30  knot  winds  and  the  150%  genoa  up.  Broach¬ 
ing  was  the  operative  word.  Come  to  think  of  it,  that’s  when  I 
relearned  the  value  of  securing  everything  below.  It  didn’t  take  long 
for  me  to  realize  that  my  Clipper  was  a  much  better  boat  at  the  dock 
than  at  sea.

I  lost  my  apartment  to  the  earthquake  that  hit  Santa  Cruz.  The  boat 
requires  little  or  no  maintenance  —  it’s  not  like  I’m  going  to  sail  it  — 
and  is  dry  and  warm  during  winter  storms.

That  seems  pretty  consistent  with  what  happened,  and  is  also 
consistent  with  Jason’s  contention  about  equal  downwind  times. 
Have  I  missed  something  about  boat  speed?

Tom  —  Unless  we’re  not  getting  something,  the  confusion  is  over 
the  meaning  of  a  term. 

Within  the  context  of  the  America’s  Cup,  'speed'  does  not  mean 
mere  velocity  through  the  water,  but  velocity  around  an  upwind  and 
downwind  course  in  a  variety  of  wind  and  sea  conditions.  If  the  Cup 
went  to  the  boat  that  merely  travelled  the  fastest  through  the  water, 
the  boats  and  sails  wouldn ’t  look  anything  like  they  did  for  San  Diego. 

It’s  also  worth  noting  that  when  sailors  have  a  clearly  superior 
boat,  they’re  content  to  sail  more  conservatively  so  as  not  to  take 
unnecessary  risks.  Thus  Black  Magic  might  well  have  been  even  faster 
than  the  differences  in  elapsed  times  indicated.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
crew  of  the  clearly  inferior  Mermaid  may  have  become  discouraged 
and  not  sailed  as  well  as  they  might.  Not  wanting  to  get  this  deep  into 
it,  we  simply  accepted  everybody’s  conclusion  that  the  Kiwi  boat  was 
much  'faster'. 

UH AN  ALTERNATIVE  TO  THE  TAPER  TYPE 

I  want  to  comment  on  the  May  letter  concerning  prop  shaft 
couplings.  Yes,  the  tapered  and  keyed  type  of  coupling  is  very  secure, 
but  there’s  a  lot  of  expense  in  cutting  the  taper,  keyway,  and  threads 
for  the  big  nut  inside  the  coupling.  Also,  removal  of  the  prop  shaft 
involves  splitting  the  coupling  to  get  at  the  big  nut.  And  as  the  writer 
mentioned,  the  non-taper  set  screw  type  of  coupling  —  even  with  a 
keyway  —  is  an  accident  waiting  to  happen. 

There  is,  however,  an  alternative  to  the  taper  type.  This  type  has 
a  straight  bore,  but  is  split  lengthwise  and  clamped  very  tightly  onto 
the  straight  end  of  the  propshaft  with  six  or  eight  bolts.  These  bolts  go 
through  the  split  —  three  or  four  on  each  side  —  from  one  half  of  the 
coupling  to  the  other. 

My  propshaft  is  50  mm  (2")  and  the  eight  12mm  bolts  are  torqued 
to  117  ft.  lbs.  each.  There  is  no  way  the  shaft  is  going  to  get  loose. 
And  shaft  removal  is  dead  simple;  just  back  off  the  bolts  and  the  shaft 
slides  right  out. 

The  system  is  part  of  a  very  high  quality  unit  called  an  Aqua  Drive, 
which  incorporates  two  CV  joints  plus  a  double  thrust  bearing  so 
engine  alignment  is  not  necessary  and  all  thrust  is  transmitted  directly 
to  the  hull.  However,  I  have  seen  the  split  clamp  type  propshaft 
coupling  as  part  of  a  'flexible'  coupling  unit  used  on  most  boats. 

Lastly,  a  comment  on  the  tactics  used  by  crews  we  personally 
knew  aboard  some  of  the  small  boats  during  the  Queen’s  Birthday 
Storm  off  New  Zealand  last  year.  One  Westsail  43,  after  losing  her 
drogue  to  chafe,  managed  to  turn  around  and  motor  into  the  seas 
with  a  trysail  up.  The  combination  of  the  80-hp  motor  and  autopilot 
saw  them  through  36  hours  of  it,  including  the  'eye'.  The  boat 
survived  with  some  damage  to  deck  fittings  —  which  is 
understandable  because  they  carried  lots  of  'junk'  on  deck. 

Other  friends  on  a  41 -foot  cutter  of  moderate  heavy  displacement 
—  long  fin  and  skeg  rudder  —  towed  a  Gale  Rider  drogue  for  about 
three  days.  Although  they  were  not  in  the  center  of  the  storm,  they 
had  to  endure  very  heavy  conditions.  After  much  experimentation, 
they  decided  keeping  their  drogue  50-80  feet  behind  the  boat  was 
best.  This  kept  their  stern  square  to  the  waves  and  slowed  the  boat  to 
three  or  four  knots.  The  windvane  did  the  steering. 

Yet  another  boat,  a  heavy  45-foot  steel  cutter,  hit  22  knots  on  the 
GPS  while  towing  warps  with  chains  and  tires  attached!  Their 
mechanical  thru-the-water  knotmeter  actually  bent  its  indicating 
needle  when  it  hit  the  stop  at  12  knots.

So  I  hopped  over  to  Bluewater  Books  and  Charts,  as  I 
knew  they  carried  them,  too  —  again,  gratis. 

Imagine  my  shock!  Is  this  a  new  Latitude  policy?  A  'change  in 
Latitude '?  If  not,  can  Bluewater  legally  do  this? 

I  paid  under  protest,  but  I  can  tell  ya,  I  won’t  again.  I’ll  find 
another  source  if  I  miss  my  West  Marine  fix. 

By  the  way,  the  saleslady  really  grunted  when  I  asked  her  about  it. 

I  was  so  pissed  I  just  got  outta  there  without  trying  further  follow-up.

Chuck — It  admittedly  seems  a  little  odd  for  one  store  to  charge  for 
the  magazines  and  another  to  give  them  away  free,  but  here’s  the 
scoop:  We  charge  stores  outside  of  Northern  California  $1  for  each 
copy  of  Latitude  they  receive.  In  return,  we  provide  them  with  labels 
that  say:  ”$2  outside  of  Northern  California".  Some  retailers  use  them, 
some  don’t. 

Of  the  $2  you  paid  to  Bluewater  Books  &  Charts,  $1  goes  to 
Latitude  to  not  quite  cover  our  printing  and  handling  costs,  and  $1 
goes  to  help  offset  the  retail  outlet’s  handling/ mailing  costs. 

West  Marine  gets  some  magazines  dropped  off  at  their  Oakland 
store,  which  are  then  sent  to  their  Watsonville  headquarters  for 
regional  distribution.  Some  managers  of  more  distant  West  Marine 
stores  —  many  on  the  East  Coast  —  also  request  that  they  receive 
copies.  They  get  theirs  via  UPS,  and  they  pick  up  the  freight. 

How  come  West  Marine  in  Lauderdale  doesn’t  charge  for  their 
Latitudes?  Possibly  because  every  month  guys  like  you  are  willing  to 
drive  20  miles  through  the  Florida  heat  on  just  the  possibility  that  you 
might  be  able  to  pick  up  a  free  copy.  It’s  a  well-known  retailing  fact 
that  once  somebody  is  in  a  store,  they  tend  to  buy  stuff. 

It  reminds  us  of  one  fellow  who  told  us  he  subscribed  because  he 
wanted  to  ’save’  money.  7  discovered  I  was  spending  an  average  of 
$50  a  month  at  West  Marine  every  time  I  went  in  to  pick  up  my  free 
copy  of  Latitude,"  he  told  us. 

As  we  see  it,  you’ve  got  four  options:  1)  Move  to  Northern 
California  so  you’ll  be  able  to  get  a  free  copy  each  month;  2)  Be 
content  reading  your  local  Latitude  clone;  3)  Break  down  and  admit 
that  even  at  $2/month,  Latitude  might  not  be  the  worst  value  in  the 
world;  or  4)  Get  a  subscription.

anybody  needed  crew,  he  replied:  "Always  looking  for  crew!"  He  dir¬ 
ected  me  to  the  yacht  club,  where  I  was  questioned  about  what  1  was 
doing  in  the  area  and  what  sailing  skills  I  might  have. 

Upon  my  explaining  that  1  was  from  San  Francisco  Bay  and  on 
vacation,  Commodore  Michael  Cunningham  said,  "You’re  crewing  for 
me."

29,  which  resembles  a  Cheoy  Lee  Offshore  29.  There  were  four  in  our 
crew.  Rita  wasn’t  able  to  find  sailing  gear  and  thus  didn’t  sail,  but  was 
pleased  to  see  and  speak  with  quite  a  few  women  sailors  getting  ready 
for  the  evening’s  race.

LOOSE  LIPS 


The  bear  essentials. 

David  Hardy  didn’t  do  all  that  well  sailing  in  the  Moore  24 
Nationals  held  on  Huntington  Lake  last  month  (equipment  failures 
cause  him  to  drop  out  before  the  end  of  race  four),  but  he  and  his 
family  nevertheless  had  an  exciting  time  at  the  mountain  lake.  For 
example,  on  the  way  to  the  dumpster  with  a  handful  of  paper  towels 
drenched  in  bacon  grease,  he  was  met  by  a  bear.  Fortunately,  clicking 
two  rocks  together  caused  the  animal  to  move  a  few  feet  away.  Dave 
quickly  undid  the  lid,  dumped  the  towels  and  relatched  the  lid.  Only 
later  was  he  told  that  some  bears  will  hang  back  until  the  dumpster  is 
unlatched,  then  charge.  The  idea  is  not  to  harm  you,  it’s  to  scare  you 
off  so  they  can  dig  in.

Sailing  symposium. 

The  ASA/West  Marine-sponsored  Sailing  Symposium  at  the  StFY C 
on  August  12  and  13  sounds  like  something  that  would  add  value  to 
any  sailor’s  repertoire,  no  matter  what  their  skill  level.  Speakers  will 
include  ESPN  commentator  Peter  Isler,  writer/  lecturer  Chuck  Hawley 
and  author  Hal  Sutphen.  Some  of  the  special  features  of  the  two-day 
shore-side  and  on-the-water  programs  will  include  Coast  Guard 
helicopter  and  cutter  rescue  demonstration,  20  cruising-oriented 
seminars,  in-the-water  PFD  and  liferaft  demos  and  much  more.  The 
not-so-good  news  is  that  all  this  education  ain’t  cheap  —  the  Sailing 
Symposium  runs  $165  per  person.  Tickets  are  available  from  Modem 
Sailing  in  Sausalito,  the  Sailing  Connection  in  Point  Richmond  and 
the  Spinnaker  Sailing  locations  in  both  San  Francisco  and  Redwood 
City.  For  a  brochure  and  registration  information,  call  (800)  877- 
7774,  ext.  1837. 

'Well  boss,  it  was  like  this... 

When  the  dam  inexplicably  burst  at  Folsom  Lake  on  July  17,  there 
was  so  much  water  rushing  out  that  a  fix  will  be  impossible  until 
sometime  this  month.  Authorities  closed  the  lake  for  several  days, 
then  reopened  it  with  warning  buoys  and  a  lifeguard  patrol  to  keep 
boaters  away  from  the  breech.  It  worked  okay  until  Thursday,  the 
20th,  when  one  of  the  lifeguard  boats  was  itself  sucked  over  the 
spillway.  The  two  people  aboard  had  cut  the  engine  off  to  conserve 
fuel,  and  it  wouldn’t  restart.  By  the  time  they  sorted  out  the  anchor, 

I  it  was  too  late.  Luckily,  the  lifeguards  bailed  in  time,  and  were  able  to 
make  it  to  shore  safely.  The  boat  was  toast. 

New  ferry  to  Angel  Island. 

As  early  as  this  month  (August),  East  Bay  residents  will  have  a 
direct  route  to  Angel  Island.  Passengers  can  ride  a  new  ferry  service 
from  either  Main  Street  in  Alameda  or  Jack  London  Square  in 
Oakland  to  Angel  Island.  But  they’ll  have  to  watch  the  time,  as  the 
ferry  will  make  only  one  round  trip  to  the  Bay’s  largest  island  every 
Saturday  and  Sunday.  Ticket  prices  for  the  trip  have  yet  to  be 
determined  —  as  indeed  does  the  future  of  the  whole  idea.  The  ferry 
will  be  operating  under  an  experimental  contract,  which  will  become 
permanent  only  if  it  proves  popular. 

End  of  an  era  .  . .  maybe. 

The  federal  government  isn’t  the  only  one  with  a  'hit  list',  and 
military  bases  aren’t  the  only  longstanding  institutions  shutting  down 
because  of  budgetary  constraints.  In  July,  San  Francisco  Catholic 
Archbishop  John  Quinn  announced  that  the  Apostleship  of  the  Sea 
is  one  of  seven  parishes  that  will  also  be  shut  down  to  save  money. 
Founded  in  1932  to  help  out  visiting  sailors  low  on  funds,  in  the  last 
six  decades,  the  Apostleship  has  served  as  home  away  from  home  for 
as  many  as  45  working  sailors  at  a  time.  It’s  also  become  an  integral 
part  of  life  along  the  waterfront,  as  the  building  (located  at  Harrison 
and  Fremont,  near  the  Embarcadero)  also  houses  the  Police 
Department’s  stress  unit.  It’s  also  right  across  the  street  from  the 
union  hall. 

The  official  word  is  that  the  need  for  the  Apostleship  "has  declined 
with  the  dwindling  of  ships  coming  here."  The  church  also  notes  that 
the  sailor’s  mission  in  Oakland  is  still  available  for  transient  seamen. 
Nevertheless,  grassroots  support  is  strong  to  save  the  San  Francisco 
institution.  The  Committee  to  Save  the  Apostleship  of  the  Sea  has 
called  on  supporters  to  write  Quinn  and  urge  him  to  keep  the  San 
Francisco  mission  open.

A  familiar  face  has  been  popping  up  regularly  around  the  Bay  in  the  past 
couple  of  years  —  as  always,  drawing  appreciative  looks  wherever  she  goes. 
It’s  good  to  see  the  33-ft  Sparkman  &  Stephens  sloop  Spirit  back  doing  what 
she’s  done  so  well  for  the  past  three  decades:  sailing  her  bottom  paint  off. 

Regular  Bay  sailors  (and  readers)  will  know  Spirit  as  one  of  the  most 
successful  boats  ever  to  slip  through  the  waters  of  San  Francisco  Bay  —  and 
certainly  one  of  the  most  well-traveled  small  racers  ever  to  venture  off 
American  shores.  Conceived  by  George  Kiskaddon  35  years  ago,  Spirit  was 
drawn  by  S&S  to  be  the  ultimate  all-out  racing  machine  under  the  then-in- 
vogue  Cruising  Club  of  America  (CCA)  rule.  Built  of  mahogany  over  ipon  (like 
oak,  but  less  prone  to  rot)  in  Hong  Kong,  she  was  launched  here  in  1961. 
Interestingly,  neither  caulking  nor  glue  were  used  between  the  planks.  They 
were  fit  together  with  such  care  that  after  more  than  30  years  and  an  estimated 
100,000  sea  miles,  the  worst  leaks  aboard  still  come  from  the  plumbing  for  the 
head. 

Spirit  proved  to  be  an  even  better  boat  than  Kiskaddon  had  hoped  for.  In 
her  first  few  years,  she  won  just  about  everything  locally,  including  a  season 
championship  in  1962  (her  first  full  season  of  racing)  and  the  TransPac  in 
1963.  By  the  time  Kiskaddon  passed  away  in  the  late  ’70s,  the  boat  had 
amassed  a  record  that  sounded  more  like  it  should  belong  to  a  Windward 
Passage  or  Ticonderoga:  class  wins  in  the  ’64  Acapulco  Race,  the  '66  Bermuda 
Race,  the  ’66  TransAtlantic  (Bermuda  to  Denmark)  Race,  the  ’67  Fastnet,  the 
’68  RORC  Championship,  and  an  overall  win  of  the  1,700-mile  Flemish  Cap 
to  St.  Kilda  Race  in  ’66.  (She  did  so  well  in  Europe  that  the  Brits  had  to  invent

A  survey  of  the  nation’s  beaches  recently 
released  by  the  National  Resources  Defense 
Council  carried  ill  tidings  for  beachgoers.  But 
it  did  suggest  what  we’ve  maintained  all 
along  —  little  of  the  pollution  in  our  coastal 
waters  comes  from  sailboat  toilets. 

Among  revelations  in  the  survey  were 
statistics  showing  that  San  Francisco  area 
beaches  were  closed  260  times  in  1994  be¬ 
cause  of  pollution.  Baker  Beach  led  the  grim 
statistic,  being  declared  off-limits  for  113 
days  last  year.  Other  area  beaches  showing 
extended  closures  were  Ocean  Beach,  Crissy 
Field,  Windsurfer’s  Cove,  Aquatic  Park, 
Candlestick  Pier,  China  Beach  and  Lyon 
Street  Beach. 

The  only  California  county  with  more 
closures  was  San  Diego,  with  296.  Other 
high-closure  counties  included  San  Mateo 
with  159  and  Los  Angeles  with  125.  In  all, 
there  were  910  beach  closures  statewide  in 
’94,  about  40%  of  the  national  total  of  2,279 
shut-downs. 

Significantly,  those  910  closures  state¬ 
wide  were  well  down  from  the  1,397  Califor- 
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near  the  water  spirit  —  cont’d 

nia  experienced  in  1993. 

Why?  "We  didn’t  get  our  heavy  winter 
storms  for  the  latest  rainy  season  until  early 
1995,"  said  Wendy  Pulling,  a  lawyer  from 
NRDC  who  was  quoted  in  a  recent  Chronicle 
article.  "So  we  expect  to  see  a  big  jump  in 
beach  closures  when  we  compile  our  1995 
statistics." 

That’s  because  most  pollution  of  our  local 
waters  comes  from  sewage  system  overflows 
and  runoff  from  streets,  farms,  factories  and 
so  on.  If  you  doubt  this  in  the  least,  next  time 
it  rains  go  outside  and  see  what’s  washing 
down  the  gutters. 

California  would  probably  record  even 
more  beach  closures  if  all  stretches  of  coast¬ 
line  were  monitored  regularly.  But  the  fact  is, 
only  9  of  the  state’s  17  coastal  counties  do 
so.  Counties  such  as  Marin,  Sonoma,  Men¬ 
docino,  Contra  Costa  and  Santa  Barbara 
have  no  regular  monitoring  programs. 

People  who  swim  in  polluted  water  can 
contract  all  sort  of  nasty  diseases,  from  hepa¬ 
titis  and  gastroenteritis  to  typhoid  and 
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a  rule  to  discourage  her  from  coming  back.  The  engine  requirement  —  Spirit 
never  had  one  while  Kiskaddon  owned  her  —  is  still  on  the  books  to  this  day. ) 
Back  in  the  Pacific,  Spirit  took  fourth  in  the  1970  Tahiti  Race  and  first  overall 
in  the  Suva  to  Auckland  event  the  same  year.  ' 

Sausalito  sailmaker  Peter  Sutter  was  Spirit’s  next  owner,  and  the  one  who 
converted  the  little  flush-decker  to  a  ’cruising’  boat.  This  included  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  a  mini-interior  and  a  custom  dodger  that  Peter  created  by  chasing 
home  a  Mercedes  roadster  and  taking  measurements  off  its  convertible  top. 

The  stories  go  on  and  on.  Sutter  sailed  the  boat  to  three  back-to-back  10R 
season  wins  in  the  mid-’70s,  then  cruised  her  through  the  South  Seas.  The 
next  owners,  Jack  and  Barbara  Thomson,  cruised  the  boat  to  a  series  of  new 
adventures  down  through  Mexico  and  the  Caribbean.  Three  years  ago, 
Novato’s  Dave  Pressley  acquired  the  boat  and  has  been  sailing  regularly  —  up 
to  twice  a  week  year-round. 

And  the  old  girl’s  still  got  it:  Pressley  and  a  friend  took  their  division  in  the 
’94  Doublehanded  Farallones  Race,  and  a  fourth  in  this  year’s  edition.  Spirit’ s 
lithe  hull  (8V2-foot  beam),  relatively  heavy  displacement  (12,000  pounds)  and 
Bird  Boat-like  keel  still  make  her  a  lethal  weapon  upwind.  In  both  races,  Dave 
says  by  the  time  they  got  to  the  island,  they’d  passed  scores  of  other  boats. 

Spirit  also  took  a  second  in  the  ’Post  War’  division  at  the  Master  Mariners 
Regatta  on  Memorial  Day.  (The  photo  below  was  taken  as  she  ran  down  the 
Cityfront  during  that  race.)

the  risk  of  injury,  and  therefore  has  limited 
rights  to  recover  damages  from  the  owner  if 
injury  occurs.  In  a  landmark  1992  case, 
Stimson  v.  Carlson  (aka  the  Cosmic  Muffin 
case),  the  court  found  that  being  struck  by 
the  boom  in  an  unannounced  jibe  was  a  risk 
inherent  with  the  sport  and  refused  to  allow 
the  injured  party  to  recover  any  money. 

However,  a  recent  case  in  Long  Beach  — 
Barber  v.  Marina  Sailing  Charter  Co.  —  once 
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rain,  and  Gary  and  Sandra  were  enjoying  the  warmth,  good  breeze  and  flat 
water.  Zane?  Well,  like  we  said,  he’s  10.  He  preferred  to  be  down  below 
watching  Free  Willy  on  Gary’s  12-volt  TV. 

Anyway,  the  boat  was  on  starboard  tack,  sailing  along  smartly  under  full 
main  and  135  jib.  Gary  noted  from  the  Loran  that  the  boat  was  making  about 
7  knots  over  the  bottom.  "I  leaned  back,  took  it  all  in  and  wondered  if  life  gets 
any  better  than  this,"  he  said. 

Just  past  red  marker  #8,  by  the  Pinole  Shoal,  something  caught  the  comer 
of  Gary’s  eye.  Vaulting  to  the  leeward  side,  he  saw  a  sight  that’s  not  likely  to 
leave  his  memory  in  this  lifetime:  A  huge  black  barge  was  just  yards  away, 
headed  straight  toward  Lorraine  Lee  at  high  speed. 

"Oh,  Jesus!"  Gary  yelled  as  he  wrenched  control  of  the  boat  away  from  the 
autohelm  and  fell  off  to  a  broad  reach.  Sandra  screamed,  "Hold  on!"  to  her 
son  down  below.  As  he  later  wrote  in  SCC’s  newsletter  The  Anchor  Light, 
Gary  looked  over  his  shoulder  to  see  that  "the  black  wall  that  had  been  so 
neatly  hidden  by  my  jib  was  now  wider  and  taller  than  the  same  sail  —  and 
still  steaming  at  us  with  a  vengeance." 

There  was  no  time  to  start  the  engine,  a  diesel  which  required  a  glow  plug 
switch  to  be  held  for  10  seconds.  The  only  thing  Gary  and  Sandra  could  hold 
was  their  breath,  and  a  course  that  would  take  them  out  from  in  front  of  the 
fast-approaching  wall  of  steel. 

With  literally  a  few  feet  to  spare,  the  barge  slid  by  Lorraine  Lee.  But  the 
wind  went  with  it.  Now  in  the  lee  of  the  leviathan,  the  boat  was  helplessly 
sucked  into  its  side. 

Bang,  pop,  scrape ,  PO  W!  Pieces  of  boat  were  ground  and  broken  off  by  the 
rough  side  of  the  barge.  Just  when  they  thought  the  worst  was  over,  some 
appendage  caught  the  rigging,  breaking  both  the  upper  and  a  lower  shroud. 
Then,  as  quickly  as  it  began,  it  was  over. 

For  seconds  nobody  said  anything,  says  Gary.  Then  Zane  came  running 
topside  and  said,  "Is  Lorraine  Lee  okay?" 

"That  one  earned  him  'First  Mate'  forever,"  said  Gary. 

Gary  and  Sandra  got  all  the  sails  down  and  called  the  tug  operator,  who 
had  apparently  not  seen  the  sailboat  until  it  w as  behind  the  barge.  They  also 
called  the  rest  of  the  fleet  and  told  them  they  were  okay.  And  they  called  the 
Coast  Guard. 

The  Coast  Guard  came  out,  boarded  the  boat  —  and  conducted  a  safety 
inspection!  'They  looked  at  our  lifejackets,  checked  the  fire  extinguishers,  and 
then  gave  me  a  fix-it  ticket  because  the  space  between  my  CF  numbers  wasn’t 
per  regulations.  I  couldn’t  believe  it!"  said  Gary. 

Neither  can  we. 

Gary  asked  if  they  were  even  going  to  get  an  accident  report  out  of  the 
deal,  and  the  Coast  Guard  told  him,  "If  it  ends  up  being  over  $10,000  worth 
of  damage." 

Well,  there  was  an  accident  report,  and  actually  that’s  the  'good  news'  part 
of  the  whole  experience. 

"I  have  the  boat  insured  with  BOAT/US  and  they  turned  out  to  be  an 
extremely  service-oriented  organization,"  says  Lee.  I  did  a  quick  survey  of  the 
hull  and  rigging  damage  and  figured  it  was  going  to  be  about  $1,500  worth  of 
repairs.  But  BOAT/US  insisted  on  having  the  mast  pulled  —  on  their  dime  — 
and  they  found  a  dimple  near  the  spreaders.  That  necessitated  replacing  the 
whole  mast,  plus  all  the  rigging.  That’s  service!" 

When  all  was  said  and  done,  Gary  admitted  that  the  main  fault  lies  with 
him.  "No  excuses.  1  was  in  charge.  I  should  have  kej>t  a  better  lookout.  I 
actually  saw  the  tug  and  barge  miles  ahead  on  a  different  course,  but  they 
apparently  turned  toward  us  while  still  behind  the  sail.  When  you  combine  the 
speeds  of  the  two  vessels,  it  didn’t  take  long  for  them  to  be  right  on  us." 

The  message  is  clear,  folks:  don’t  be  casual  about  keeping  a  good  lookout. 

Editor’s  Note:  This  was  not  the  only  incident  of  its  kind  this  season.  Also  in 
June,  while  sailing  the  Bay,  the  chartered  SC  27  Hot  Flash  was  "blind  sided” 
by  a  trimaran.  The  boats  approached  each  other  from  leeward,  both  'hidden' 
behind  sails  until  it  was  too  late.  Fortunately,  no  one  was  seriously  injured  in 
this  encounter,  although  the  damage  to  Hot  Rash  will  likely  put  it  out  of 
service  for  the  rest  of  the  summer. 
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With  13  paid-up  entries  in  just  the  first  20  days  of  the  sign-up  period, 
October  30’s  Baja  Ha-Ha  Cruisers’  Rally  from  San  Diego  to  Cabo  San  Lucas 
appears  on  its  way  to  a  healthy  fleet.  With  another  dozen  folks  promising  their 
checks  are  in  the  mail  and  the  number  of  marine  industry  sponsors  at  seven 
and  counting,  things  are  indeed  shaping  up  nicely. 

The  event  —  which  is  designed  for  those  who’d  rather  sail  to  Mexico  with 
smiles  on  their  faces  than  fear  in  their  hearts  —  stops  twice  on  the  way  to 
Cabo.  The  first  stop  is  at  Turtle  Bay,  360  miles  from  the  start,  and  again  after 
240  miles  at  Bahia  Santa  Maria  or  Mag  Bay.  The  last  leg  to  Cabo  is  about  170 
miles.  As  is  the  case  with  most  cruiser  races,  use  of  motors  will  be  allowed  — 
although  boats  will  be  penalized  almost  three  hours  for  every  hour  of 
motoring. 

The  Baja  Ha-Ha  endorses  'nothing  serious'  competition,  which  means  folks 
can  try  as  hard  as  they  want  to  do  well  —  but  the  primary  focus  of  the  event 
is  to  have  a  good  time  while  making  friends  on  the  way  to  warmer  weather. 
There’ll  be  no  protests  heard  and  everybody  will  take  their  own  finish  time, 
both  of  which  worked  well  last  time.  As  far  as  the  Ha-Ha  is  concerned,  the  last 
boat  to  finish  in  Cabo  is  just  as  much  a  'winner'  as  the  first  boat  —  which  is

But  an  Appeals  Court  over¬ 
turned  the  decision  and  granted  the  injured 
party  the  opportunity  to  recover.

We’ve  often  heard  of  anchorages  "so 
crowded  that  you  could  walk  from  one  shore 
to  the  other  without  ever  getting  your  feet 
wet."  But  we’ve  never  seen  it  demonstrated 
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filed  on  behalf  of  the  injured  party  included 
a  cause  for  action  for  damages  under  Feder¬ 
al  Maritime  Law,  or  Admiralty  Law  as  most 
of  us  know  it.  The  court  held  that  Admiralty 
Law  did  apply  to  the  facts  of  the  case,  and 
that  assumption  of  risk  is  not  a  defense  to 
cases  founded  therein.  In  other  words,  while 
assumption  of  risk  may  prevent  recovery  of 
damages  under  California  law,  it  appears  not 
to  hold  water  in  cases  of  Admiralty  law.

They  have  a  cruising  division  which  starts  from  Long  Beach  on  October  28, 
and  more  racy  divisions  which  start  on  November  3  &  4  and  sail  non-stop  to 
Cabo.  The  folks  at  Long  Beach  are  great  (Race  Chairman  Hugh  Lamson 
started  modern  'cruiser  racing'  on  the  West  Coast)  and  they  run  a  little  more 
formal  and  structured  event. 

If  you’re  a  hot-shot  and  want  to  sail  in  the  Ha-Ha  —  we  will  have  a 
spinnaker  division  —  you  have  to  promise  not  to  be  overbearing.  Because  if 
you  are,  the  Grand  Pooba  of  the  Ha-Ha  will  raise  your  rating  to  that  of  an  SC 
70.  There’s  a  time  and  place  for  everything,  and  the  Ha-Ha  is  the  time  and 
place  for  relaxed  fun  among  friends.  That  doesn’t  preclude  heated  competition 
between  small  groups,  but .  .  . 

The  most  recent  Ha-Ha  supporter  is  Bob  Rice’s  Weather  Window, 
which  is  considered  the  top  weather  service  for  sailors.  Rice  was  an  integral 
part  of  ENZA  sailing  around  the  world  in  75  days,  the  Kiwis  winning  the 
America’s  Cup,  and  many  other  high-powered  racing  efforts.  Weather  Window 
will  provide  both  long  range  and  daily  forecasts  for  the  Ha-Ha  fleet. 

Another  new  supporter  is  UK  Sails,  with  lofts  in  Alameda,  Newport  Beach 
and  San  Diego.  UK  will  be  giving  each  entry  a  T-shirt  and  a  "real"  sail  repair 
kit.  In  addition,  Amanda  Russell,  sail  repair  specialist  in  the  America’s  Cup, 
will  present  a  sail-repair-at-sea  seminar  just  before  the  start  of  the  rally.  Chris 
Maher,  co-owner  of  the  UK  loft  in  Alameda,  will  be  sailing  his  own  Morgan  38 
in  the  Ha-Ha  along  with  his  wife  Sheila  and  their  two  pre-teenaged 
sons. 

Yet  another  new  supporter  is  Waypoint  Marine  of  Alameda,  which  spe¬ 
cializes  in  both  paper  and  electronic  charts,  nautical  books,  gifts  and  so  forth. 

Previously-announced  supporters  include  Downwind  Marine  of  San 
Diego,  which  will  be  hosting  the  Cruisers’  Kick-Off  Party  on  Shelter  Island  on 
October  29th;  West  Marine  of  San  Diecjo,  which  will  provide  a  starting  line 
boat  at  Coronado  Roads;  Barnett  Insurance  of  San  Diego,  which  special¬ 
izes  in  cruising  insurance;  and  Almar  Marinas,  with  facilities  in  Fort  Bragg, 
Alameda,  Ventura,  Channel  Islands,  San  Diego  and  Cabo  San  Lucas.  Almar 
will  be  giving  Ha-Ha  participants  50%  off  at  their  marinas  —  including  the  one 
at  Cabo  San  Lucas  —  during  selected  time  periods.  And  Cabrillo  Isle  Marina 
in  San  Diego  will  be  headquarters  for  Ha-Ha  the  week  before  the  start.  Several 
parties  and  other  activities  are  being  planned,  including  the  Wanderer  and 
Wanderette’s  Ha-Ha  Halloween  Party. 

The  deadline  for  sponsors  is  August  15.  Contact  John  Arndt  at  Latitude  if 
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you’re  interested  in  chipping  in  $200  to  help  make  the  rally  an  even  greater 
success. 

The  last  call  for  rally  entries  is  unclear.  At  some  point  there  might  be  too 
many  boats,  at  which  time  we’d  have  to  cut-off  entries.  However,  you  can

Marc  plans  on 
bringing  two  chutes,  so  chances  are  he’ll  race  in  the  spinnaker  division.  Marc 
also  says  he  doesn’t  have  any  problem  with  "bribing  the  Grand  Pooba  for  that 
all-important  good  rating".  Good  on  ya,  Marc. 

Tataria,  Ron  Snetsinger’s  Sausalito-based  Ericson  38.  Here’s  a  cool  thing: 
Ron’s  14-year-old  daughter,  a  veteran  El  Toro  sailor,  will  be  his  crew.  And 
after  the  Ha-Ha,  they’ll  continue  on  to  Costa  Rica  and  clockwise  around  the 
Caribbean. 

Mariposa,  Dario  and  Emma  Sezzi’s  Island  Packet  38.  The  couple  are  from 
Susanville  and  rarin’  to  go. 

Windward  Luv,  Don  and  Lenna  Hossack’s  Islander  36.  "Our  boat  came 
with  a  light  air  spinnaker,"  reports  the  couple  from  Truckee.  "If  there’s  interest 
in  a  spinnaker  class,  we’ll  volunteer  to  be  in  it  —  even  though  we’ve  never 
flown  it  —  just  to  make  sure  there  are  enough  for  a  class."  If  anybody 
exemplifies  the  Ha-Ha  spirit,  it’s  Don  and  Lenna.

Kokomo,  Jayne  and  Steve  Brodie’s  Kings  Legend  41  from  Half  Moon  Bay. 

Alden,  David  and  Peggy  Forsyth’s  41 -ft  staysail  ketch  from  San  Diego.  Get 
this,  their  Alden  ketch  is  documented  in  San  Francisco,  berthed  in  Sausalito, 
they  temporarily  live  in  San  Diego,  and  permanently  live  in  Minnesota.  This 
is  one  couple  that  will  be  ’putting  their  life  together’  just  a  little  this  October. 
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The  striking  sequence  of  photos  above 
was  not  rescued  from  some  musty  archive.  It 
was  taken  in  late  May,  when  the  Maria 
Asumpta,  billed  as  the  world’s  oldest  sailing 
square  rigged  vessel,  met  her  ignoble  end  on 
Pentire  Point  along  the  North  coast  of  Corn¬ 
wall.  The  accident  also  took  the  lives  of  three 
of  the  ship’s  14  crew. 

The  125-ft  vessel,  built  in  Barcelona  137 
years  ago,  was  apparently  swept  into  the 
rocky  point  on  May  30  by  current.  Her  en¬ 
gines,  started  earlier  when  the  lee  shore 
loomed,  had  quit  and  the  crew  was  attempt¬ 
ing  to  work  her  around  the  point  into  clear 
water  when  the  accident  occurred. 

Eyewitnesses  remarked  on  how  little  time 
it  took  for  a  250-ton  vessel  to  be  reduced  to 
kindling.  This  sequence  was  all  shot  in  the 
span  of  two  hours. 

At  the  time  of  the  report  in  the  London 
Daily  News  (sent  to  us  by  reader  Charles

Regular  readers  may  remember  Bill 
Anderson,  the  local  wreck  hunter  who  is 
convinced  that  a  sunken  German  submarine 
lies  somewhere  off  our  local  coast.  Ander¬ 
son,  you  may  recall,  was  aboard  the  destroy¬ 
er  Willard  Keith  in  1945  when  the  ship 
picked  up  a  sub  on  sonar  and  made  several 
depth  charge  runs  on  it.  The  sonar  contact 
was  lost,  but  an  oil  slick  was  located. 

The  incident,  which  took  part  in  the  latter 
days  of  the  war,  was  forgotten  for  nearly  20 
years  until  Bill  met  a  diver  in  the  ’60s  who 
claimed  to  have  dived  on  the  U-Boat.  Other 
rumors  and  references  started  surfacing,  and 
by  the  time  Anderson  attended  a  50-year  re¬ 
union  of  the  Keith  crew  in  1993,  he  was 
urged  on  by  surviving  members  to  find  the 
sub. 
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Stem  who  had  been  waiting  to  see  the  ship 
arrive  in  Padstow),  there  was  some  contro¬ 
versy  surrounding  the  wreck.  For  one  thing, 
the  Maria  Asumpta  had  lost  her  Merchant 
Shipping  Certificate,  which  meant  she  was 
considered  a  private  yacht  and  could  not 
take  paying  passengers.  There  was  evidence 
that  it  was  happening  anyway.  Local  media 
also  made  much  of  the  fact  that  owner/skip- 
per  Mark  Litchfield  had  also  lost  another  old 
sailing  ship  11  years  ago.  In  that  incident, 
the  Marque  went  down  during  The  Tall 
Ships  race  in  1984  with  the  loss  of  19  lives. 

The  sailors  lost  in  the  Maria  Asumpta 
wreck  were  Ann  Taylor,  50,  the  ship’s  cook, 
Emily  McFarlane,  19,  a  deck  hand,  and  24- 
year-old  John  Shannon,  the  engineer.  Even 
as  the  ship  was  opening  up  beneath  his  feet, 
Shannon  was  down  in  the  engine  room  try¬ 
ing  to  restart  the  recalcitrant  diesels  that 
were  her  only  hope  of  salvation. 


"Were 
your  disclaimer’s  meant  to  scare  people  off?"  they  ask.  To  a  certain  extent, 
yes.

The  co¬ 
owners  of  the  Alameda  UK  loft  will  be  sailing  with  their  sons  Patrick,  7,  and 
Thomas,  5.

fire  in  the  sky 


sub  hunters 

He’s  been  at  it  since  last  year.  At  this 
writing,  he  has  not  turned  up  any  sign  of  a 
submarine.  But  last  month,  he  did  discover 
the  wrecks  of  two  munitions  barges  lost  in  a 
spring  storm  in  1945. 

Sub  hunter  Paul  Tidwell  has  had  better 
luck  —  considerably  better  luck  —  in  the 
search  for  his  lost  sub.  Using  an  out-of-work 
Russian  research  ship,  Tidwell  located  the 
wreck  of  the  huge  Japanese  cargo  submarine 
1-52.  It  lies  in  17,000  feet  of  water  about 
1,200  miles  west  of  the  Cape  Verde  Islands 
—  deposited  there  with  her  entire  crfew  of 
more  than  100  by  an  American  torpedo 
bomber  on  June  23,  1944. 

The  attraction  of  1-52  is  far  more  than  her 
historic  value:  the  ship  is  known  to  have 


If  you  travel  in  areas  of  regular  thunderstorm  activity,  the  chances  of  your 
boat  getting  struck  by  lightning  sooner  or  later  are  actually  pretty  good. 
Happily,  injuries  and  deaths  from  lightning  strikes  on  boats  are  rare. 

It  was  interesting  to  note  that,  according  to  a  five-year  study  recently 
released  by  the  insurance  division  of  BOAT/US,  some  types  of  boats  are  hit 
more  often  than  others.  Predictably,  keelboats  with  their  tall  rigs  headed  the 
list,  with  approximately  6  chances  out  of  1,000  of  being  struck  in  any  given 
year.  But  check  out  the  rest  of  the  breakdown:  Multihulls:  5  out  of  1,000; 
Trawlers:  3  out  of  1,000;  Sail  Only:  2  out  of  1,000;  Cruisers:  1  out  of 
1,000;  Runabouts:  2  out  of  10,000. 

One  can  only  surmise  that  the  lack/:  of  a  lot  of  metal  in  sail-only  boats 
accounts  for  their  poor  showing.  (We’ll  try  to  remember  to  ask  Lynn  and  Larry 
about  this  next  time  we  talk  to  them.) 

If  you  find  yourself  caught  in  a  thunderstorm,  BOAT/US  suggests  you  head 
for  shore  immediately.  If  that’s  out  of  the  question,  they  say  to  keep  passen¬ 
gers  low  in  the  center  of  the  boat  or  cabin,  remove  metal  jewelry  and/or  eye¬ 
glasses  and  stay  away  from  electronic  equipment,  rigging  or  metal  objects. 

They  don’t  say  what  to  do  if  the  whole  boat  you’re  on  is  metal.

St.  Elmo’s  fire.  Practically  since  the  first  adventurous  neanderthal  speeded  his 
canoe  along  by  rigging  a  mammoth  hide  (or  whatever)  to  catch  the  wind, 
sailors  have  brought  home  tales  of  strange  blue  lights  that  danced  through  the 
rigging.  We’ve  talked  to  a  few  cruisers  who  claim  to  have  seen  St.  Elmos  fire, 
but  we’ve  never  seen  it  ourselves.  If  you  have,  we’d  like  to  hear  about  it! 


the  lion  king 

Have  you  ever  noticed  that  the  boats  that  get  the  most  press  are  either 
really  old  or  really  new?  The  new  ones  are  understandable;  and  no  one  ever 
seems  to  tire  of  stories  of  old,  neglected  woodies  brought  back  life  by  some 
loving  hand. 

In  between  the  two  extremes  are  a  lot  of  boats  that,  normally,  don’t  get  a

more  than  two  tons  of  gold  bars  aboard, 
which  are  worth  about  $25  million  in  today’s 
market.  Tidwell  figures  he  can  extract  the 
gold  for  between  $5  and  $8  million,  and  is 
even  considering  rounding  out  the  project  by 
raising  the  1-52.  Lying  well  beyond  the  reach 
•  of  damaging  surge  and  marine  growth,  the 
ship  is  intact  (except  for  the  torpedo  hole) 
and  amazingly  well  preserved  —  there’s 
hardly  even  any  rust.  He  figures  pumping 
her  full  of  a  special  foam  might  be  all  it 
would  take  to  get  her  back  on  the  surface. 

The  1-52  was  on  her  way  to  Germany 
when  she  was  sunk.  She  was  part  of  a  secret¬ 
ive  exchange  of  materials  and  technology 
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between  Hitler  and  Emporer  Hirohito.  With 
allied  air  power  making  surface  transport 
risky  by  1944,  Axis  powers  resorted  to  sub¬ 
marines  to  carry  cargos  across  the  oceans. 
The  I-52’s  undoing  came  when  the  Allies 
broke  Axis  codes.  So  when  the  1-52  surfaced 
to  rendezvous  with  a  German  sub  in  mid- 
Atlantic,  the  American  aircraft  carrier  Bogue 
was  ready.  She  launched  a  single  airplane, 
which  engaged  the  sub  around  midnight.  Its 
only  torpedo  was  dropped  and  found  its 
mark.  Contacted  50  years  later,  the  pilot, 
Jesse  D.  Taylor,  was  reportedly  astounded. 
"I  never  had  any  idea  this  thing  could  be 
located,"  he  said. 


lot  of  press  unless  they’re  blowing  up,  sinking  or  meeting  some  other  horrid 
end.  From  a  purely  journalistic  point  of  view,  one  of  these  'baby  boomer'  boats 
would  have  to  be  really  something  to  merit  special  mention  —  which  is  exactly 
why  you  see  Thunder  Bay  on  these  pages  this  month.  Quite  simply,  the  31- 
year-old  Cheoy  Lee  Lion  is  one  of  the  nicest  boats  we’ve  seen  of  any  vintage, 
and  the  best  argument  yet  that  a  boat  doesn’t  have  to  be  built  of  wood  during 
the  roaring  ’20s  to  be  a  'classic.' 

Bemie  Fried  was  the  owner  who  transformed  the  1964  boat  into  the 
eyepopper  she  is  today.  He  acquired  the  35-footer  from  the  first  owner  in 
1965  and,  as  a  successful  Beverly  Hills  businessman,  spared  few  expenses 
over  the  next  28  years  when  it  came  to  upgrades.  Just  a  few  of  the  major 
improvements  he  made:  fairing  bottom  and  all  thruhulls,  fairing  the  insides  of 
the  bilges  to  facilitate  more  efficient  drainage,  custom  stainless  bowsprit  with 
twin  anchor  channels,  custom  stainless  traveler,  custom  electrical  panel  and 
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By  'Thunder1!  (clockwise  front  above):  Builder's  plate  records  the  boat's  beginnings;  cockpit 
combing  has  been  modified  to  encircle  lazarette,  adding  convenience  and  an  extra  seat; 
removable  pins  on  all  hatch  hinges  allow  hatches  to  open  either  forward  or  backward;  iron 
lions  dance  on  each  side  of  the  bow;  'Thunder  Bay"  during  an  Ensenada  race;  comfortable 
cabin  features  blue  velvet  cushions,  propane  heater,  ingenious  folding  table,  custom 
electrical  panel  and  lots  more. 
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wiring  set  up  for  easy  access,  custom  fuel  line  and  sea  strainer  manifold  for 
instant  access,  Reckman  roller  furling  headsail,  additional  tankage,  oversize 
winches,  custom-made  spinnaker  sheet  turning  blocks  with  built-in  jammers. . . 

The  list  goes  on  and  on.  The  crowning  touch  was  a  custom  black  LPU  paint 
job  on  the  hull  and  coachroof  by  the  late  master  of  the  medium,  Bob  Kegley. 
The  handsome  result,  set  off  by  teak  decks  and  gleaming  varnish,  was  noticed 
by  a  Hollywood  producer,  and  starred  along  with  George  Kennedy  in  a  movie 
called  The  Great  American  Tragedy. 

Away  from  the  admiring  gaze  of  the  cameras  and  passers-by,  Fried’s 
showpiece  was  hardly  a  slip  queen.  He  sailed  her  regularly  out  of  Marina  del 
Rey  and  competed  in  a  number  of  coastal  and  Mexico  races  in  the  nearly  three 
decades  he  owned  the  boat. 

Today,  Thunder  Bay  resides  in  Sausalito  under  new  owners,  who  intend 
to  keep  her  just  as  shipshape  and  active  as  her  former  owner.  So  next  time  you 
see  her  approaching  on  some  windy  day,  don’t  forget  to  don  dark  glasses  so 
the  gleam  doesn’t  temporarily  blind  you.  And  for  those  of  you  unaccustomed 
to  being  in  the  presence  of  royalty  —  a  smile  and  wave  are  the  proper  homage 
to  pay  this  seagoing  Lion  King  as  it  slides  on  by.

The  conundrum  is  not  an  uncommon 
one:  Your  mast  falls  down,  you  try  to  call  for 
help,  and  nobody  answers.

Beyond  inconvenient,  we’ve 
heard  of  dismastings  over  the  years  that 
have  turned  life-threatening  for  the  simple 
reason  that  the  dismasted  boat  could  not 
communicate  with  other  boats,  even  nearby 
ones  that  could  easily  have  come  to  their 
aid. 

One  solution  is  to  carry  an  emergency 
antenna.  Made  by  various  companies,  these 
are  available  from  your  local  electronics 
supplier  for  $30  or  so  and  consist  of  a  length 
of  coaxial  cable  and  stubby  antenna.  Simply 
unscrew  the  main  antenna  from  the  back  of 
your  radio  set,  screw  in  the  emergency  one 
and  you’re  ready  to  go.  Another  solution  is 
to  carry  a  handheld  VHF,  but  last  time  we 
looked,  even  the  cheapie  versions  were  over 
$200. 

Those  options  duly  noted,  say  you’re  on 
a  boat  that  doesn’t  have  a  spare,  or  more 
realistically,  on  a  boat  where  you  can’t  find 
the  spare,  even  though  you  distinctly  remem¬ 
ber  putting  the  damn  thing  aboard.  Or  let’s 
just  say  you  want  to  save  a  few  bucks  by 
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'rolling  your  own'  emergency  antenna. 

This  tip  comes  from  Erwin  Gove,  who 
sails  Maenad  out  of  Marina  Bay  YC  in  Rich¬ 
mond.  Inspired  by  friends  who  might  have 
lost  their  boat  and  lives  during  a  dismasting 
near  Point  Bonita,  Erwin  and  an  electronics 
whiz  friend  put  together  an  emergency  VHF 
antenna  for  a  total  cost  of  about  $12  worth 
of  materials  at  Radio  Shack.  Those  materials 
are: 

•  1  SO-239  chassis  RF  connector 

•  2  PL-259  RF  plugs 

•  8  feet  of  #12  solid  copper  wire 

•  However  many  feet  you  think  you’ll 
need  of  RG-58  coax  cable 

"When  figuring  out  the  length  of  cable, 
decide  where  you  would  likely  want  to  set  up 
the  antenna  (I  plan  to  use  the  hatchway 
cover),  but  be  aware  that  an  alternate 
location  may  be  necessary,"  writes  Gove. 
"Plan  the  length  of  coaxial  cable  accordingly, 
then  add  a  generous  over-allowance  just  in 
case.  Note  that,  since  your  emergency 
antenna  will  hopefully  spend  most  of  its  life 
stored  away  from  the  elements,  expensive 
'marine  grade'  parts  should  not  be  necessary. 

"Cut  the  solid  copper  wire  into  five  19- 
inch  pieces,  and  solder  one  into  the  center  of 
the  chassis  connector.  This  is  the  antenna. 
Clinch  an  end  of  the  remaining  four  pieces 
into  the  mounting  holes  on  the  connector’s 
baseplate  and  solder.  These  are  the  legs  and 
ground  plane  for  the  antenna.  You  will  likely 
need  a  heavy-duty  soldering  iron  or  gun,  or 
even  a  small  torch  to  get  things  hot  enough 
for  a  good  connection.  After  soldering,  cut 
the  five  wires  to  18-inch  lengths  as  measured 
from  the  baseplate.  (These  lengths  are  not 
arbitrary.  They  have  been  calibrated  to  give 
the  best  performance  on  VHF  channel  16.) 
Then  simply  connect  an  RF  plug  to  each  end 
of  the  coax,  screw  them  into  the  antenna  at 
one  end  and  VHF  at  the  other  and  you’re 
ready  to  go." 

One  advantage  of  this  setup  is  that  the 
radio  can  operate  at  its  full  25  watts  (the 
wattage  of  most  built-in  VHFs)  without 
damage.  By  comparison,  hand-helds  operate 
at  only  about  5  watts.  By  the  way,  never  try 
to  operate  a  VHF  with  no  antenna  or  one  not 
designed  for  VHF.  It’ll  bum  out  the  radio. 

Another  advantage  is  stowability.  Gove 
stores  his  antenna  by  bending  the  four  legs 
and  main  antenna  around  in  a  circle  and 
coiling  it  up  with  the  cable  into  a  nice,  neat 
coil.  Erwin  admits  that,  both  coiled  and  set 
up,  the  emergency  antenna  "looks  like  hell," 
but  when  radio  checks  from  Richmond’s 
Marina  Bay  pull  in  'loud  and  clear'  calls  from 
as  far  away  as  Treasure  Island  and  Point 
Pinole,  who  can  complain? 
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again,  for  crew  looking  for  boats,  that’s  $5.  For  skippers  looking  for  crew,  it’s 
$1 .  (We  figure  the  latter  spend  enough  money  putting  the  boat  together,'  so  we 
give  them  a  break.)  Incidentally,  as  this  rule  implies,  faxed  forms  don’t  get  in 
the  magazine.  We  have  to  receive  the  fee  with  the  form. 

3)  One  form  per  person,  please  —  unless  you  and  a  friend  want 
only  to  go  If  you  can  go  together.  Whether  you’re  a  couple  or  just  friends, 
applying  for  a  ’group  rate'  does  diminish  your  chances  of  finding  a  boat 
somewhat.  But  finding  a  skipper  who  will  take  you  both  on  will  certainly 
enhance  the  adventure  for  you  both.  In  these  situations,  both  parties  should 
fill  out  one  Crew  List  form  as  best  they  can. 

In  cases  where  you  need  additional  separate  forms,  simply  make  copies  of 
the  ones  on  these  pages.

Nautor/Swan  of  San  Fran-cisca’s  City 
Yachts,  we  just  bought  her  in  Palma  this 
May,"  Wolfe  explained.  "Keefe  is  an  old 
friend,  and  he  did  a  great  job  for  us.  We’re 
cruising  the  Balearics  for  awhile  with  our 
captain,  Bear,  then  we’ll  fly  home  before 
returning  to  sail  in  Sardinia  this  August. 
Come  November,  the  boat  will  be  going 
across  to  the  Caribbean." 

Livia  did  the  1986  Whitbread  Race  as 
Frazier  of  Finland,  and  was  then  returned  to 
the  Swan  factory  to  receive  an  interior.  She’s 
in  beautiful  condition.  "The  boat  has  a 
Lewmar  Commander  system  which  hydraul¬ 
ically  controls  the  winches  and  the  roller 
furling,"  says  Wolfe.  "It  means  that  the  boat 
can  easily  be  sailed  by  two  people." 

Having  a  gorgeous  new  yacht  doesn’t 
mean  that  the  Wolfes  don’t  still  like  their  old 
boat  anymore.  Several  weeks  later  we  cap¬ 
tured  them  (below)  booming  across  San 
Francisco  Bay  aboard  Lohengrin.

OUT  THERE  —  As  we  write  this,  19-year-old  Brian  Caldwell  of  Honolulu 
is  attempting  to  become  the  youngest  person  ever  to  circumnavigate  in  one 
year.  (While  the  names  Tania  Aebi  and  Robin  Lee  Graham  may  spring  to 
mind,  they  took  more  than  a  year.)  Brian  departed  Honolulu  on  June  1 
aboard  Mai  (Miti)  Vavau,  a  Contessa  26  —  sistership  to  the  boat  Aebi 
completed  her  2V2-year  circumnavigation  in  1987.  The  first  leg  of  his  journey 
was  the  3,400-mile  run  to  Port  Vila,  Vanuatu,  which  he  completed  in  34  days, 
arriving  July  5.  He  stayed  a  week,  then  cast  off  for  Thursday  Island.  "He’s 
aiming  to  arrive  in  Durban  before  November  1,"  says  Brian’s  Mom  and  main 
supporter,  Jan  Caldwell.  (Readers  may  remember  a  number  of  Changes  In 
Latitude  articles  Jan  and  Brian  Sr.  sent  our  way  during  their  six-year  cruise 
through  the  South  Seas  on  Foxy  Lady  II).  We’ll  have  more  on  Brian’s  boat, 
the  project  and  his  progress  in  the  next  issue. 
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It  was  the  oddest  TransPac  finish  ever, 
strictly  Twilight  Zone  stuff.  Forget  Mir’ s 
famous  mizzen-only  backwards  finish  in  ’69, 
forget  Eagle  sinking  on  the  reef  in  front  of 
the  Hawaiian  Village  after  the  ’73  race.  .  . 
even  Medicine  Man’s  dramatic  shipwreck  at 
Diamond  Head  200  yards  shy  of  the  finish 
line  in  ’89  pales  in  comparison.  Imagine,  if 
you  will.  .  . 

Hal  Ward’s  new  Andrews  70+  ’super- 
sled’  Cheval  was  off  the  tip  of  Molokai,  just 
35  miles  from  the  finish  and  jamming  along 
under  masthead  kite  at  15-20  knots.  Her  12- 
man  crew  knew  they  had  the  Barn  Door 
Trophy  in  their  hands,  and  possibly  the 
whole  enchilada — they’d  been  only  15  min¬ 
utes  behind  Merlin  on  corrected  time  at  that 
morning’s  5  a.m.  roll  call.  Hot  showers,  cold 
drinks  and  other  pleasures  of  dry  land  were 
tantalizingly  close.  Hal’s  new  pony  had 
proven  wickedly  fast  in  her  debut,  and 
morale  on  board  was  high. 

At  7  a.m.  all  hands  were  on  deck  for  the 
final  jibe  of  the  race  —  one  they’d  never 
forget.  Explained  navigator  Mark  Rudiger, 
"The  impact  of  jibing  in  25  knots  blew  up  a 
block  in  the  permanent  backstay  assembly. 
The  rig  bent  forward  about  20  feet  before  it 
broke,  raining  carbon  fiber  all  over  the  deck. 
It  was  a  sickening  sound,  kind  of  like  the 
crackling  noise  a  tree  makes  as  it’s  chopped 
down.  I  didn’t  want  to  believe  what  I  was 
seeing.” 

But  the  crew  had  no  time  to  wallow  in 
their  disappointment,  as  Cheval  was  drifting 
up  on  llio  Point  just  half  a  mile  away. 
Furiously  manning  hacksaws,  bolt  cutters 
and  pliers,  they  quickly  dropped  the  broken 
mast,  main,  dazy  staysail  and  .85  poly 
spinnaker  ("It  was  a  Sobstad  chute  anyway," 
joked  Jeff  Madrigali  of  North  Sails)  into  the 
water.  "Hey,  it’s  still  possible  to  win!" 
shouted  Ward  from  the  nav  station.  "All  we 
have  to  do  is  average  8  knots  —  we  can  still 
beat  these  guys!" 

Dave  Gruver  picks  up  the  story:  "Hal 
really  inspired  us  —  you  never  saw  a  crew 
work  harder!  Within  45  minutes  we  were 
back  underway,  with  our  spinnaker  pole 
lashed  to  the  stump  of  the  mast.  We  exper¬ 
imented  with  every  combination  of  sails  you 
could  imagine,  even  blowing  up  the  .6 
spinnaker.  Finally,  we  settled  on  our  jib  top 
flying  sideways  with  the  genoa  staysail  set 
underneath.  Both  were  North  3DLs  —  gee, 
do  you  think  we’ll  make  their  next  ad?" 

Cheval  limped  down  the  Molokai  Chan¬ 
nel,  averaging  the  requisite  8  knots  and  even 
hitting  1 1  knots  once  under  the  improvised 
rig.  They  finished  at  11:32  a.m.  HST  after  9 
days,  1  hour  and  32  minutes  on  the  race 
course.  Despite  the  set-back,  they  were  still 
the  first  boat  to  Hawaii,  finishing  1  hour,  22 
minutes  ahead  of  Windquest  and  2  hours,  39 


minutes  in  front  of  Sayonara.  As  Cheval 
crossed  the  line,  crewmember  Ron  Love 
quietly  walked  to  the  bow  of  the  boat  and, 
for  the  second  time  in  his  life,  scattered  the 
ashes  of  a  relative  at  the  Diamond  Head 
buoy  after  the  2,225-mile  race.  "No  one 
knew  he  was  going  to  do  that,  and  it  was  just 
too  much,"  related  Gruver.  "Everyone  was 
pretty  choked  up  already,  and  that  put  us 
over  the  edge.  About  half  the  crew  started 


crying  —  it  was  an  incredibly  emotional 
moment!"

V  V  elcome  to  the  38th  biennial  Trans¬ 
Pac,  one  of  the  most  surreal  and  fragmented 
races  in  the  event’s  long  and  distinguished 
history.

nonetheless  an  interesting  and  eventful  year 
for  the  struggling  TransPac. 

The  race’s  format  du  jour  featured  five 
starts  staggered  between  June  28  and  July  2, 
a  recipe  that  historically  screws  little  boats 
each  time  —  and  this  year  was  no  exception. 


But  all  eyes  were  on  the  big  boats  anyway  — 
and  with  the  rating  cap  revised  upward  to 
accommodate  five  turbo-charged  boats,  it 
seemed  that  Merlin’s  increasingly  mythical 
1977  time  of  8  days,  11  hours  would  surely 
fall.  But  it  wasn’t  to  be,  as  a  mid-ocean 
parking  lot  brought  the  fleet  together  and 
killed  any  chance  of  a  monohull  record  run. 
The  swimming,  however,  was  great. 

In  an  effort  to  increase  participation,  new 


cfasses  were  offered  for  doublehanded  boats, 
invited  multihulls  and  invited  monohulls.  The 
turnout  for  these  sideshows  was  less  than 
overwhelming,  though  in  fairness  the  multi¬ 
hull  class  was  a  sell-out  —  100%  of  the 
'funny  boats'  invited,  all  two  of  them, 
participated.  Not  surprisingly,  Lakota  set  a 
new  multihull  course  record  —  certainly  one 
of  this  year’s  highlights. 

Other  aspects  of  the  'new'  relaxed 
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TransPac  included  allowing  individual  boats 
to  be  sponsored,  though  not  without  a  sub¬ 
stantially  higher  entry  fee.  The  race  itself  was 
sponsored  by  Kenwood  Corporation  again, 
with  Hawaiian  Airlines  sponsoring  the  media 
center  for  the  first  time.  Also  making  its 
debut  was  the  TransPac’s  own  rating  for¬ 
mula,  based  largely  on  IMS.  For  the  most 
part,  these  ratings  and  all  the  other  changes 
worked  out  surprisingly  well.  Hopefully, 
however,  the  next  time  the  TransPac  bigwigs 
change  all  the  rules  around,  they’ll  do  it  with 
sufficient  lead  time  to  attract  a  larger  turnout. 

Div.  I  —  Merlin 

Though  Cheval  took  the  most  coveted 
prize,  the  huge  koa  wood  Bam  Door  Trophy, 
Hal’s  pals  fell  to  third  in  class  (and  fleet) 
behind  Larry  Ellison’s  new  Farr  ILC  maxi 
Sayonara  and  the  overall  winner,  the 
indomitable  Lee  69  Merlin.  Dubbed  by  one 
dockside  wit  as  yacht  racing’s  'Energizer 
Bunny',  the  magical  18-year-old  prototype 
sled  just  keeps  going,  and  going,  and  going. 
Under  charter  to  Dan  Sinclair  of  Vancouver, 
Merlin’s  comfortable  two-hour  victory  was  as 
popular  as  it  was  improbable.  It  was  also  the

first  time  a  foreign  yacht  —  or  a  charter  effort 
—  has  ever  won  the  TransPac,  though  Mer¬ 
lin  herself  is  no  stranger  to  the  winners’ 
circle.  Her  first-to-finish  runs  in  ’77,  ’81  and 
’87  are  still  three  of  the  four  fastest  TransPac 
times  in  history. 

"We  were  a  little  intimidated  at  first. 
These  guys  we  were  racing  against  are  our 
idols  —  we  never  expected  to  win,"  claimed 
Sinclair  modestly.  "But  we  pushed  hard  all

the  way,  and  sailed  a  smart  race  thanks  to 
our  navigator  Ron  Ogilvy.  We  were  right  on 
the  edge  a  lot,  and  had  some  hellacious 
broaches!"  \ 

Sinclair  and  his  crew,  all  of  whom 
contributed  to  the  charter  except  resident  pro 
Ross  MacDonald,  knew  that  Merlin  had  the 
horsepower  to  win  —  the  same  core  group 
set  the  Vic-Maui  record  with  the  boat  in  ’92. 
Despite  the  silver  tape  around  all  her 
windows,  the  rust  stains  and  her  generally 
tired  appearance,  Merlin  can  still  crank  in  a 
blow.  These  days,  she  sports  a  four-foot 
transom  scoop  and  carries  even  more  sail 
area  than  when  she  set  the  milestone  in  ’77. 
(Look  for  a  long  overdue  Boat  of  the  Month 
feature  on  Merlin  soon.) 

"She’s  still  a  rocketship  dead  downwind," 
maintained  Sinclair,  who’s  contemplating 
buying  the  legendary  boat  (it’s  currently 
listed  at  an  optimistic  $239,000).  "We 
averaged  20  knots  through  the  Molokai 
Channel  —  we  couldn’t  slow  it  down!"  They 
also  did  one  last  huli  at  Molokai,  roughly 
where  Cheval  had  her  problem.  "We  couldn’t 
pop  the  guy  out  of  the  pole,  so  the  boat  got 
all  out  of  balance  and  we  rounded  down.  We 
actually  put  the  spreaders  in  the  water!  She

wouldn’t  come  back  up,  and  I  was  sure  the 
rig  was  going  to  shake  out  of  it!"  said  Don, 
who  broke  a  finger  in  the  melee  as  he  cut  the 
sheet  and  guy  loose. 

While  Merlin  had  an  exciting,  male¬ 
bonding  type  of  trip,  the  pros  on  Sayonara 


didn’t  have  much  to  report.  Most  of  them 
were  on  the  next  plane  out  after  their  finish, 
off  to  the  next  regatta.  The  boat,  which  can 
go  upwind  like  nobody’s  business,  proved  a 
bit  off  the  pace  downwind  —  enough  so  that 
her  crew  nicknamed  her  Shamu,  after  Sea 
World’s  famous  whale.  After  the  Big  Boat 
Series,  she’s  headed  back  to  New  Zealand 
for  a  refit,  including  a  lighter  carbon  fiber  rig, 
before  doing  the  Sydney-Hobart  Race. 

"The  hardest  part  was  having  to  tell  Larry 
a  few  days  from  the  finish  that  we  probably 
weren’t  going  to  get  there  first,"  said  a 
Sayonara  crewmember.  "It  just  never  occur¬ 
red  to  him  after  spending  all  that  money  that 
we  wouldn’t  win."  Ellison  did,  however,  win 
their  $140  betting  pool  on  when  Sayonara 
would  finish. 

But  probably  the  most  disappointed 
owner  of  all  was  Roy  Disney,  sailing  the 
latest  incarnation  of  Pyewacket  in  his 
eleventh  TransPac.  Disney  has  the  TransPac 
Disease'  something  fierce,  and  makes  no 
secret  of  his  desire  to  win  it  someday.  "But 
no  matter  what  we  do,  we  can’t  seem  to 
figure  this  race  out,"  said  Roy.  "We  made 
mistakes  early  and  often,  and  actually  had  to 
pass  Merlin  twice  in  the  race.  Fortunately, 
the  last  three  days  of  sailing  were  glorious, 
and  made  up  for  the  rest  of  it!" 

Despite  the  presence  of  navigator  Skip 
Allan,  doing  his  twentieth  TransPac,  Pye- 
wacket  ended  up  fourth.  "We’ve  been  in  that 
position  so  many  times  I’m  seriously  thinking 
about  creating'  'The  Roy  Disney  Perpetual 
Fourth  Place  Bowl'  —  a  lucite  half-scale 
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"Where  does  it  say  we  have  to  be  Sayonara’s 
punching  bag?"  asked  project  manager  John 
Bertrand  rhetorically.  "We  knew  they’d  beat 
us  if  we  went  straight  IMS,  and  I  think  it’s  to 
our  credit  that  we  did  the  TransPac  anyway!" 
Other  than  the  food,  bland  freeze-dried  stuff 
like  you’d  eat  on  a  Sierras  backpacking  trip, 
everyone  on  board  claimed  to  have  enjoyed 
the  great  experiment. 

Challenge  America  ( ex-Yamaha ),  which 
is  stopping  by  the  Bay  Area  on  her  way 
home  to  Newport  next  month,  was  on  the 
steep  part  of  the  learning  curve.  "We  decided 
you  need  12  stringy  little  Kiwis  who  don’t  eat 
or  sleep  to  sail  this  thing,"  laughed  navigator 
Brad  Avery.  "It  takes  about  half  an  hour  to 
jibe!  But  we  learned  a  lot,  like  these  boats 
need  40  knots  of  wind  and  icebergs  all 
around  to  be  competitive."  At  least  the  crew 
brought  two  cases  of  wine  to  keep  their 
spirits  up,  so  to  speak.

model  of  a  toilet  which,  when  you  flush  it, 
sends  little  dollars  bills  swirling  around  the 
bowl!"  Don’t  be  surprised  to  see  Pyewacket 
with  a  bulb  keel  before  long  —  Cheval’s 
stiffer  righting  moment  translated  into  more 
boatspeed  in  the  TransPac,  and  Disney  will 
have  to  respond.  "We’ll  figure  it  out,"  prom¬ 
ised  Disney.  "Let’s  just  say  that  Pyewacket  is 
a  work  in  progress!" 

Invited  Guests 

Nine  hours  before  Cheval’s  bizarre  finish, 
at  2:07  a.m.  HST,  TransPac  history  was  re¬ 
written  as  Steve  Fossett’s  Jeanneau  60 
trimaran  Lakota  established  a  new  multihull 
record  of  6  days,  16  hours  and  7  minutes. 
Lakota  bettered  the  old  mark,  set  in  1989  by 
Rudy  Choy  on  Aikane  X5,  by  7 Vi  hours. 
Starting  six  days  behind  the  first  boats, 
Lakota  was  the  first  boat  in  —  a  testament 
to  the  speed  of  modern  multihulls.  With  a 
boat  capable  of  doing  a  steady  25  knots  in 
only  15-20  knots  of  breeze,  Lakota  would 
have  shaved  another  10-15  hours  off  the 
record  had  their  extended  bow  pole  not 
broken  off,  leaving  them  to  sail  the  last  two 
days  without  benefit  of  their  maxi-genniker. 
Still,  they  clobbered  Double  Bullet,  the  only 
other  multihull,  by  14  hours. 

Crewmember  Dave  Scully,  who  recently 
sailed  Coyote  in  the  BOC,  commented  on 
the  beauty  of  the  night  sailing:  "It  was 
exhilarating  —  a  three-quarter  moon,  stars 


and  streams  of  phosphorescence  off  our 
bows."  In  the  daytime,  however,  he  was 
bummed  out  to  see  more  garbage  than  he 
could  ever  recall  in  any  other  ocean.  Other 
boats  reported  whole  islands  of  floating 
fishnets,  plastic  containers  and  assorted  junk. 

Meanwhile,  the  R/P  74  Windquest  took  the 
monohull  'open'  division  in  a  laugher  over 
the  Whitbread  60  Challenge  America. 
Turbo’ed  to  the  max,  ’Quest  was  dubbed  the 
'Amway  pacecar'  (the  DeVos  family  owns 
Amway ) .  Ineligible  for  the  Barn  Door  or  even 
corrected  TransPac  honors,  Windquest  , 


The  Sleds  —  Mirage 

Still  the  backbone  of  the  TransPac  despite 
their  diminished  status,  the  ULDB  70s  enjoy¬ 
ed  fantastically  close  racing  during  their  slow 
10-day  crossing.  The  first  four  boats  —  in 
order,  the  SC  70s  Mirage,  Evolution,  Orient 
Express  and  Mongoose  —  all  finished  within 
53  minutes  of  each  other!  The  last  day  in 
particular  was  an  all-out  150-mile  drag  race, 
as  intense  as  any  buoy  race.  Orient  Express 
blew  up  three  kites  in  the  last  two  days  of  the 
race  trying  to  stay  in  the  hunt! 

Jim  Ryley’s  Mirage,  always  a  threat 
downwind,  was  near  the  front  the  whole 
way,  but  saved  her  best  move  for  the  last 
night.  Getting  north  of  the  fleet,  Ryley’s 
rangers  found  a  private  squall  which  set 
them  down  a  mile  in  front  of  Evo.  They 
covered  Evo  all  the  next  day,  finishing  first  in 
class  by  14  minutes  —  Mirage’s  biggest

nevertheless  made  a  spirited  run  at  the 
record,  sailing  with  what  was  arguably  the 
most  expensive  delivery  crew  in  history. 


victory  to  date.  The  winning  crew  consisted 
of  a  'token'  Bay  Area  sailor,  Don  Jesberg, 
and  a  boatload  of  Santa  Cruz’s  finest: 
navigator  Jack  Halterman,  Jay  Crum,  Dave 
Hodges,  Tim  Cordrey,  Brent  Ruhne,  Mark 
Golsh  and  17-year-old  Lizzie  Ryley,  Jim’s 
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daughter.  Lizzie  brought  her  teddy  bear 
’Sam'  along,  providing  the  crew  with  hours  of 
pleasure  devising  new  ways  to  torture  and 
otherwise  desecrate  the  furry  mascot. 

Evolution,  which  had  led  much  of  the 
race,  received  a  rude  shock  at  the  ULDB  70 
owners’  meeting  after  the  race.  Because 
owner  Brack  Duker  had'  openly  made 
changes  to  optimize  his  boat  for  downwind 
sailing  (notably  removing  600  pounds  of 
ballast),  Evo  was  stripped  of  her  class  points 
in  all  ’95  sled  races,  effectively  knocking  her 
out  of  the  season  championship.  The  sled 
rules,  which  were  interpreted  literally,  don’t 
allow  for  any  mid-season  configuration 
changes,  as  Duker  unfortunately  found  out 
the  hard  way. 

Looking  at  the  sleds’  Collective  tracks,  it’s 
easy  to  see  in  retrospect  that  they  all  strayed 
too  far  to  the  north,  possibly  because  they  all 
had  the  identical  waypoints  purchased  from 
weather  guru  Bob  Rice,  or  possibly  because 
they  were  all  content  to  cover  each  other  into 
oblivion.  "On  the  charts,  it  looked  like  a 
cattle  drive,"  laughed  retired  sledman  Tom 
Leweck.  "During  the  day  they’d  stray  away 
from  the  pack,  and  each  night  they’d  all  get 
herded  back  together.  If  only  one  boat  had

won  by  tons!" 

Div.  II-B  —  Exile 

Warwick  Miller’s  Exile,  the  avocado-green 
R/P  66  that  was  the  star  of  last  year’s 
Sydney-Hobart  Race,  easily  topped  this  tiny 
hodge-podge  of  a  claps  by  nine  hours.  A 
tricked-out  IMS  racer  —  right  down  to  car¬ 
bon  fiber  jammer  cleats!  —  this  boat  surpris¬ 
ingly  held  off  the  sleds  until  the  last  few 
windy  days. 

Exile's  victims  included  the  radical  52- 
foot  schooner  Elliott  Marine,  which  co-owner 
Tom  McColl  felt  was  rated  too  harshly  by  the 
TransPac  Committee.  "We  had  to  give  every¬ 


one  time  except  Cheval,  which  was  ridicu¬ 
lous!"  claimed  the  colorful  Kiwi.  "We  had 
about  as  much  chance  as  a  one-legged  man 
in  an  ass-kicking  contest.  It  was  a  $100,000 
exercise  in  futility!"  But  according  to  McColl, N 
the  15,000-pound  Elliott  Marine  passed 
Kathmandu  "like  she  was  standing  still"  going 
down  the  Molokai  Channel  —  so  maybe  her 
rating  wasn’t  that  far  off  after  all? 

Black  Jack,  the  Mac  65  sailed  by  owner 
John  Townsend  and  Carl  Nelson,  came  in 
third  in  this  class  and  set  the  inaugural 
TransPac  doublehanded  record  of  11  days, 
17  hours.  They  corrected  out  oyer  Irrational, 
the  only  other  shorthanded  entry,  by  10 
hours.  "It  was  an  exhausting  trip,"  allowed 
Townsend,  "I  only  slept  two  hours  in  the  last 
four  days.  However,  the  trip  down  the  coast 
to  the  start  was  a  lot  rougher^  One  of  the 
hardest  parts  of  the  actual  TransPac  was 
staying  awake  for  roll  call,  which  messed  up 
their  watch  system.  Jibing  was  another  trick, 
which  they  accomplished  with  a  spinnaker 
sock.  "On  the  whole,  it  was  a  great  exper¬ 
ience,  and  Carl  and  I  are  better  friends  than 
ever,"  claimed  John. 

Hatsu  ( ex-Charley )  lost  her  carbon  fiber 
rig  at  about  the  halfway  mark  when  two 
starboard  tumbuckles  pulled  through  the  Vi- 
inch  thick  aluminum  chainplate  during  a 
squall.  Hatsu’ s  wealthy  Japanese  owner, 
Masanori  Kusaka,  quickly  hired  a  Honolulu- 
based  tug  to  rendezvous  with  his  boat  for  a 
rumored  $5,000  a  day.  While  a  skeleton 
crew  of  Kiwis  nursed  the  jury-rigged  boat  to 
Honolulu,  her  Japanese  crew  bailed  out  onto 
the  tug  for  the  quick  ride  back. 

Div.  Ill  —  J.J.  Flash 

Like  Merlin,  Bruce  and  Toby  Tabor’s  win 
with  their  venerable  Davidson  50  Jumpin’ 
Jack  Flash  was  a  crowd-pleaser  —  proof  that 
low-budget  efforts  can  still  take  on,  and 
occasionally  beat,  the  goldplaters.  Not  only 
that,  the  Tabors  are  repeat  winners,  having 
swept  PHRF  honors  last  TransPac  with  J.J. 
Flash.  This  year,  they  beat  a  bunch  of  newer 
boats,  including  the  ’gucci’  Morning  Glory 
program.  The  Tabors,  with  help  from  sail- 
maker  Kevin  Miller,  sailed  hard  throughout 
the  race  —  in  fact,  the  entire  crew  slept  on 
the  rail  the  first  few  nights! 

Final  Approach,  D.J.  Johnson’s  Lidgard 
60,  finished  a  remarkable  second.  Returning 
from  a  three-year  circumnavigation,  their 
sails  were  pretty  blown  out  and  D.J.  knew 
the  boat  couldn’t  point  with  the  fleet.  They 
casually  sagged  south,  drinking  two  cases  of 
rum  before  they  even  got  halfway  to  Hawaii 
—  and  ended  up  putting  their  long  waterline 
to  good  use  when  the  wind  finally  filled  in. 
Morning  Glory,  which  had  seven  computers 


and  a  boatload  of  international  rockstars  on 
board,  was  third.  They  rationed  their  food 
on  the  last  day,  finishing  with  only  one 
package  of  granola  left. 


The  Little  Boats 

The  six  small  boats  in  the  two  bottom 
divisions  got  lost  in  the  shuffle  this  year. 
Shafted  by  the  weather  gods,  they  squan¬ 
dered  their  two  day  head-start  in  light  air  — 
dooming  them  to  finish  last  and  spend  the 
most  time  on  the  course.  In  fact,  two  boats. 
Mountain  Oyster  and  Antara  were  still  on  the 
race  track  when  the  awards  ceremony  was 
held.  Another,  Solution,  withdrew  from  the 
race  after  only  making  730  miles  in  a  week. 
"We  figured  we  were  looking  at  a  20-day 
crossing,  and  the  fun  factor  was  wearing 
thin,"  said  navigator  Hal  McCormack.  "It  was 
a  unanimous  decision  by  all  six  of  us  to  head 
back  to  Long  Beach." 

With  pre-race  favorite  Solution  gone, 
Division  IV  honors  fell  to  George  Bailey’s 
Beneteau  50  Daddaboat.  They  beat  the  only 
boat  left,  the  wayward  Mountain  Oyster  — 
which  won  the  booby  prize  for  ’most 
northerly  boat’  this  year  —  by  two  full  days 
on  corrected  time.  "We  had  an  interesting 
trip,"  admitted  Daddaboat’ s  main  driver 
Adam  McAfee,  who  like  everyone  else  on 
board  chipped  in  for  expenses.  "Just  about 
everything  that  could  go  wrong,  did  —  yet 
somehow  we  still  managed  to  get  a  pickle 
dish!" 

The  biggest  bummer  aboard  Daddaboat 
—  named,  we’re  told,  by  one  of  George’s 
kids  —  wasn’t  the  PG  video  collection  (they 
watched  The  Jungle  Book,  Woodstock  II  and 
Dead  Calm),  but  rather  running  low  on  water

halfway  through  the  race.  Somehow  they 
emptied  both  tanks  without  knowing  it, 
necessitating  strict  water  rationing  for  the  rest 
of  the  trip.

I’ve  never 
sailed  with  a  better  group." 

Best  navigator  —  Cheval’s  Mark  Rudiger 
earned  a  nice  Omega  watch  for  his  efforts. 
He’s  on  a  roll,  having  navigated  Silver  Bullet 
to  two  Barn  Doors  (’89,  ’93)  and  a  second 
place  finish  in  ’91  behind  Chance.  And 
Rudiger’s  more  dangerous  than  ever  since 
he’s  discovered  real-time  satellite  imagery. 
"We  had  the  ability  to  look  down  the  course, 
and  figure  out  where  to  enter  and  exit  the 
squalls,"  Mark  said.  "More  than  once,  we 
dropped  the  kite  and  headsail-reached  way 
out  of  our  way  to  find  better  wind." 

Best  paycheck:  The  highest  rockstar 
salary  we  could  confirm  was  $5,000  for  the 
race,  though  rumor  has  it  one  person  was 
paid  twice  that  amount.

The  Future 

It  was  a  strange  TransPac,  to  say  the 
least.  Not  the  best,  not  the  worst  —  just 
different  than  any  of  its  predecessors.  "We’re 
trying  to  change  with  the  times,"  said  board 
member  L.J.  Edgecomb.  "But  we  need  to  de¬ 


cide  if  we’re  going  to  be  mainly  a  checkbook 
race  for  rockstars,  which  seems  to  be  where 
we’re  headed,  or  try  to  get  back  to  appealing 
to  more  Corinthian  programs.  It’s  a  difficult 
choice,  and  there  are  unfortunately  lots  of 
politics  involved." 

That’s  an  understatement.  It’ll  be  inter¬ 
esting  to  see  what  direction  this  great  race 
goes  —  rumors  are  already  flying  about 
ditching  the  controversial  invited  monohull 
class  (though  not  the  multihulls),  and  re¬ 
rating  the  super-sleds  to  bring  them  more  in 
line  with  IMS  maxis.  Greater  minds  than  ours 
are  working  on  solutions  to  the  TransPac’s 
identity  crisis  even  now,  and  we’ll  keep  you

'working'  for  a  sailing  magazine  is  indisting¬ 
uishable  from  playing.  At  least  to  the 
untrained  eye.  But  while  a  trip  to  the  Delta 
to  pass  the  time  of  day  aboard  other  peo¬ 
ple’s  boats  may  appear  to  be  a  cush  assign¬ 
ment,  that’s  only  because  grizzled  profes¬ 
sionals  like  us  are  able  to  make  it  look  easy. 

There’s  one  thing  for  sure,  the  people  we 
ran  into  in  our  yearly  foray  into  the  wilds  of 
Delta  land  weren’t  having  to  'work'  much  at 
/ing  a  good  time.  In  a  bit  of  a  departure 
m  the  past  few  years,  the  following  inter- 
ws  and  photos  were  compiled  totally  at 
ldom  and  without  any  pre-planning.  If  we 
v  somebody  on  a  sailboat,  we  just  went  up 
d  started  jabbering  at  them.  Some  even 
ire  courteous  enough  to  talk  back. 
Interestingly,  there  were  no  first  timers 
nong  our  hit  and  runs.  Most  folks  were 
ngtime  veterans,  some  of  whom  shared 
>me  interesting  glimpses  of  life  on  the 
eltai’s  1,000  miles  of  navigable  waterways, 
heir  unanimous  revelation:  time  on  most  of 
le  Delta  stopped  passing  about  1950.  Aside 
from  the  absence  of  crawdads  and  the 
abundance  of  jet  skis,  the  place  is  little 
different  now  than  it  was  upon  completion  in 
the  ’30s. 

It  is  "a  magical  place"  in  the  words  of  one 
cruiser,  as  different  a  boating  experience 
from  the  main  Bay  as  one  can  imagine.  And 
one  well  worth  the  'work'  to  get  to  for  a  visit 
at  your  earliest  convenience  .Don’t  forget  the 
sun  block. 


The  Vogens  (Karrina  is  Wayne’s 
daughter)  have  been  coming  up  to  the  Delta 
on  different  boats  for  20  years  —  often,  as 
this  time,  bringing  a  bunch  of  friends  along. 
Like  many  Deltaphiles  we  met  this  trip,  they 
were  keeping  the  boat  in  the  Delta  as  long  as 
possible.  In  the  colder  five  months  of  the 
year,  it  lives  in  Emeryville.  Unlike  many, 
however,  Wayne  doesn’t  keep  the  boat  at  a 
marina.  He  just  parks  in  some  favorite  spot 
in  the  tules  and  commutes  back  and  forth  on 
the  family’s  taxi  (and  main  toy)  —  an  18-ft 
ski  boat. 


When  we  asked  what  changes  he’d  seen 
in  the  Delta  over  the  past  two  decades,  we 
were  a  bit  taken  aback  when  he  said  "fewer 
boats."  (This  was  later  echoed  by  other  Delta 
cruisers.) 

Fewer ?!  Well,  at  least  in  the  last  year  or 
two,  he  said.  He  postulated  that  it  may  be 
because  of  the  drought  —  or  rather  its 
absence.  During  the  drought  years,  receding 
lakes  likely  drove  ski  boaters  and  jet  skiers  to 
the  Delta.  Now  that  the  drought  is  over  and  f 
the  lakes  are  back  up  to  normal  levels,  the 
skiers  have  returned  to  their  former  haunts.

While  most  of  the  people  we  talked  to  were  escaping  to  the  Delta, 
Russ  and  Bob,  members  of  Stockton  Sailing  Club,  had  just  returned 
to  the  Delta  from  a  vacation  cruise  —  to  the  main  Bay.  While  down 
in  the  'lower  40',  they  stayed  at  Paradise  Cay  and  Angel  Island,  bui 
were  happy  to  be  back  in  the  warmer  climes.  Breakfast  was  in  the 
offing  as  we  ran  into  them  at  Herman  and  Helen’s  —  "the  besl 
breakfast  on  the  Delta,"  according  to  many  locals. 

On  their  home  turf,  one  of  the  most  memorable  times  for  Russ,  an 
engineering  student,  and  Bob,  a  lumber  broker,  occurred  a  couple  ol 
years  ago  when  an  impromptu  party  on  a  houseboat  turned  into  a 
huge  barbecue,  complete  with  a  barbecued  pig  and  bonfire,  some  3E 
friends  and  indeterminant  number  of  drop-in  cruisers.  "We  ended  up 
with  every  toy  you  can  imagine,"  laughs  Russ.  "Jet  skis,  sailboats, 
windsurfers,  the  works!" 

Warm  and  boisterous  afternoon  breeze  make  for  some  excellent  sailing  on 
the  larger  Delta  waterways.

Lance  and  Gail  Yagadich 
Liberty  46  —  Gala 
Three  River  Reach 

The  Yagadichs  have  been  calling  Three 
River  Reach  their  summer  home  for  so  long 
that  some  neighbors  jokingly  refer  to  the 
place  as,  well,  'Yaga  Ditch.' 

They’ve  been  coming  to  the  Delta  on  a 
series  of  boats  since  the  early  ’70s,  and  like 
other  Delta  veterans  we’ve  run  into,  have 
nudged  their  bows  into  the  tules  of  every 
accessible  slough,  reach,  river  and  cut.  Also 
like  many  others,  they’ve  found  a  favorite 
spot  to  which  they  have  returned  almost 
exclusively  now  since  1987:  Three  River 
Reach. 

"ItVa  perfect  place  to  learn  to  windsurf," 
says  Lance,  a  pharmaceutical  researcher. 
"Plus  it’s  one  of  the  only  places  with  a  real 
beach,  which  is  great  for  kids." 

However,  despite  ideal  weather  and  an 
excellent  spot  —  Lance  and  Gail  prefer  to 
anchor  away  from  shore,  which  they  feel  aids 
ventilation  and  cuts  down  a  bit  on  bugs  — 
the  Sunday  we  came  by  had  not  been  a 
particularly  good  one.  Lance  handed  over 
the  splintered  stump  of  a  spar  and  pointed  to 
a  beautiful  replica  Nordic  dinghy  hanging 
from  the  stem  davits. 

"That’s  our  new  dinghy  and  this  is  what’s 
left  of  the  mast,"  he  says  ruefully.  "I’ve 
always  wanted  to  learn  to  sail  a  gaff  rig,  and

I  thought  that  this  traditionally  rigged  dinghy 
would  be  a  good  way  to  learn.  My  goal  was 
to  sail  around  Bruno’s  Island,  and  I  almost 
made  it.  But  the  wind  really  started  coming 
up  and  this  big  powerboat  went  by.  Soon  as 
I  hit  the  wake,  the  mast  broke.  I  did  learn 
one  thing,  though  .  .  .  the  dinghy  does  row 
real  well!"

Newport  30  —  Golden  Fleece 
Bruno’s  Island 


Dave  was  busy  with  a  regular  Delta  ritual 
when  we  came  by:  sweeping  leaves  and 
about  a  jillion  little  cobwebs  off  his  boat  — 
which,  we  have  to  be  honest,  looked  as 
though  it  hadn’t  been  out  in  awhile. 

His  story  is  one  with  which  everyone 
who’s  ever  owned  a  boat  is  likely  familiar. 
Dave  and  his  wife  Lois  had  the  greatest  of 
intentions  when  they  got  Golden  Fleece 
through  the  Repo  Hotline  a  few  years  ago. 
An  ex-class  racer  (then  called  City  Slicker ), 
the  boat  had  all  the  trick  gear  —  and  had 
proved  an  equally  adept  cruiser  with  a  South 
Seas  trip  under  a  previous  owner.  But  one 
thing  and  another  seemed  to  conspire  to 
keep  them  from  sailing  the  boat  as  much  as 
they’d  have  liked. 

Last  summer  was  a  perfect  example. 
David,  an  independent  environmental 
consultant,  found  time  to  get  away  with  a 
friend  one  weekend  late  last  season,  only  to 
have  the  friend  steer  the  boat  right  into  one 
of  those  big,  stationary  channel  markers.  The 
marker  sliced  a  near-new  Genesis  number 
two  in  half,  then  got  caught  up  in  the  rigging. 
The  two  sailors  spent  some  anxious  seconds 
as  the  current  spun  the  boat  around  and 
rigging  twanged  and  clunked.  Golden  Fleece 
came  out  of  the  encounter  with  her  mast  still 
standing  —  but  just  barely. 

In  the  ensuing  year  or  so,  David  put  an 
estimated  $8,000  into  a  complete  refit  and 
painting  of  the  mast  and  boom,  new  rigging 
and  a  couple  of  new  sails.  "As  soon  as  the 
boat  was  all  ready  to  go,"  he  says,  "my  new 
baby  daughter  was  born."

in  the  late  ’60s,  Jane  and  I  owned  the 
ovely  gaff-rigged  schooner  Whistler.  One 
ime  we  had  anchored  in  Potato  Slough 
,enind  Fig  Island  with  about  20  otherboats 
ncluding  the  72-ft  schooner  Constellation. 
rhe  crew  had  apparently  convinced  the 
absent  owner  that  Potato  Slough  was  justthe 
place  to  attend  to  the  varnishing  and  other 
chores  necessary  to  ready  the  boat  for  a 
world  cruise.  Among  the  crew  was 
especially  affable  young  man  who  we 
nicknamed  ’the  Ambasydor .  After  a  few 
days,  we  had  no  doubt  he  figured 

prominently  in  the  negotiationswhichplaced 

the  big  schooner  in  |iis  beautiful  lwati  - 
One  afternoon,  the  Ambassador  made  a 
circuit  of  the  boats  in  Constellation  s 
speedboat  and  invited  everyone  with  an 
Toro  or  the  equivalent  to  join  in  a  litt 
regatta,  with  cookies  and  Cokes  to  be  served 
aboard  the  schooner  afterward.  We  were  the 
last  to  be  invited,  and  as  he  pushed  off  wdh

shot  forward. 

The  outboard-powered  speedboat 
doomed  through  the  crowded  anchorage  in 
a  high-speed  arc  while  everyone  held  their 
breath.  Miraculously,  it  missed  every  boat, 
then  tore  around  the  comer  of  the  island  m 
hyperdrive  where  a  group  of  kids  had  been 
seen  heading  for  a  blackberry  picking 
expedition.  Luckily,  as  we  soon  found  out,  it 
missed  them,  too. 

After  a  suspenseful  few  moments,  we 
heard  a  loud  crash  as  the  speedboat  plowed 
up  onto  the  bank  and  into  the  bushes  -- 
followed  by  the  screaming  demise  of  the 
outboard  motor  as  it  roared  into  a  smoky 
demise.  The  horrified  silence  which  fell  over 
the  crew  of  the  schooner  was  almost 
palpable  —  the  owner  was  due  to  arrive 
back  on  board  later  that  same  evening! 

Showing  a  lot  of  class,  the  Ambassador 
and  company  carried  off  the  dinghy  race  and 
served  refreshments  as  planned.  But  as  we 
all  left  to  return  to  our  boats,  there  was,  to 
say  the  least,  a  certain  foreboding  in  the  air.

Ron,  a  retired  photographer,  explains  that 
the  biggest  part  of  the  whole  project  was 
finding  the  right  boat.  "When  we  decided  we 
wanted  a  multihull  for  cruising,  we  looked  in 
Latitude  38  and  this  is  the  first  boat  we 
found.  At  the  time  we  looked  at  it,  it  was 
painted  all  black  and  the  owner  was  kind  of 
this  packrat  fellow  who  had  so  much  stuff 
crammed  in  all  the  lockers  that  the  boat  was 
riding  six  inches  below  her  lines.  We  took 
one  look,  said,  'Too  much  work',  and  left." 
The  next  several  months  found  the  couple 
traveling  all  the  way  down  the  West  Coast, 
across  to  the  Gulf  Coast  and  eventually  to 
Florida  in  their  quest  for  the  right  trimaran. 
When  they  finally  tallied  up  what  they 
wanted  vs.  what  they’d  seen,  they  figured 
Por  Que  No  was  worth  one  more  look.  "The 
second  time  around,  it  didn’t  look  so  bad," 
says  Ron.  j 

Two  years  later,  the  boat 
gleams  under  new  white  paint  and 
varnish,  and  sports  such  new  fea¬ 
tures  as  extra  tankage,  extra 
batteries,  a  new  stove,  an  addi¬ 
tional  head  forward,  hot  and  cold¬ 
running  water  —  even  an  air  con¬ 
ditioner.  “

Richard  and  Nancy  were  the  grand 
marshall  and,  uh,  marshallette  of  our  Delta 
soiree  this  year.  They  have  been  coming  to 
the  Delta  every  year  for  the  last  30  summers, 
and  have  gravitated  to  Bedroom  1  for  the 
last  28.  In  fact,  says  Richard,  "we  pretty 
much  raised  our  children  right  here."  A  Jim 
DeWitt  painting  aboard  chronicles  the  Tom 
Sawyerish  upbringing  of  son  Neal  and 
daughter  Allison,  who  are  painted  'growing 
up'  in  a  series  of  small  vignettes  around  one 
big  portrait  of  the  boat  —  parked  right  where 
we  found  her  in  Bedroom  1. 

And  theirs  is  no  short  stay.  They  usually 
come  up  Memorial  Day  and  don’t  go  back  to 
Brickyard  Cove  "until  the  water  gets  too  cold 
to  swim"  —  usually  October. 

Richard,  a  computer  science  professor  at 
the  College  of  Alameda,  remembers  when 
Bruno’s  charged  $25  per  boat  —  for  the 


whole  summer!  "In  those  days,  you  drove 
your  own  stakes  ashore,  tied  the  bowline  to 
them,  rigged  a  2  X  12  gangplank  to  shore 
and  that  was  all  you  needed,"  he  says.  Also, 
as  recently  as  10  or  15  years  ago,  you  could 
also  set  a  few  crayfish  traps  in  the  morning 
and  have  200  to  300  of  the  little  critters  by 
afternoon  —  and  a  big  Delta  cruiser  crayfish 
feed  by  evening.  Now  the  crayfish  are  all  but 
gone.  'You’re  lucky  to  get  a  handful  in 


week,"  says  Richard. 

Perhaps  his  most  interesting  observation 
was  of  the  foreign  cruisers  with  whom  he’s 
crossed  paths  on  the  Delta.  "Cruisers  from  all 
over  the  world  are  told  not  to  miss  the  San 
Joaquin  Delta.  It’s  like  one  of  the 
destinations  on  the  entire  West  Coast.  Many 
foreign  cruisers  who  have  been  all  over  have 
told  me  this  place  has  been  the  highlight  of 
their  trips.  I  like  what  the  Aussies  call  it  best: 
the  Outback  of  the  Bay  Area."

Hunter  33  —  Gin  &  Vermouth 
Lost  Lake 

As  one  of  the  Elder  Statesmen  of  the 
Delta,  Jim  has  appeared  on  these  pages 
severed  times  before.  Thing  is,  we  can’t  seem 
to  go  to  the  Delta  anymore  without  running 
into  him. 

Jim  was  enjoying  life  in  a  place  known  to 
locals  as  Lost  Lake.  His  only  company  on 
this  outing  was  a  Siamese  cat  named  Olive 
(gin  and  vermouth,  plus  Olive  =  Martini,  get 
it?).  At  the  time  we  came  by,  he  had  two 
portable  solar  panels  arranged  in  the  cockpit 
to  charge  the  batteries  enough  for  a  shower. 

An  18-year  Delta  veteran,  Jim  says  Lost 
Lake  (just  around  the  comer  from  Herman 
and  Helen’s)  is  one  of  his  favorite  spots  — 
albeit  one  he’s  happy  to  share  with  other 
Delta  cruisers.  It’s  relatively  quiet,  flat, 
bugless  and  tranquil.  The  only  problem  with 
the  spot  is  an  abandoned  1-inch  steel  cable 
on  the  bottom  that  loves  to  grab  boat 
anchors.

In  marked  contrast  to  ocean  races  of  the 
last  two  years,  no  records  fell  at  this  year’s 
Coastal  Cup,  the  Encinal  YC-sponsored  race 
from  San  Francisco  to  Santa  Barbara  that 
started  off  Baker  Beach  on  Sunday,  July  2. 
Likewise,  no  boats  broke  in  half  and  sank,

no  one  capsized,  and  no  one  had  to  be  air¬ 
lifted  to  hospitals.  In  fact,  one  could  say  that 
this  year’s  Coastal  Cup  cements  its  ascen¬ 
dancy  to  the  throne.  As  the  distillation  of  a 
dozen  years  of  coastal  sprints  that  once 
ended  in  Avalon  or  a  handful  of  coasted 
cities,  in  this,  its  fourth  running,  the  277-mile 
Coasted  Cup  has  become  the  undisputed 
king  of  the  coastal  races. 

Which  is  not  to  say  that  there  was  no 
excitement.  Au  contraire.  In  fact,  from  the 
first  afternoon  on,  the  1995  Coastal  Cup  was 
its  usual  blend  of  terror  and  boredom,  the 
sublime  and  ridiculous. 

Angelo  Peykoff  and  crew  on  the  SC  52 


Gone  dropped  chutes  and  raised  number  1 
genoas. 

"They  would  tack,  and  we’d  tack  to 
cover,"  says  Sallows.  But  despite  the  newer, 
longer  boat’s  reputation  as  being  quicker 
upwind,  the  Two  Dog  crew  weren’t  able  to 
close  the  gap.  Dolphin  Dance  finished  at 
2:49  a.m.,  20  minutes  ahead  of  the  slightly 
larger  boat.  Their  40-hour,  6-minute,  36- 
second  time  may  not  go  in  the  record  books, 
but  it  was  good  enough  for  first  to  finish  and 
first  in  class.

T wo  Dog  Gone  explored  the  depths  of  those 

latter  two  emotions  as  they  entered  the 
Santa  Barbara  Channel  about  midnight  on 
July  3.  They  knew  that  the  lighter  breeze  this 
year  wouldn’t  allow  them  to  threaten  the  35- 
hour,  33-minute  course  record  they  set  in 
winning  this  race  last  year,  but  it  looked  like 
a  repeat  win  was  in  the  cards.  The  only 
obstacle  in  the  way  was  a  couple  miles 
ahead  in  the  darkness,  Dave  Sallows’  SC  50 
Dolphin  Dance. 

The  'Dancers  had  also  had  a  good  run 
down  the  coast,  surfing  to  17  knots  at  times 
right  down  the  rhumbline.  Now,  as  the 
breeze  shifted  south,  both  they  and  Two  Dog

The  hat  trick  came  with  the  death  of  the 
breeze  as  soon  as  Dolphin  Dance  and  Two 
Dog  Gone  had  crossed  the  finish  line.  With  a 
seven  hour  gap  before  the  rest  of  the  52 
finishers  began  crossing  the  line  in  front  of 
the  Santa  Barbara  YC,  Dolphin  Dance  was 
also  assured  first  place  overall.  Sallows  sailed 
with  a  crew  of  six  men  and  two  women, 
including  tactician  Anna  Stockel. 


A 


the  30s  off  Point  Conception,  the  consensus 
among  finishers  was  that  overall,  the  wind 
was  lighter  than  last  year’s  race,  especially 
the  first  night  and  the  following  morning. 
Dolphin  Dance’s  rhumbline  shot 
notwithstanding,  the  hot  course  for  most  of 
the  rest  of  the  fleet  seemed  to  be  offshore, 
but  not  too  far.  Kame  Richards,  whose  Frog 
in  French  won  the  Express  27  one-design 
class,  said  he  stayed  between  30  and  40 
miles  out. 

"Early  Monday  some  people  went  farther 
out  to  get  wind,  but  it  just  didn’t  happen,"  he 
said.  In  the  light  air  late  Sunday  and  early 
Monday,  Richards  said  he  kept  his  boatspeed 
around  7  knots  by  sailing  jibe  angles  that 
looked  good,  rather  than  heading  dead 
down. 

But  as  in  any  ocean  race,  how  hard  the 
wind  blew  depended  on  where  you  were, 
and  when.  Some  boats,  such  as  Craig  Riley’s 
Olson  34  Culebra,  found  plenty  of  breeze, 
which  quickly  turned  to  way  too  much. 

"Our  new  phone  number  is  1-800- 
ROUNDDOWN,"  exorted  crewman  Tom 
Vance  after  they  limped  into  Santa  Barbara 
under  a  'short  rig.'  A  stump  ending  just  above 
the  boom  was  all  that  was  left  of  the  mast. 
"But  hey,  we’re  still  legal!"  he  said,  holding 
up  the  sliced-off  foot  of  the  main,  which  had 
the  boat’s  sail  number  scrawled  in  felt-tip 
pen. 

Another  crewman,  Kurt  Jordan,  referred 
to  what  happened  as  the  "textbook  round¬ 
up/round-down."  About  3:30  a.m.  the 
second  night  out  and  15  miles,  southeast  of 


Ithough  there  were  the  usual  gusts  in 
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THE  TOAST  OF  THE  COAST 


Point  Conception,  "We  were  ahead  of  our 
fleet  and  we  were  thinking  5th  to  3rd  overall. 
We  were  doing  steady  11s  and  12s  —  the 
boat  was  happening,"  said  Jordan. 

"It  was  blowing  in  the  high  30s  when  the 
boat  rounded  up,"  Vance  continued.  "We 
came  back  up,  but  then  the  boat  pivoted  on 
the  top  of  a  breaking  wave  and  dug  the  pole 
in."  The  pole  punched  the  mast  out  of 
column  and  the  rig  came  crashing  down  over 
the  port  lifelines.  Vance’s  recommendation 
after  cutting  away  the  rig  with  cheap  bolt 
cutters  and  hacksaws:  "Spend  the  extra  $35 
and  get  good  bolt  cutters.  Shrouds  are  really 
tough!" 

H ortunately,  the  dismasting  of  Riley’s 
Olson  34  was  the  worst  damage  suffered  by 
any  boat  in  the  race  —  but  lots  of  crews  still 
had  stories  to  tell.  Like  on  Gandy  Dancer, 
Gary  Hausler’s  Santa  Cruz  40.  They  were  on 
port  jibe  about  2  a.m.  Monday,  sailing  in  20 
to  25  knots  of  wind  when  Hausler  sighted  a 
container  ship  that  was  fairly  close  and  on  an 
intersecting  course.  As  he  went  below  to 
wake  the  rest  of  the  crew  for  a  jibe,  he  noted 
another  set  of  lights.  These  ones  belonged  to 
another  race  boat,  Steen  Moller’s  X-Dream, 
which  was  approaching  on  starboard  pole  — 
also  on  a  collision  course! 

"After  240  miles,  we  had  a  port-starboard 
situation,"  Hausler  said.  He  called  for  a  crash 
jibe,  and  the  container  ship  went  between 
the  two  racers  only  about  30  yards  away  — 
so  close  that  the  crews  of  each  sailboat  were 
convinced  it  had  run  over  the  other.  "We 
were  both  on  the  radio  saying  'You  okay? 
You  okay?'”'  


Gandy  Dancer  came  out  of  it  with  a  bent 
spinnaker  pole  and  some  tweaked  deck 
fittings.  Considering  the  other  possible 
outcomes,  the  damage  was  minimal.  When 
they  finished  —  X-Dream  took  third  in  Class 
A  and  Gandy  Dancer  4th  —  the  crews  of  the 
two  boats  got  together  in  the  yacht  club  bar 
and  celebrated  their  near  miss. 

Fkound-ups  were  a  dime  a  dozen  this 
year.  The  1  a.m.  one  that  happened  to  Paul 
and  Lee  Bergman’s  SR33  Mostly  Harmless 
plunged  Lee  deep  enough  underwater  to 
trigger  her  automatic  inflatable  life  vest.  "1 
was  sitting  on  the  rail  when  the  wave  pushed 
me  back  into  the  stanchion  and  I  started  to 
go  overboard,"  she  said.  Crewman  Bob 
Gardner  grabbed  her  by  the  collar  of  her 
jacket  and  pulled  her  back  on  board.  "She 
was  flopping  around  like  a  big  salmon,"  he 
said. 

Hubby  Paul  said  the  race  had  been  going 
smoothly  until  the  boat’s  spectacular  spin¬ 
out,  which  he  figures  "made  up  for  the  little 
ones  we  didn’t  do."  The  chute  exploded 
while  the  boat  was  on  its  ear,  and  the

carbon-fiber  spinnaker  pole  deflected  about 
a  foot,  which  in  turn  put  a  bit  of  a  kink  in  the 
mast.  But  Bergman  says  the  spinnaker  is 
fixable  and  Mostly  Harmless,  with  the  crew 
babying  the  rig,  went  on  to  finish  the  race. 


'We’ve  got  a  new  practice  chute  now," 
Bergman  said. 

First  place  finisher  Dolphin  Dance  also 
recorded  an  eyeball-rattling  rounder  off 
Point  Conception  around  sunset  on  Monday. 
This  one  was  blamed  at  least  in  part  on  a 
kelp-fouled  rudder.  After  dousing  the  chute, 
and  while  making  12  knots  with  just  the  main 
up,  skipper  Sallows  put  a  crewmember  over 


a  big 
salmon.  “ 


the  stem  in  a  harness  to  clear  the  rudder  of 
the  evil  weed.  A  number  of  other  boats  also 
reported  picking  up  kelp,  which  seemed 
particularly  sticky  this  year. 

F  or  longtime  San  Francisco  Bay  racer 
Seth  Bailey,  the  Coastal  Cup  represented 
more  than  a  just  a  third  place  Class  D  finish 
in  his  Pedrick  43,  Route  du  Vent  —  it  was  his 


first  ocean  race  accompanied  by  his  wife, 
Bev.  She  liked  it  so  much  it  seemed  odd  she 
wasn’t  aboard  his  former  steed,  the  Catalina 
30  Fat  Cat,  more  often  as  Seth  slammed  it 
around  the  Bay  all  those  years,  winning  a  lot

We 
did  for  many  years,  and  during  that  time  we 
always  felt  there  was  a  lack  of  information 
about  making  such  a  trip  from  the  West 
Coast  of  the  United  States.  Information  such 
as  weather  along  the  route,  the  best  times  to 
go,  dealings  with  officials,  port  fees  —  and  in 
particular,  the  amount  of  wear  and  tear  to  be 
expected  on  a  less-than-new  boat.  With 
Latitude’s  charterboat  Big  O,  an  Ocean  71 
ketch,  having  now  travelled  as  far  as  Italy, 
we’d  like  to  share  some  specifics  of  her 
passage  in  the  hope  that  it  might  be  of 
assistance  to  those  planning  to  follow  in  her 
wake. 

Caution:  This  is  a  rather  detailed  'nuts 
and  bolts'  article  that  isn’t  so  much  about 
sailing  to  Europe  as  it  is  about  making  any 
long  voyage.  Armchair  sailors  and  others 
expecting  a  travelogue  are  advised  to  skim 
the  copy  and  devote  more  time  to  enjoying 
the  photographs.  A  general-interest 
'adventures-in-Europe'  type  article  will 
appear  in  an  upcoming  issue. 

Lots  of  Miles,  Lots  of  Weather 

As  of  the  middle  of  July,  Big  O  was 
anchored  just  northwest  of  Rome,  some 
10,025  nautical  miles  and  8  VS?  months  out  of 
San  Francisco.  Sailboats  don’t  travel  all  that 
fast,  but  if  you  keep  moving  a  decent 
percentage  of  the  time,  you  can  really  cover 
some  ground. 

For  those  without  an  atlas  handy,  it’s 
about  3,800  sailing  miles  from  San  Francisco 


to  the  Panama  Canal.  This  first  leg  of  the  trip 
to  Europe  was  broken  up  by  pleasant  stays 
of  three  to  six  weeks  at  Cabo  San  Lucas, 
Costa  Rica’s  Gulf  of  Nicoya,  and,  after  the 
Canal  transit,  at  the  San  Bias  Islands.  In 
addition  to  these  enjoyable  stops,  there  were 
numerous  other  shorter  interludes. 

The  weather  during  this  first  segment  was 
pleasant  enough,  except  that  there  were  far

too  many  calms  for  everyone’s  liking.  The 
only  serious  wind  was  a  couple  of  hours  of 
45  to  55  knots  off  the  Gulf  of  Tehuantepec. 
It  wasn’t  bad,  however,  as  it  didn’t  last  long 
enough  for  a  sea  to  develop.  Only  two  other 
times  was  there  wind  of  even  25  knots; 
briefly  just  north  of  Cabo  San  Lucas  and 
once  again  off  Panama’s  appropriately 
named  Punta  Mala. 

In  other  words,  there  was  less  brisk  sailing 
in  the  3,800  miles  to  Panama  than  we’d 
have  experienced  in  five  summer  afternoons 
on  San  Francisco  Bay.  And  Big  O’s  weather 
would  have  to  be  considered  par  for  this 
course. 

Eyeing  upwind  and  upcurrent,  the 
1,500  miles  from  Panama  to  Antigua  is 
difficult  in  even  the  best  of  seasons.  But 
when  the  re-enforced  trades  of  January  and 
February  blow  across  the  Caribbean,  the  trip 
is  a  certified  bitch.  From  the  San  Bias  Islands 
to  Cartagena,  it  blew  25  to  30  knots  on  the 
nose  —  resulting  in  a  rip  in  the  main.  A  failed 
attempt  from  Cartagena  to  Aruba  saw  up  to 
48  knots  on  the  nose  —  and  another  rip  in 
the  main. 

"The  wind  wasn’t  the  problem,"  says 
Capt.  Jim  Drake  of  Redwood  City,  "but 
rather  the  seas.  They  were  very  short,  steep, 
and  nasty."  This  from  a  guy  who  has  spent 
most  of  his  sailing  career  delivering  boats

uphill  and/or  to  places  like  Seattle  in 
February. 

Having  been  clobbered  twice  trying  to 
make  it  directly  to  the  Eastern  Caribbean, 
Jim  decided  to  take  the  'circle  route'  via 
Jamaica,  the  Dominican  Republic,  Puerto 
Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands.  "From  Colombia 
to  Jamaica  it  blew  30  knots  steady," 
remembers  Jim,  "but  at  least  we  were 
reaching.  From  Jamaica  to  the  Dominican 
Republic  it  sucked,  with  25  to  30  knots  on 
the  nose  again.  We  got  slapped  around  a  lot 
on  the  way  from  the  DR  to  Puerto  Rico. 
Ironically,  the  notoriously  rough  Mona 
Passage  was  a  pussycat,  and  we  had  the  best 
sail  of  this  leg  while  crossing  the  normally 
boisterous  Sombrero  Passage  that  separates 
Virgin  Gorda  and  St.  Martin." 


Big  O’s  weather  while  heading  upwind  in 
the  Caribbean  was,  once  again,  typical  for 
that  time  of  year.  Thus  the  two  months  in  the 
salubrious  St.  Barts  /  Antigua  region 
provided  the  crew  with  a  welcome  respite. 
Cruisers  with  more  time  and/or  intelligence 
normally  make  the  trip  from  Panama  to  the 
Eastern  Caribbean  in  May  and  June  or 
November  and  early  December,  when  there 
is  normally  much  less  wind. 

Y ou  can  never  tell  what  kind  of 
weather  you’ll  get  crossing  the  Atlantic,  even 
in  early  May,  the  prime  time  for  heading  east

across  the  Atlantic.  It  may  be  benign  or  you 
may  have  to  battle  severed  gales.  The  Big  O 
crew  and  charter  guests  got  ultra-benign 
conditions,  at  least  for  the  first  half  of  the 
crossing. 

"We  covered  the  2,213  miles  from  St. 
Martin  to  the  Azores  in  a  pedestrian  16 
days,"  says  Jim.  "During  that  whole  time  we 
might  have  seen  17  knots  for  all  of  an  hour 
or  so.  Usually  it  was  much  lighter  than  that, 
always  on  the  beam  or  from  astern.  We  had 
^11  flat  water  and  warm  temperatures  —  even 
when  we  got  as  high  as  41  °N. 

"Because  there  was  so  little  wind,  many  of 
the  15  boats  we  crossed  in  close  company 
with  either  ran  low  or  out  of  fuel.  We  had 
plenty  of  fuel  left  upon  our  arrival  in  the 
Azores  because  we  motored  very  little."  Most 
everyone  found  the  Azores  —  where  almost 
all  eastbound  TransAtlantic  boats  stop  for  a 
rest  —  to  be  a  surprisingly  enjoyable  stop. 
The  locals  were  friendly,  the  towns  clean, 
and  the  volcanic  peaks  green  and 
magnificent. 

It  took  another  seven  days  for  Big  O  to 
„  cover  the  1,200  miles  from  the  Azores  to 
Gibraltar.  It  was  calm  four  of  the  days  and 
blew  25  to  30  knots  for  the  other  three  days. 
"Thirty  knots  is  really  more  wind  than  you 
need,"  says  the  Wanderette.  It’s  not, 
however,  an  abnormal  amount  of  wind  for 
that  leg. 

Except  for  certain  aspects  of  The  Rock, 
Gibraltar  failed  to  impress  any  of  the  crew. 
Especially  after  a  day-trip  by  ferry  across  the 
strait  to  genuinely  exotic  Morocco.

V  V  e  had  30  knots  from  astern  when 
we  left  Gibraltar,"  recalls  Capt.  Jim,  "but  it 
quickly  died.  There  wasn’t  any  more  wind 
during  the  rest  of  the  300  miles  to  Ibiza.  Nor 
during  the  274  miles  from  Mallorca  to  St. 
Tropez.  Nor  during  the  120  miles  from  St. 
Jean  Cap  Ferrat  in  the  South  of  France  to 
Elba.  Nor  from  Elba  to  here  at  Puerto  Ercole. 
In  fact,  there  hasn’t  been  a  decent  sailing 
breeze  from  just  east  of  Gibraltar  to  the  west 
coast  of  Italy." 

The  Med,  of  course,  is  well-known  for  its

appalling  sailing  conditions.  It  rarely  blows, 
but  when  it  does  it  often  howls.  And  the  wind 
direction  is  inconsistent  at  best.  "If  you  don’t 
like  the  weather  in  the  Med,"  goes  one 
favorite  expression,  "just  wait  15  minutes 
because  it’s  sure  to  change."  While  the  Med 
doesn’t  have  consistent  wind,  we  suspect 
that  Big  O  saw  even  less  breeze,  than  would 
be  typical. 

It  did,  however,  blow  very  briskly  for  two 
days  while  the  boat  was  on  the  hook  at 
Puerto  Soller  on  the  north  shore  of  Mallorca. 
The  only  boat  that  tried  to  go  out  sailing  — 
wouldn’t  you  know  it  —  was  from  San 
Francisco.  More  on  that  in  Sightings. 

Weeks  later,  while  in  Elba,  a  newspaper 
reported  that  a  serious  storm  had  hit 
Mallorca  hard  enough  to  kill  six  tourists 
who’d  been  out  swimming.  Several  hundred 
miles  away  at  the  time,  we  never  felt  a  trace 
of  that  deadly  weather  system.  Oddly 
enough,  the  wind  didn’t  even  blow  during 
two  excellent  thunderstorms,  one  off  Cannes 
and  another  tied  stern-to  at  Monte  Carlo. 
But  that’s  the  Med. 

Both  the  Balearics  and  the  South  of 
France  from  St.  Tropez  to  Monte  Carlo 
afford  excellent  cruising,  but  you  need  lots  of 
time  to  appreciate  it.  And  lots  of  space  to 
write  about  it.  Stay  tuned. 

Broken  and  Stolen 

Damage  to  the  24-year-old  Big  O  over 
the  course  of  the  10,000  miles  was  minimal, 
especially  considering  the  brutal  1,200-mile 
bash  to  weather  and  participation  in  two 
sailing  weeks.  While  the  following  detailed 
account  of  it  will  bore  most  readers,  we  think 
a  few  prospective  transAtlantic  sailors  might 
find  the  list  —  and  the  cost  of  repairs  —  to 
be  of  great  interest. 

—  We  tore  the  old  genniker  during  the 
Baja  Ha-Ha.  After  having  it  repaired  in 
Antigua  for  $165,  we  managed  a  second 
similar  tear  during  the  lighter  winds  of  the 
Atlantic  crossing. 

—  The  Avon  12-foot  inflatable  with  a 
Yamaha  15  was  stolen  from  the  back  of  the 
boat  at  Cartagena,  Colombia.  This  was  the 
result  of  a  foolish  mistake  by  one  of  the 
crew,  because  the  first  thing  everybody  in 
Cartagena  tells  you  is  that  dinks  left  behind 
boats  in  the  anchorage  at  night  will  be  stolen 
almost  immediately. 

We  replaced  the  lost  dink  with  an  11 -ft 
hard-bottom  Artigiana  Battelli  (AB)  for 
$2,300  from  Budget  Marine  in  St.  Martin, 
where  we  also  picked  up  a  new  Yanmar  15 
for  $1,300.  Duty-free  St.  Martin  is  an 
excellent  place  to  purchase  high-ticket  items 
in  the  Caribbean. 

Upon  the  purchase  of  the  dink,  we  were

cautioned  that  it  might  have  a  defect  which 
would  allow  water  to  get  into  the  fiberglass 
bottom.  And  that’s  what  happened  —  along 
with  the  two  handles  peeling  off.  Robbie 
Ferron’s  Budget  Marine  cheerfully  replaced 
the  inflatable  a  month  later. 

The  new  dink  is  now  locked  day  and 
night  when  ashore,  and  hoisted  on  the  davits 
in  the  evening. 

—  A  lifeline  had  to  be  replaced  when  the 
wire  strands  rusted  and  broke  at  the  swage 
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'Big  O's'  transAtlantic  crew  at  the  Azores:  Capt. 
Jim  and  Anet  the  cook  in  front.  Ric,  Kate,  Richie, 
the  Wanderette  and  Steve  in  back. 


rewelded  and  repolished. 

—  The  dodger  frame  for  the  forward 
hatch  was  crushed  by  a  green  wave  while  Big 
0  sailed  to  weather  off  the  south  coast  of  the 
Dominican  Republic.  Jim  repaired  the  frame 
by  wedging  it  between  a  couple  of  winches 
on  the  mast  and  applying  pressure.  No  cost. 

—  A  bow  roller  fabricated  at  a  yard  in 
Sausalito  seized  up  because:  1)  the  shaft  was 
made  of  regular  steel  rather  than  stainless, 
and  2)  the  three  holes  weren’t  lined  up.  As  a 
result,  the  bow  roller  screeched  like  a 
mashed  cat  every  time  the  anchor  was 
raised.  A  temporary  repair  was  effected  at  no 
cost,  but  a  more  permanent  solution  is  still 
needed. 

—  A  forward  port  lower  shroud  began  to 
Unravel  while  sailing  between  St.  Martin  and 
the  Azores.  Because  it  had  a  Norseman 
fitting,  the  offending  inches  of  wire  were 
chopped  off,  the  Norseman  fitting  replaced, 
and  a  galvanized  shackle  added  to  make  up 
for  the  reduced  length  of  the  shroud. 
Eventually  a  new  lower  will  have  to  be 
brought  over  from  the  United  States  at  a  cost 
of  about  $200. 

(The  shroud  will  be  'imported'  because 
the  cost  of  marine  gear  in  Europe  is 
astronomical.  The  popular  Garmin  45  GPS 
that  retails  in  the  States  for  just  under  $300, 
for  instance,  sells  for  about  $800  in  France 
*and  Italy.  In  fact,  if  you  want  to  pay  for  your 
cruise  to  Europe,  just  load  up  with  100  GPS 
units  in  Fort  Lauderdale  and  then  sell  them 
in  Europe.) 

—  The  O-rings  on  the  pump  for  the  PUR 
80  watermaker  went  flat,  resulting  in  water 
squirting  all  over  the  place.  The  repair  set  — 
which  couldn’t  cost  much  more  than  a  dollar 
to  make  —  was  $45  from  PUR.  Are  they 
trying  to  bring  European  pricing  to  the  States

fitting.  This  was  most  disturbing,  as  all  the 
lifelines  had  been  replaced  in  California  just 
18  months  before.  It’s  just  another  reason  all 
crew  are  instructed  to  consider  lifelines  as 
the  handhold  of  last  resort.  The  repair  was 
$50. 

—  The  aging  main  tore  twice  while  sailing 
upwind  from  Panama.  One  of  the  tears 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  the  two  top  battens. 
Capt.  Jim  cut  up  the  long  bottom  batten  to 
replace  the  two  upper  battens,  then  sailed 
with  a  single  reef  to  protect  the  battenless 
bottom  portion  of  the  sail.  In  that  part  of  the 
Caribbean,  the  extra  sail  area  wasn’t  needed 
anyway. 

The  sail  repairs  were  done  for  $135  —  at 
the  Colombia  Navy  Base  in  Cartagena. 
Hector,  who  built  all  the  sails  for  the 
Colombian  tall  ship  Gloria,  did  a  good  job.  A 
replacement  bottom  batten  cost  $100  in  St. 
Martin. 

The  Azores,  a  warmly  remembered  first  landfall 
of  most  eastbound  transAtlantic  sailors.  Notice 
all  the  boat  names  painted  on  the  walk. 


—  Flailing  jib  sheets  bent  two  stanchions 
during  the  rough  weather  off  Colombia. 
Sixty  dollars  was  paid  to  a  welder  in  St. 
Martin  to  have  one  stanchion  base  rebent 
and  both  of  them  rewelded  and  repolished. 
The  bases  of  the  dinghy  davits  were  also

or  what?  It’s  been  a  good  watermaker, 
though. 

—  The  clew  on  the  old  #3,  which  has 
seen  many  years  of  heavy  service,  ripped  out 
on  the  second  leg  of  the  Atlantic  crossing. 
The  sailmaker  in  Gibraltar  warned  that  it 
would  be  expensive  and  take  a  long  time  to 
fix.  He  had  it  ready  the  next  morning  for 
$45.  The  guy  needs  geography  lessons, 
because  at  that  price  he  obviously  doesn’t 
realize  he’s  in  Europe. 

—  One  of  the  genniker  halyard  blocks 
broke  into  about  18  pieces  while  crossing  the 
Atlantic.  After  nearly  25  years  of  use,  it’s  a 
marvel  that  it  lasted  so  long.  The  remaining 
pieces  were  replaced  with  an  onboard  spare 
at  no  immediate  cosh  By  the  way,  folks 
going  up  the  mast  on  Big  O  do  so  with  two 
halyards. 

—  The  GE  110-volt  icemaker  either 
worked  very  little  or  threatened  to  trigger 
another  Ice  Age.  After  consulting  the 
manual,  we  discovered  it’s  not  supposed  to 
cough  up  cubes  until  it’s  been  on  for  18 
hours.  Oh.  Reading  the  manual  always 
helps.  The  icemaker  was  primed  with  a  bag 
of  cubes  after  which  it  started  to  produce 
prodigiously.  Cost:  $2  for  a  bag  of  European 
ice.  While  ice  is  certainly  a  luxury,  it’s  a 
much  appreciated  one  in  the  summer  heat  of 
the  Med. 

—  The  year-old  Autohelm  knotmeter  got 
water  inside  the  display  during  the  heavy 
weather  reach  from  the  Azores  to  Gibraltar, 
and  died.  The  authorized  dealer  in  Gibraltar 
cheerfully  replaced  the  guts  of  the  unit, 
resealed  it,  then  said  goodbye.  No  charge? 
None.  Autohelm  has  a  very  impressed  and 
satisfied  customer. 

—  The  mizzen  staysail  halyard  wore 
through  while  crossing  the  Atlantic  because 
the  aluminum  fairlead  came  loose  twice  and 
left  a  rough  spot.  The  replacement  halyard 
will  run  about  $150. 

—  The  starter  solenoid  died  and  was 
replaced  with  the  spare.  If  necessary,  the 
engine  could  have  been  started  by  'jumping' 
the  starter  contacts  with  a  screwdriver.  The 
immediate  cost  for  the  solenoid  was  zero,  but 
the  old  one  will  have  to  be  fixed  or  replaced. 

—  On  two  separate  occasions,  short 
sections  of  copper  tubing  —  used  to  splice 
together  sections  of  engine  exhaust  hose  — 
weakened  and  leaked.  Once  in  the 
Caribbean,  when  the  aft  cabin  got  a 
squirting,  and  once  in  the  Med  when  the 
automatic  bilge  pump  saw  regular  duty  for 
the  first  time  in  years. 

Trying  to  get  a  replacement  part  —  or 
even  a  short  section  of  any  pipe  —  in  Elba 
was  like  trying  to  extract  blood  from  a 
lemon.  A  resident  Kiwi  explained  that  Italian 
mechanics  are  like  French  waiters:  "The  only 
word  they  know  is  'no'."  In  general,  all 
customer  service  in  Europe  is  pathetic  by 


environment,  the  number  of  miles  covered, 
the  weather  encountered,  and  the  age  of  the 
boat,  it  wasn’t  much  at  all.  The  only  major 
expense  —  replacing  the  dinghy  and 
outboard  —  could  have  been  prevented  by 
taking  normal  precautions. 

Least  Valuable  Items 

When  you’re  back  in  the  States,  it’s  easy 
to  think  you  need  an  unlimited  amount  of 
stuff  for  your  boat.  You  don’t.  There  was 
expensive  stuff  we  had  that  we  could  have 
done  without: 

1)  The  Sony  10-disc  CD  player.  While 
this  was  nice  to  have  during  major  social 
events,  it  was  mostly  an  expensive  answer  to 
a  need  that  didn’t  really  exist. 

2)  The  12  kw  genset.  Without  air- 
conditioning,  a  washer/dryer,  or  any  other 
major  110  or  220-volt  needs,  there  was 
limited  use  for  the  genset.  Both  the  icemaker 
and  the  toaster  really  sucked  the  batteries 
through  the  Heart  2000  Inverter,  but  that 
wasn’t  enough  excuse  for  a  full-on  genset. 

The  Shit  List 

1)  The  Poly  Planer  brand  pseudo¬ 
waterproof  speakers.  The  sound  went  bad 
after  two  months  and  the  painted  steel 
brackets  nearly  rusted  through  after  six 
months.  Maybe  the  manufacturer  meant  they 
were  '/reshwater-proof  speakers? 

West  Marine  tells  its  customers  to  return 
anything  they’re  not  satisfied  with  for  a  full 
refund.  We  rarely  complain,  but  we’re  taking 
these  speakers  back. 

2)  The  low  pressure  control  valve  for  the 
adaptor  kit  used  to  hook  the  Magma  BBQ 
directly  to  propane  tanks.  'They  use  regular 
steel  on  the  spring  action  thing  you  use  when 
lighting  it,"  says  Jim.  "It  rusts  up  and  jams  the 
gas  valve  so  the  plastic  knob  breaks  off  when 
you  twist  it.  How  could  they  put  a  regular 
steel  spring  in  something  used  in  a  marine 
environment?" 

3)  The  Groco  head.  "They  put  a  steel 
screw  in  the  flap  valve  at  bottom  of  bowl," 
says  Jim.  "Since  the  screw  sits  in  saltwater,  it 
rusts  through  and  allows  the  spring  to  fall 
out.  Then  the  head  acts  like  a  fountain  —  or 
at  least  a  bidet  —  when  you  pump  it.  How 
could  Groco  use  a  regular  steel  screw  in  a 
saltwater  application?" 

4)  The  OSRAM  nav  station  lights.  We 
have  three  of  these  lights  on  the  boat,  and 
each  one  requires  the  contacts  to  be  cleaned 
frequently.  If  not  cleaned,  people  have  a 
natural  tendency  to  turn  them  too  far  —  and 
the  whole  apparatus  comes  apart  in  their 
hands.  Back  to  the  drawing  board. 

5)  Sospendeis.  While  not  really  belonging 
on  the  'shit  list',  one  inflated  on  its  own  in  a 


Ric,  Jim  and  Anet  —  chowing  down  food  in 
France  that  was  purchased  in  St.  Martin. 


American  standards. 

With  no  alternative,  Capt.  Jim  chopped 
off  the  part  of  the  pipe  that  was  most  rotted, 
then  epoxied  two  layers  of  fiberglass  cloth  to 
the  inside.  The  result  looked  like  a  work  of 
art,  functioned  perfectly,  and  cost  nothing. 
Although  it  would  probably  last  another  20 
years,  it  will  be  replaced  at  the  first 
reasonable  opportunity. 

This  is  the  sum  total  of  even  minor  things 
that  went  wrong.  Given  the  harsh 


After  nearly  25  years,  this  spinnaker  block  finally 
came  down. 
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moist  environment.  This  is  not  the  first  time 
it’s  happened,  so  perhaps  the  water  sensor  in 
the  product  needs  to  be  refined. 

Given  the  thousands  of  items  on  a  boat, 
our  'shit  list'  is  remarkably  short. 

Things  That  Would  Have  Been  Nice 

There’s  always  a  long  list  of  more  things 
you  'need'  for  a  boat,  right?  On  the  contrary, 
the  few  things  listed  below  are  all  our  crew 
could  come  up  with  —  and  some  of  them 
can’t  be  bought. 

1)  A  gimballed  stove.  As  if  the  non- 
gimballed  stove  wasn’t  bad  enough,  the 
clamps  to  hold  the  pots  and  pans  in  place 
mysteriously  disappeared. 

"We  had  to  wedge  stuff  in  when  the 
weather  got  sloppy,  and  then  still  had  hot

water,  gravy  and  other  stuff  slop  out,"  says 
Anet  Martin  of  Redwood  City,  the  cook. 
While  rafted  up  with  Ticonderoga  in  the 
Azores,  Anet  was  surprised  to  discover  that 
the  legendary  Herreschoff  design  didn’t  have 
a  gimballed  stove  either! 

"Anet  was  simply  unbelievable!"  charter 
guest  Steve  Burke  of  Sunnyvale  enthused. 
"Anyone  who  can  pop  in  the  Jane  Fonda 
Buns  of  Steel  tape  for  an  aerobic  workout 
while  the  boat  is  heeled  25° ,  then  whip  up  a 
splendid  roast  dinner  that  evening  with  an 
ungimballed  stove,  is  to  be  commended." 

2)  All-weather  sleeping  accommodations. 
"When  it  got  really  rough,  folks  up  forward 
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The  new  AB  dink  in,  for  the  ‘Big  O'  crew,  a  whole 
new  cruising  world.  Both  the  dink  and  the  'new 
world"  have  been  great. 


couldn’t  sleep  in  their  bunks,"  says  Jim.  "So 
several  of  them  crashed  on  the  saloon  sole." 
Fortunately,  the  saloon  is  large  enough  to 
accommodate  sleepers,  because  the  only 
alternative  solution  was  calmer  weather  — 
over  which  we  had  no  control.  Nobody 
wanted  to  think  what  it  would  have  been  like 
aboard  a  smaller  boat,  because  even  in 
crappy  stuff  Big  O  has  the  gentle  motion  of 
an  old  Rolls. 

3)  Better  access  to  good  weather 
forecasts.  "Weather  information  in  English 
has  been  very  difficult  to  come  by  in  the 
Med,"  says  Jim.  "Unless  you  speak  French  or 
Italian,  you’re  up  the  creek.  All  the  other 
American  boats  I’ve  talked  to  say  the  same 
thing:  'We’re  not  getting  any  weather.'  You 
get  some  faxes  out  of  Rhodes,  but  they’re 
not  very  helpful.  It  sure  makes  you  miss  the 
NOAA  24-hour  radio." 

Anet’s  Dream  Items 

1)  An  onboard  washer/dryer.  "I’m  sure 
everyone  will  think  a  washing  machine 
would  be  an  extravagance,”  says  Anet,  "but 
the  biggest  pain  in  the  butt  of  the  whole  trip 
has  been  trying  to  get  washing  done. 


Laundromats  like  we’re  used  to  in  the  States 
just  don’t  exist  in  the  places  we’ve  been  to, 
and  trying  to  find  somebody  else  to  do  it  has 
been  just  as  hard. 

"And  then  there’s  the  expense,"  Anet^ 
continues.  "Over  the  course  of  this  trip,  the 
average  load  of  laundry  has  cost  $10!  And 
when  you’re  doing  lots  of  charters,  the 
towels  and  sheets  really  back  up.  St.  Martin 
and  Colombia  were  the  only  easy  places  to 
get  laundry  done,  but  it  wasn’t  cheap. 
Everywhere  else  has  been  impossible  —  I 
don’t  know  how  the  locals  do  it." 

Unfortunately,  most  of  the  people  we’ve 
talked  to  who  have/had  washers  and  dryers 
on  their  boats  haven’t  been  satisfied.  The 
complaints  are  that  they’re  either  too  much 
trouble  or  don’t  do  a  good  enough  job. 

2)  "A  boarding  ladder  to  use  while  stem- 
tied  would  be  good,"  says  Anet.  "Using  the 
dinghy  between  the  boat  and  the  dock  is  a 
drag." 

True,  it’s  a  bummer  not  having  a 
boarding  ladder,  but  not  that  big  a  bummer. 
For  once  we  got  into  the  Med  proper,  there 
were  so  many  places  to  anchor  that  it  didn’t 
make  sense  to  tie  up  in  a  marina  where:  it’s 
expensive,  you  can’t  jump  over  the  side  to 
swim,  you’ve  got  little  privacy,  and  the 
view’s  not  as  good. 

Capt.  Jim’s  List  of  Exemplary 
Equipment 

1)  Both  GFS  units.  "We  took  a  couple  of 
sextant  shots  coming  across  the  Atlantic," 
says  Jim,  "but  there’s  just  no  substitute  for 
GPS.  We  had  an  old  Interphase  Starpilot  at 
the  nav  station,  which  we  left  on  all  the  time. 
It  worked  great  except  for  a  brief  time  when 
you  couldn’t  punch  in  the  number  '9'.  We 
used  a  Garmin  45  handheld  in  the  cockpit 
when  we  were  around  islands  or  shore.  It 
was  terrific." 

2)  The  Raytheon  20X  radar.  "It’s  great  for 
navigation  as  well  as  entering  ports  at  night," 
says  Jim. 

"When  approaching  Gibraltar," 
remembers  Anet,  "we  had  as  many  as  12  to 
15  ships  in  sight  at  once.  The  radar  really 
helped  sort  it  all  out." 

3)  The  Furuno  FS 1501 SSB  radio,  which 
offers  the  ham  bands  without  having  to  snip 
any  wires.  "The  Furuno  SSB  was  excellent," 
says  Jim,  "as  we  used  it  for  getting 
weatherfaxes  with  the  laptop  computer, 
calling  home,  and  keeping  the  0600  and 
1800  skeds  with  other  boats  crossing  the 
Atlantic. 

"Indeed,  the  SSB  was  worth  its  weight  in 
gold  coming  across  the  Atlantic  just  because

it  allowed  us  to  get  weather  from  Herb 
Hilgenberg  of  the  Ontario-based 
Southbound  II.  When  it  comes  to  weather. 
Herb  has  godlike  accuracy.  If  he  tells  you 
that  you’ll  be  getting  15  knots  from  the 
southeast  by  late  afternoon,  you  can  pretty 
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much  count  on  it.  Herb’s  very  generous  with 
his  time,  often  spending  three  or  four  hours 
a  day  helping  cruisers  —  and  at  no  charge. 

"We  had  the  ham  frequencies  in  the  same 
radio,  but  didn’t  use  them.  Ham  is  mostly 
good  if  you  want  to  'chat  with  the  boys'  or  do 
phone  patches  home.  If  we  didn’t  have  it,  we 
wouldn’t  have  missed  it.  Ham  radio  gets 
much  more  use  in  Mexico  and  the  Pacific." 

4)  The  aforementioned  11'  8"  AB 
inflatable  made  by  an  Italian  company  in 
Venezuela.  With  the  Yanmar  15,  the  hard- 
bottomed  dink  planed  with  three  and 
sometimes  four  people.  It  carries  five  when 
the  Coast  Guard  is  looking  and  eight  or  nine 
when  they’re  not.  The  combination  of  the 
Yanmar  15  and  167-lb  inflatable  meant  we 
could  plane  at  up  to  20  knots  without 
burning  much  fuel. 

The  speed  and  range  are  invaluable  for 
exploring.  While  one  person  motored  Big  O 
along  the  mountainous  north  shore  of 
Mallorca,  for  example,  the  rest  of  the  crew

darted  in  and  out  of  caves  with  the 
inflatable.  And  while  anchored  at  St.  Jean 
Cap  Ferrat,  both  Nice  and  Monte  Carlo  were 
no  more  than  hard  30-minute  dinghy  rides 
away. 

The  only  question  mark  about  the  AB  is 


durability.  The  back-up  dink  is  a  battered  but 
still  game  13-year-old  Avon  that  might  well 
last  another  five  years.  If  we  get  five  years 
total  from  the  AB,  we’d  be  delighted. 

5)  The  Technautics  refrigerator  and 
freezer  —  once  all  the  bugs  were  sorted  out. 

"Mmmmm,  this  turkey  tastes  delicious," 
said  a  charter  guest  one  night  off  the  coast  of 
France.  "Where  did  you  buy  it?"

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"We  picked  it  up  in  St.  Martin  about  two 
months  ago,"  laughed  the  Wanderette,  "just 
before  we  crossed  the  Atlantic." 

6)  The  combination  of  a  Balmar  190-amp 
alternator  and  a  Smart  regulator.  "The 
combination  charges  fast  and  efficiently," 
says  Jim.  "We  ran  the  enginfe  for  an  hour  or 
two  a  day,  and  that  kept  everything  fine  — 
even  with  seven  people  aboard  for  the 
Atlantic  crossing  and  using  the  watermaker, 
icemaker,  and  all  the  other  stuff. 

7)  The  Imray  Mediterranean  Almanac. 
This  volume  is  packed  with  useful 
information  for  sailing  all  over  the  Med. 

8)  The  Perkins  6-354,  Big  O’s  135-hp 
main  engine.  "She’s  done  just  great,"  says 
Jim. 

Officials  and  Paperwork 

Capt.  Jim  is  the  expert  on  officials  and 
paperwork,  because  in  addition  to  being  the 
captain,  he’s  the  only  one  of  the  75  or  so 
people  who’ve  sailed  on  Big  O  since 
November  to  have  made  the  entire  trip. 

'The  paperwork  has  been  easy  every 
place  we’ve  been  —  except  for  the 
Dominican  Republic,"  says  Jim,  "which  is  a 
hellish  nightmare  of  corruption  and  greed. 


We  spent  three  days  there  with  two  armed 
guards  on  the  boat,  and  it  seemed  like  two 
months.  It’s  the  one  place  I  don’t  like 
anything  about  and  don’t  ever  want  to  return 
to.  There’s  a  bunch  of  paperwork  associated^

with  transiting  the  Canal,  too,  but  there’s  a 
reason  for  it  and  the  officials  are  easy  to  get 
along  with.  . 

"The  most  surprising  thing,"  continues 
Jim,  "has  been  that  we  didn’t  have  to  check 
out  of  Gibraltar  and  haven’t  had  to  check 
into  Spain,  France  or  Italy.  Some  French 
customs  guys  came  aboard  the  morning  we 
arrived  in  St.Tropez.  They  looked  through 
the  boat  pretty  thoroughly,  but  were  very 
friendly  and  left  after  warning  us  not  to 


charter  in  France. 

"And,  by  and  large,  the  fees  have  all  been 
very  reasonable.  The  last  time  we  paid  a 
'harbor  tax'  was  way  back  at  Cabo  San 
Lucas.  Antigua  had  the  highest  fees,  but  they 
weren’t  too  bad.  The  guys  in  the  Dominican 
Republic  were  only  supposed  to  charge  us 
$4,  but  they  figured  out  a  way  to  jack  it  up  to 
$120.  Almost  all  of  it  was  illegal,  though,  and 
we  got  most  of  it  back. 

"Other  than  the  DR,  the  only  official  who 
made  even  the  slightest  stink  was  a  guy  in 
Jamaica  who’d  been  real  nice.  He  asked  us 
to  take  down  our  quarantine  flag,  and  when 
we  didn’t  do  it  quick  enough,  he  made  a 
little  fuss.  'Take  it  down  right  now!'  he  said. 
We  did  and  that  was  the  end  of  it. 

"We  usually  haven’t  had  the  courtesy  flag 
up  when  we  arrived  in  new  countries,  but 
nobody  has  complained." 

S  o  much  to  report,  so  little  space.  We’ll 
have  more  on  the  human  side  of  cruising  the 
Med  in  an  upcoming  issue,  as  well  as  tips  on 
how  to  cruise  the  Med  without  busting  your 
budget.  It’s  not  only  possible,  it’s  a  dream 
well  worth  pursuing.

Serve  and  America  Online,  are  a  lot  like 
shopping  malls.  Everything  you  need  is  right 
there,  arranged  in  bright,  well-lit  order.  The  N 
'stores'  in  this  case  are  various  libraries  and 
forums,  including  e-mail  and  Internet  access. 
They  come  with  their  own  proprietary  soft¬ 
ware  that,  once  installed  on  your  computer, 
allows  you  to  establish  an  account  and 
contact  the  service  through  a  local  phone 
number.  Once  online  you  navigate  within  the 


With  one  click,  you're  transported  to 
a  document  10,000  miles  away  and  reading  about 
some  guy  named  Bjorg. 


R/P  70  Windquest,  which  was  still  more  than 
two  days  and  700  miles  from  Hawaii.  No 
phone,  no  lights,  no  motorcars,  as  they  say. 
What  he  did  have  was  an  Internet  link 
through  Inmarsat  C.  Through  this  amazing 
technology,  a  few  TransPac  competitors 
were  able  to  go  online  and  report  real-time 
race  information.  While  Kimo  and  crew 
surfed  the  waves,  thousands  surfed  the 
Internet  along  with  them. 

With  buzz  phrases  such  as  'web  surfing' 
and  'information  superhighway',  there’s  no 
denying  that  the  computer  revolution  is 
really  here.  You  just  can’t  get  away  from  it. 
But  as  annoying  as  the  techno-babble  can 
be,  the  amount  of  online  information  in  this 
electronic  Brave  New  World  is  staggering.  If 
you  know  where  to  look,  even  sailing-related 
stuff  seems  to  be  everywhere  these  days. 

That’s  because  new  World  Wide  Web 
sites  about  sailing  are  being  launched  vir¬ 
tually  every  day.  Even  the  big  online  services 
are  revamping  their  systems,  providing  more 
information  to  sailors  than  ever  before.  The 
expansion  of  services  means  there  is  truly 
something  for  every  sailor.  While  it  would  be 
impossible  to  list  all  the  online  services 
available  (there  are  entire  magazines  de¬ 
voted  to  this)  here’s  a  quick  look  at  what’s 
available  to  the  average  sailor  packing  a 
modem  in  his  or  her  duffle  bag.

he  online  world  for  sailors  can  be 
broken  into  three  main  categories:  major 
commercial  services,  boating-specific  bulletin 
boards,  and  ISPs  —  Internet  Services  Provi¬ 
ders.  Each  of  these  services  includes  e-mail 
and  has  something  to  offer  the  armchair 
sailor  brave  enough  to  reef  down  and  beat 
into  the  teeth  of  the  information  gale. 

Commercial  Services 

Major  online  services,  such  as  Compu- 


service  to  seek  and  find  information  relating 
to  your  interests. 

CompuServe  is  probably  the  best  estab¬ 
lished  service  with  sailing  related  informa¬ 
tion.  They  have  expanded  their  sailing  servi¬ 
ces  by  adding  a  new  forum  devoted  specific¬ 
ally  to  sailboat  racing.  The  previously 
existing  sailing  forum  will  now  be  devoted  to 
general  sailing  interests. 

The  forums  are  divided  into  specific 
topics,  such  as  'Outfitting  and  Gear',  'Marine 
Vendors',  'United  States  Sailing  Association' 
and  so  on.  You  may  post  messages  with 
questions  and  information,  thereby  becom¬ 
ing  involved  in  discussions  with  sailors 
throughout  the  world.  Or  you  can  upload/ 
download  files  of  information,  including 
pictures,  race  results  —  even  the  minutes  of 
the  last  US  Sailing  meeting. 

America  Online  (AOL)  is  the  fastest- 
growing  commercial  service  provider,  with 
over  700,000  people  signing  up  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1995.  While  AOL  has  had  a  Boat¬ 
ing  Forum  for  some  time,  the  Sailing  Forum 
is  new  and  evolving  rapidly.  It’s  currently 
being  led  by  Blake  Middleton,  Stanford 
University’s  Sailing  Director.  Middleton  has 
high  hopes  for  the  new  forum  and  will  lever¬ 
age  AOL’s  easy-to-use  interface  to  make 
information  easily  accessible.  A  big  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  AOL  forum  is  the  employment  of 
a  team  of  knowledgeable  consultants  such  as 
Chuck  Hawley  of  West  Marine  to  help 
answer  questions  and  guide  the  forum. 

Middleton  also  plans  to  have  a  cycle  of 
regular  weekly  chat  sessions  (reed-time  inter¬ 
active  discussions)  devoting  time  to  specific 
topics  with  expert  guests  and  havingfree-for- 
all  chats  allowing  the  members  to  discuss 
whatever  is  on  their  minds.  AOL  also  has 
added  software  that  allows  users  to  seamless¬ 
ly  browse  the  Internet’s  World  Wide  Web 
straight  from  the  Sailing  Forum.  For  in¬ 
stance,  you  can  go  straight  to  a  page 
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devoted  to  a  specific  one  design  class  by 
simply  clicking  on  the  appropriate  icon  from 
within  the  Sailing  Forum. 


Prices  for  the  two  services  are  compar¬ 
able.  Both  have  a  nominal  monthly  service 
charge,  plus  an  hourly  charge.  If  you  manage 
your  online  time  efficiently,  you  can  expect 
to  spend  less  than  $20  per  month  enjoying 
either  service.  Just  don’t  log  in  and  then  go 
wash  the  car. 

Smaller  than  either  AOL  or  CompuServe 
are  several  well  known  (at  least  among  the 
propeller  heads)  services  such  as  The  Well, 
Delphi  and  Prodigy.  These  services  offer 
many  of  the  same  online  opportunities  as  the 
big  guys,  albeit  with  somewhat  less  overall 
content  due  to  their  size.  An  advantage  of 
these  services  is  that  you  will  be  less  likely  to 
get  lost  in  a  crowd  —  kind  of  like  choosing  a 
local  bank  over  a  major  national  chain.  Of 
these  services,  The  Well  has  a  large  contin¬ 
gent  of  Bay  Area  sailors.  Prices  vary  but  are 
generally  comparable  to  CompuServe  and 
AOL.

Bulletin  Board  Systems 

Typically,  a  BBS  is  a  smaller  service. 
Some  are  actually  run  out  of  people’s 
homes.  It  allows  you  to  dial  up  another 
computer  and  either  leave  messages,  retrieve 
messages  or  download  and  upload  files. 
While  some  BBSs  are  linked  to  the  Internet 
and  allow  you  to  exchange  e-mail  with  the 
world,  most  are  stand-alone  systems.  BBSs 
are  generally  free,  have  a  simple,  menu- 
driven  interface,  and  are  devoted  to  a 
specific  interest  or  group  of  interests.  There 
are  several  boating-related  BBSs  run  by 
yacht  clubs  and  other  sailing/  boating 
organizations. 

All  you  need  to  tap  into  a  BBS  is  standard 
communications  software  (such  as  Pro- 
Comm)  and  the  phone  number  of  the  ser¬ 
vice. 

Formerly  the  mainstay  of  the  online 
world,  BBSs  have  lost  some  of  their  luster 
due  to  the  hype  of  the  Internet.  However, 
BBSs  such  as  those  operated  by  NOAA  and 


others  still  serve  a  unique  and  useful 
purpose:  they  provide  an  excellent,  inex¬ 
pensive  way  to  disseminate  information  to  a 
specific  group  of  people. 

Internet  Service  Provider 

Trying  to  discuss  the  Internet  in  a 
paragraph  is  a  bit  like  trying  to  explain 
quantum  physics  over  beer  and  chips.  Suf¬ 
fice  it  to  say  that  the  Internet  is  a  completely 
anarchistic  online  environment  that  links 
computer  networks  from  around  the  world. 
While  more  difficult  to  navigate  than  a 
commercial  service  or  BBS  due  to  the  exten¬ 
sive  array  of  information  and  the  variety  of 
ways  in  which  it  is  presented,  the  Internet  is 
a  resource  unmatched  for  those  with  the 
patience  and  persistence  to  get  to  the  dia¬ 
monds  in  the  rough. 

To  access  the  Internet  you  need  to  sign  up 
with  an  Internet  service  provider  (ISP).  An 
ISP  can  be  a  large  commercial  service  such 
as  CompuServe  or  a  small  company  provid¬ 
ing  access  to  one  or  all  of  the  range  of 
services  offered  on  the  Internet.  In  the  Bay 
Area  alone  there  are  now  over  100  ISPs  to 


choose  from.  This  has  driven  the  price  down 
to  an  average  of  $25  per  month  for  unlimited 
access  with  a  local  phone  number.  As  usual, 
it  pays  to  shop.  Try  to  find  an  ISP  that  meets 
your  specific  needs.  You  can  find  lists  and 
advertisements  for  ISPs  in  either  of  the  Bay 
Area’s  two  free  computer  magazines,  Com¬ 
puter  Currents  or  MicroTimes 

Once  on  the  Internet,  you  can  participate 
in  Usenet  discussion  forums  devoted  to  a 
wide  variety  of  topics.  At  last  count  there 
were  at  least  five  discussion  groups  with 
sailing  related  information.  Forums  have 
arcane  names,  such  as  the  popular 
rec.  boats,  racing  (pronounced  'rec  dot  boats 
dot  racing')  that  describe  the  hierarchy  of 
their  location  and  interest.  Usenet  groups 
work  by  posting  messages  to  the  section  for 
all  to  read.  In  this  atmosphere,  discussions 
can  be  lively  and  the  information  flows 
freely,  if  not  randomly. 

You  may  also  join  mailing  lists  that  will 
automatically  deposit  in  your  electronic 
mailbox  information  specific  to  the  list  each 
time  you  dial  up  your  account.  Another 
option  is  FTP  (File  Transfer  Protocol),  where 
you  access  another  computer  though  your 
account  and  download  files  specific  to  your 
needs,  such  as  Coast  Guard  updates. 

F  he  fastest  growing  segment  of  the 
Internet  is  the  World  Wide  Web.  This  is  a 
group  of  hypertext-linked  documents  con¬ 
taining  text,  pictures  and  sometimes  audio 
and  video  clips.  If  you  haven’t  yet  heard  of 
The  Web',  have  your  doctor  check  for  a 
pulse.  It’s  all  the  rage  these  days. 

At  first  glance,  The  Web  can  seem  little 
more  than  the  CB  radio  of  the  ’90s  —  lots  of 

NUTS  AND  BOLTS 

To  get  involved  in  the  online  world  you 
will  need  at  least  a  386  computer,  but  the 
faster  the  better  if  you  plan  on  using  a 
graphical  browser. 

You  will  also  need  a  modem  —  the  hard¬ 
ware  that  allows  you  to  communicate  over 
phone  lines.  At  the  rate  information  is  com¬ 
ing  available  online,  don’t  even  think  about 
using  anything  slower  than  a  9600  baud 
modem.  Otherwise,  information  transfers  will 
take  tens  of  minutes  instead  of  seconds. 

If  you’re  serious  about  this,  get  the  most 
powerful  modem  you  can.  Topline  afford¬ 
able  units  currently  operate  in  the  14400  to 
28800  baud  range.  What  you  spend  on  the 
faster  modem  you  will  recoup  quickly  in 
saved  time  and  online  costs.

1  o  access  The  Web  you  will 
need  Web  browser  software.  Pro¬ 
grams  such  as  Netscape  (reebm- 
mended),  Mosaic  or  Lynx  allow 
you  to  view  Web  pages  once 
you’ve  dialed  up  your  Internet 
account.  Browsers  are  available 
from  a  variety  of  locations  on  the 
Internet  and  most  are  distributed 
free  to  individual  private  users. 

Each  Web  page  has  a 
Universal  Resource  Locator  (URL) 
that  is  analogous  to  a  street 
address.  This  is  what  your  Web 
browsing  software  uses  to  find  a 
document  on  The  Web.  Luckily, 

Web  browsers  are  smart  enough 
that  you  really  don’t  need  to  know 
much  about  URLs  to  get  started. 

In  a  Web  page,  you’ll  find 
highlighted  words  which  refer  to 
specific  URLs  employed  through¬ 
out  The  Web.  This  is  called  hyper¬ 
text.  If  you’ve  ever  used  Microsoft 
Windows  on  an  IBM-type  compu¬ 
ter  (or  anything  on  a  Mac),  you’ve 
experienced  hypertext.  Simply 
click  on  highlighted  words  within 
the  document  to  get  where  you 
want  to  go.  You  can  also  move 
from  one  document  to  another  by 
clicking  on  keywords  that  can  be 
linked  to  documents  on  other 
computers.  For  instance,  you  may 
be  reading  information  on  the 
local  Laser  fleet  schedule  and  see 
a  link  for  Laser  sailing  in  Sweden. 

With  one  click,  you’re  transported 
to  a  document  residing  on  a  com¬ 
puter  10,000  miles  away  and  reading  about 
the  latest  feats  of  some  guy  named  Bjorg. 
Click  on  another  link  and  you  may  find  a 
picture  of  120  Lasers  starting  in  the  Worlds 
at  Melbourne. 

The  easiest  way  to  start  enjoying  The 
Web  is  with  a  ’Web  Search  Engine’  such  as 
Yahoo.  Here  you  type  in  a  word  or  phrase 
such  as  "sailing  in  Alaska"  and  your  screen 
will  light  up  with  a  fist  of  pages  matching  the 
query.  Click  on  any  of  the  keywords  and 
away  you  go  into  Webdom. 

There  are  Web  pages  devoted  to  one 
design  classes,  brokerages,  yacht  clubs  and 
just  about  every  aspect  of  sailing  you  can 
imagine  —  with  new  pages  appearing  liter¬ 
ally  every  day. 

How  popular  a  Web  page  is  can  be  mea¬ 
sured  in  the  number  of  accesses,  or  ’hits’,  it 
receives.  The  America’s  Cup  Web  page, 
which  ran  through  May  and  was  devoted  to 


displaying  AC  results,  press  conferences, 
pictures  and  all  information  related  to  the 
Cup,  received  over  one  million  hits  during 
the  five  months  of  the  series.  It  was  truly  a 
wealth  of  information  that  filled  the  huge 
void  left  by  the  general  news  media. 

Sailing  organizations  are  also  beginning 
to  use  the  Web  as  a  medium  for  their  mes¬ 
sage.  In  September,  look  for  a  Web  page 
operated  by  the  IYRU.  Pages  such  as  these 
have  the  potential  to  bring  distant,  and  often 
misunderstood,  organizations  such  as  the 
IYRU  much  closer  to  their  constituents. 

O  ne  of  the  most  imaginative  recent 
Web  pages  ever  was  devoted  to  TransPac 
’95.  Although  this  TransPac  saw  a  decline  in 
entries  —  down  to  38  —  it  can  be  said  that 
participation  was  at  an  all-time  high  thanks 
to  the  hard  work  of  a  group  of  volunteers  at 


the  Holoholo  Web  site  in  Hawaii. 
They  created  a  virtual  TransPac 
through  a  World  Wide  Web  page 
that  anyone  with  Internet  access 
could  participate  in  —  including, 
as  you  read  in  the  opening  para¬ 
graph,  some  of  the  participants 
themselves.  The  Web  site  was  a 
huge  success,  with  roughly  8,000 
hits  during  the  race. 

The  Holoholo  site  (holoholo  is 
pigeon  for  ’surfing’)  is  unique  even 
for  the  Web.  Not  only  was  it  a 
place  to  get  boat  and  crew  bios 
and  daily  standings,  it  also  pro¬ 
vided  a  graphical  representation 
of  the  race  course  with  each  day’s 
fleet  positions  plotted  on  a  chart. 
Users  could  zoom  in,  out  and 
around  the  chart  to  get  the  look 
and  feel  of  where  the  boats  were 
headed  each  day. 

Holoholo  also  provided  wea¬ 
ther  information  in  a  unique  way 
(see  Max  Ebb’s  July  column  for 
more  info).  Boats  such  as  Wind- 
quest  and  Lakota  even  used  their 
Inmarsat  C  to  hold  online  chat 
sessions  during  the  race. 

W  ith  general  publications 
giving  little  space  to  sailing  related 
activities,  the  Internet  provides  an 
ideal  publishing  vehicle  to  get  the 
message  out.  Web  sites  such  as 
Holoholo  and  the  America’s  Cup 
may  be  the  future  of  information 
access  for  sailing. 

And  speaking  of  the  future,  it’s  not  too 
farfetched  to  imagine  one  day  watching  the 
competitors  in  a  TransPac,  Whitbread,  BOC 
—  or  almost  any  race  —  dance  across  a  vir¬ 
tual  ocean  in  reed-time  . . .  right  before  your 
eyes!  Add  a  digital  camera  onboard  the 
boats  and  you  could  even  experience  the 
thrills  of  sailing  through  Southern  Ocean 
icebergs  in  real-time  from  the  comfort  of 
your  home. 

All  this  technology  exists,  and  it’s  all 
coming  toward  us  at  an  ever-quickening 
pace.  If  you  want  to  be  part  of  it,  all  you 
have  to  do  is  jump  in  headfirst  and  enjoy  the 
ride.

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UPTON  CUP  '95 
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STEEPED  IN  TRADITION

*ne  of  the  most  beloved  and  respected  figures  in 
American  sailing  history  was  not  American.  He  was  English 
tea  baron  Sir  Thomas  Upton,  Between  1899  and  1930,  he 
tried  five  consecutive  times  to  wrest  the  America’s  Cup 
from  U.S.  domination.  He  lost  all  five  times,  so  graciously 
that  Will  Rogers  began  a  campaign  to  award  Upton  "a 
loving  cup  bigger  than  the  one  he  would  have  got  if  he  had 
won."  Sixteen  thousand  people  sent  $1  apiece,  and  a 
magnificent  trophy  was  made.  Inscribed  with  the  words, 
To  possibly  the  world’s  worst  yacht  builder,  but  absolutely 
the  world’s  most  cheerful  loser,"  it  was  presented  to  Upton 
.  in  1930,  reportedly  rendering  the  old  sportsman  speech* 
less  with  emotion  for  the  first  time  in  his  80  years. 

Upton  left  his  mark  on  many  other  sailing  events  be¬ 
sides  the  America’s  Cup,  including  one  right  here  on  San 
Francisco  Bay:  the  annual  Upton  Cup .  In  fact,  at  one  time, 
,  no  fewer  than  42  Upton  Cup  races  were  contested  in  U.S. 
?  waters,  from  California  to  Maine,  and  from  the  Great 
Lakes  to  Texas.

Sir  Thomas  issued  the  original  challenge 
to  race-23  Meter  sloops  on  San  Francisco 
Bay  after  he  visited  here  in  1912.  The  Lipton 
Cup  was  first  raced  in  1914,  although  Lipton 
himself  couldn’t  attend  because  of  demands 
on  his  Irish  Red  Cross  activities  by  a  little 
skirmish  called  World  War  I. 

The  Lipton  Cup  was  contested  for  several 
years,  then  forgotten  about  for  four  decades 
until  someone  found  the  cup  in  the  trophy 
case  of  the  Olympic  Club.  The  PICYA  picked 
up  the  event  in  1961,  making  it  into  a 
challenge  series  between  member  yacht 
clubs.  The  regatta  has  retained  this  format 
ever  since.  As  one  of  perhaps  a  dozen  surviv¬ 
ing  Lipton  Cups  in  the  country,  it  is  one  of 
the  most  historic  series  held  on  the  Bay, 
brought  to  us  by  one  of  the  true  gentlemen 
of  the  sport.  Only  the  trophy  has  changed  — 
the  original  was  lost  in  the  St.  Francis  YC  fire 
in  1976.

grave,  however,  at  the  low  turnout  for  his 
series  in  the  last  few  seasons.

The  St.  Francis  YC 
took  the  Lipton  Cup  with  Jim  Mizell’s  Smith 
43  High  Risk,  breaking  a  three-way  tie  with 
a  bullet  on  the  last  day.  Represented  by  Dick 
Horn’s  modified  Cape  30  Screamer,  they 
also  ran  away  with  the  Larry  Knight.  Only 
Pat  Vincent  and  his  Hawkfarm  Mercedes  — 
who  won  the  Little  Lipton  for  Richmond  YC 
—  prevented  a  sweep  by  the  St.  Francis 
juggernaut.

right  to  blow  this  early  in  the  morning. 

We  were  also  being  very  casual  about  our 
navigation,  this  being  just  the  delivery  to  the 
starting  area — instruments  not  on,  GPS  not 


started,  hadn’t  even  looked  at  the  compass 
before  we  entered  the  fog  stream.  No  real 
cause  for  concern,  though.  We  all  knew  this 
part  of  the  Bay  like  Part  IV  of  the  Racing

way  late  for  my  race!" 

"What’s  the  tide  likely  to  be  doing  to  us 
right  now?"  I  asked  as  I  took  the  cover  off  the 
steering  compass. 

"Early  flood,"  said  Lee,  "so  like,  there 
should  still  be  some  late  ebb  from  the  North 
Bay  making  it  south-to-north  over  here." 

I  pretended  to  do  some  calculations  in  my 
head,  but  really  I  was  just  killing  time  until  it 
felt  right  to  tack.  Although  I  still  had  no 
visible  cues,  1  finally  called  for  the  tack,  and 
we  continued  to  beat  into  the  fog  on  the 
otherboard. 

"There  it  is!"  said  another  one  of  the  crew 
as  a  buoy  briefly  appeared  to  leeward  of  our 
track  and  almost  abeam.  It  was  surprisingly 
close,  and  demonstrated  that  the  visibility 
was  even  worse  than  we  thought. 

Almost  at  the  same  instant  we  heard  the 
piercing  tone  of  the  fog  whistle  on  the  buoy. 
And  we  continued  to  hear  it  every  few 
seconds,  even  after  the  buoy  disappeared 
into  the  fog  astern. 

"That’s  amazing!"  remarked  one  of  my 
crew.  "We  can  hear  it  dearly  from  almost 
directly  upwind,  but  we  couldn’t  hear  a  thing 
when  we  must  have  been  right  to  leeward  of 
it.  How  the  heck  do  you  explain  that?" 

"What  else  would  you  expect?"  said  Lee. 

"Well,  Pd  think  it  would  be  easier  to  hear 
a  buoy  from  the  downwind  side."

"Why?"  she  asked,  leading  him  on  merci¬ 
lessly.  1  was  glad  that  it  was  one  of  my  crew 
and  not  me  who  had  fallen  into  her  clutches. 

"Because  the  sound  can  go  downwind 
easier  than  it  goes  upwind,"  said  the  victim. 
"The  air’s  moving,  and  carries  the  sound  with 
it." 

'Time  for  factoids:  Who  knows  the  speed 
of  sound  in  air?"  Lee  asked  the  entire  cockpit 
crew. 

"About  720  miles  per  hour,  at  sea  level," 
said  another  one  of  my  regulars. 

"So  if  the  wind  is  25  knots,  that’s  only 
about  — -  lets’  see  —  3%%  of  tire  speed  of 
sound.  If  the  sound  intensity  dissipates  by 
distance  squared,  then  the  sound  intensity  is 
like,  very  approximately,  7%  less  on  the 
upwind  side,  and  7%  more  on  the  downwind 
side.  So  that’s  only  15%  max  difference  in 
sound  power." 

"That  doesn’t  sound  too  unreasonable,"  I 
said.  "That’s  about  the  difference  in  volume 
you’d  expect  to  hear."

Lee  said  as  she  hit  some 
buttons  on  her  calculator  watch.  "A  15% 

power  ratio  is  only.  . .  ummmmm _ log 

ten  1.15. .  .  times  10. ..  is  only  a  difference 
of  like  .6  decibels!  And  a  human  observer 

can  generally  only  detect  differences  of 


like  6  decibels  with  any  reliability.  So  1  mean, 
the  effect  of  wind,  if  you  just  count  the  linear 
effect  on  motion  of  the  sound  wave,  is  a 
whole  order  of  magnitude  less  than  what  you 
could  even  hear." 

"I  have  to  admit  your  logic  is  impeccable," 
I  confessed,  even  though  1  readily  had  no  idea 
what  the  calculation  she  had  just  performed 
was  all  about. 

"But  then  how  come  I  can  almost  always 
hear  things  better  from  the  downwind  side?" 
argued  my  crew. 

"Right,"  the  other  crew  added.  "On  a  calm 
day  we  can  even  hear  the  freeway  from  the 
marina.  But  as  soon  as  the  wind  comes  up,  if 
it’s  blowing  onshore  like  it  usually  is,  the 
noise  disappears.  And  it’s  not  because  of 
background  noise  from  the  wind,  even  stand¬ 
ing  in  a  small  wind  shadow  behind  a  build¬ 
ing,  the  freeway  noise  goes  away  as  soon  as 
a  little  breeze  comes  up  to  push  the  sound 
back." 

'That’s  because  the  breeze  makes  the 
water  surface  in  the  marina  a  little  bit 
rougher,"  theorized  another  one  of  my  crew. 
"When  it’s  flat  calm,  the  sound  waves  can  go 
right  along  the  surface.  But  when  it  begins  to 
get  ripples,  or  small  wavelets,  enough  sound 
energy  is  reflected  up  so  that  there’s  very 
little  left  by  the  time  it  gets  to  us." 

"That’s  a  logical  explanation,"  conceded 
Lee.  "But  it’s  wrong." 

"And  it  doesn’t  explain  why  we  couldn’t 
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hear  the  buoy  on  the  downwind  side  a  while 
ago,"  I  added,  just  to  keep  things  on  track. 

Right  at  that  moment  the  buoy  itself 
joined  the  conversation  with  a  particularly 
loud  blast,  despite  our  increasing  distance.

hink  wind  gradient,"  explained  Lee. 
"And  thinkrefraction.  Normally  die  wind  gets 
stronger  as  you  go  up.  So  if  a  wave  front  is 
moving  along  the  surface  in  the  upwind  dir¬ 
ection,  the  top  of  the  wave  front  will  be 
slowed  down  more  because  the  headwind  is 
stronger  up  there.  So  the  result  is  that  the 
whole  wave  front  is  refracted  upwards,  and 
after  some  distance  there’s  almost  none  of  it 
left  on  the  surface." 

"Ah!"  said  one  of  my  crew.  "It’s  not  the 
speed  of  the  wind  at  all  —  it’s  the  difference 
in  wind  speed  between  the  surface  wind  and 


the  wind  slightly  higher  off  the  surface." 

"Now  you’re  getting  it.  That’s  why  the 
freeway  noise  seems  to  shut  off  even  when  a 
light  breeze  fills  in.  As  long  as  the  wind  velo¬ 
city  gradient  is  normal  —  that  is,  more  wind 
at  higher  altitudes  —  the  sound  is  re-fracted 
up  and  very  little  of  it  gets  to  the  marina." 

"And  on  the  downwind  side?" 

"Sound  is  refracted  down,  back  towards 
the  surface.  If  it  reflects  back  up  it  comes 
right  back,  in  a  kind  of  wave  guide  effect." 

"But  doesn’t  the  speed  of  sound  go  down 
at  high  altitudes?"  asked  my  other  crew.  "At 
least,  that’s  what  I  remember  from  reading 
about  supersonic  aircraft." 

"Only  because  the  air  is  colder,"  said  Lee. 
"High  up,  the  temperature  rises  and  the 
speed  of  sound  goes  up  with  it." 

"Really?  It  doesn’t  depend  on  the  pres¬ 
sure,  too?"  I  asked. 


"No  way.  Just  proportional  to  absolute 
temperature.  It  makes  sense,  actually,  if  you 
think  of  the  pressure  as  the  'spring  constant' 
and  the  density  as  the  'mass'  of  the  spring 
mass  system.  A  hotter  gas  has  more  pressure 
for  the  same  mass,  or  less  mass  at  the  same 
pressure.  So  there’s  like,  faster  vibration." 

"How  does  this  affect  when  we  hear  can 
the  buoy?" 

"Temperature  gradients  cause  refraction, 
too.  Even  humidity  gradients,  because  water 
vapor  is  a  little  less  dense  than  air,  so  sound 
goes  slightly  faster.  But  that’s  like,  usually 
negligible.  The  temp  gradient  and  wind  grad¬ 
ient,  vertical  and  horizontal,  are  the  biggies. 
These  gradients  produce  the  unusual  propa¬ 
gation  patterns  of  sound  in  fog,  where  large 
changes  in  local  temperature  and  wind  speed 
can  curve  the  sound  in  all  kinds  of  un¬ 
expected  directions." 
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"Let’s  see  if  I  really  grok  this,"  said  one  of 
my  crew.  "If  the  temperature  drops  as  you  go 
up,  which  is  what  it  usually  does,  then  the 
sound  is  slower  on  top,  and  the  sound  curves 
upward?" 

"Right,"  confirmed  Lee,  "and  it  doesn’t 
make  any  difference  which  direction  relative 
to  the  wind,  if  there’s  a  temperature  lapse. 
But  if  the  temperature’s  inverted  —  cold  air 
near  the  surface  and  a  layer  of  warm  air 
above  —  then  wave  fronts  are  bent  back 
down  to  the  surface." 

"You  mean  like  on  a  still  evening  when 
you  can  hear  people  talking  a  mile  away?" 
asked  the  other  crew. 

"For  sure.  Temperature  inversion,  warm 
air  on  top,  wave  fronts  refract  back  down  so 
all  the  sound  energy  stays  close  to  the 
surface.  And  like,  it  can  be  much  more  com¬ 
plicated  with  random  cool  and  warm  spots, 
and  some  wind  shear  thrown  in.  Sound  can 
be  focused  by  thermal  lenses,  or  made  to 
skip  some  areas  but  come  down  again 
farther  away." 

"Okay,  so  anything  can  happen,"  said  the 


first  crew.  "But  how  do  you  explain  not  being 
able  to  hear  the  buoy  right  downwind  of  it?" 
"The  fog  layer  is  thin,"  said  Lee.  "And  all 


the  wind  is  in  the  fog  layer.  So  if  sound, 
moving  upwind,  goes  out  above  the  layer,  it 
finds  calm  air  that’s  not  moving  back  so  fast, 
and  the  sound  above  makes  better  progress 
than  the  sound  immediately  below  it,  and  the 
wave  front  gets  refracted  back  down.  On  the 
leeward  side  it’s  just  the  opposite  —  sound  is 


refracted  straight  up  and  out,  never  to  be 
heard  from  again. 

^^eanwhile  I  had  been  keeping  a 
rough  mental  DR  without  feeling  the  need  to 
look  at  a  chart.  Another  couple  of  minutes,  I 
calculated,  and  it  would  be  time  to  tack. 
Keeping  my  ears  peeled  for  ships  and  navi¬ 
gational  aids,  I  suddenly  began  to  wonder  if 
it  would  be  possible  to  hear  anything  to 
windward  before  it  would  be  too  late  to  take 
evasive  action. 

This  thought  had  no  more  entered  my 
mind  when  a  huge  ship’s  horn  came  blasting 
out  of  the  mist,  and  what  I  saw  when  I 
looked  up  to  windward  put  pure  terror  in 
every  plank  and  seam  of  my  body.  It  was  the 
profile  of  a  very  large  ship’s  bow  and  super¬ 
structure  —  and  we  were  so  close  that  only 
one  range  light  was  visible  through  the  fog. 

"Ready  about!  Crash  tack!"  I  yelled  as  1 
spun  the  helm,  not  caring  if  the  jib  back- 
winded.  "And  why  the  hell  didn’t  we  hear 
anything  ’til  the  last  second?" 

"Chill  out,  Max,"  said  Lee,  strangely  calm 
considering  the  immediate  crisis.  "It’s  only 
Alcatraz."

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Russ  Silvestri,  now  a  33-year-old 
stockbroker  and  still  one  of  the  best  natural 
sailors  to  ever  come  out  of  the  Bay  Area,  was 
slumped  on  a  bar  stool  at  the  St.  Francis  YC 
after  the  Laser  NAs,  one  of  very  few  com¬ 
petitors  old  enough  (and  flush  enough)  to 
run  up  a  bar  tab.  Bleary-eyed  and  obviously 
tired,  he  was  nursing  his  second  or  third 
beer.  "You  know,"  he  sighed,  "I  think  I  might 
be  getting  too  old  for  this.  .  ." 

Indeed,  campaigning  Lasers  at  this  lofty 
level  —  generally  considered  just  one  step 
below  the  Worlds  and  on  a  par  with  the  two 
U.S.  Midwinters  (east  and  west),  the 
Nationals  and  CORK  —  is  a  young  man’s 


game.  And  with  the  14-foot  planing  dinghy 
now  an  Olympic  class,  the  7-race,  1- 
throwout  North  Americans,  hosted  by  St. 
Francis  YC  on  July  6-9,  was  a  near-  N 
mandatory  stop  on  the  road  to  Savannah. 
The  lure  of  sailing  Lasers  on  the  Cityfront 
was  another  compelling  reason  to  attend  — 
hardcore  Laser  sailors  search  out  big  wind  as 
fanatically  as  surfers  look  for  monster  waves. 

The  best  Laser  sailors  in  the  country 
showed  up,  including  all  five  members  of  the 
U.S.  Laser  team  —  John.  Myrdal,  Alex 


Carnet,  Max  Skelley,  Nick  Adamson  and 
Andy  Lovell.  Foreign  entries  weren’t 
restricted,  so  the  event  also  drew  top 
competitors  from  New  Zealand,  Canada, 
Mexico,  Japan  and  even  South  Africa. 
Though  the  regatta  failed  to  draw  the 
expected  100+  boats  ( in  which  case  the  field 
would  have  been  divided  into  Silver  and 
Gold  fleets),  the  caliber  of  the  competition 
was  indisputable.  || 

"These  guys  are  young  and  strong," 
observed  competitor  Patrick  Andreasen.  "No

II  "  A  icking  a  winner  from  this  formidable 
v,  field  ahead  of  time  was  nearly  impossible. 

But  the  handwriting  was  on  the  wall  after  the 
first  day,  which  featured  a  pair  of  races  held 
in  moderate  winds.  Past  youth  world  cham¬ 
pion  and  ’91  Laser  NA  winner  Kevin  Hall 


won  the  first  race,  while  lanky  Steve 
Bourdow,  ’92  Olympic  FD  silver  medalist 
crew  and  currently  the  Stanford  sailing 
coach,  took  the  second  one.  It  was  shaping 
up  to  be  a  replay  of  the  previous  weekend’s 
Laser  Slalom,  which  Bourdow  won  in  the 
finals  over  Hall. 

Both  sailors  started  their  Olympic 
campaigns  too  late  to  make  the  U.S.  Sailing 
Team,  but  anyone  who  witnessed  them  in 
action  this  day  knew  right  away  that  the 
battle  for  the  North  American  pickle  dish  —

and  probably  next  summer’s  Olympic  Laser 
berth  —  really  came  down  to  just  these  two 
guys. 

Hall  and  Bourdow  match-raced  each 
other  in  the  third  race,  finishing  fourth  and 
fifth  respectively,  keeping  the  regatta  too 
close  to  call.  Bourdow  cracked  first,  falling  to 
a  disastrous  24th  in  the  next  race  —  using  his 
throwout  up  early  and  putting  his  back  to  the 
wall.  Hall,  meanwhile,  was  the  picture  of 
consistency,  coming  in  fifth  and  moving  into 
a  slim  lead. 

Bourdow  rose  to  the  occasion  the  next 
day,  posting  a  bullet  in  the  fifth  race  to  Hall’s 
fifth  place  —  which  moved  Steve  back  into 
the  lead  with  the  throwout  factored  in. 
However,  a  13th  in  the  sixth  race  did 
Bourdow  in,  as  Hall  cruised  to  yet  another 
fifth  to  wrap  up  the  regatta  early  with  a 
stellar  1,2, 4, 5, 5, 5, (6)  record.  A  true 
sportsman,  Kevin  went  out  for  the  final  heat 
on  Sunday  anyway  —  which  turned  out  to 
be  the  windiest  race  of  the  series.  "Welcome 
to  Hooterville!"  grinned  race  manager  Matt 
Jones,  obviously  enjoying  the  numerous 
crash  and  bums. 

Hall’s  victory  —  which  came  at  the 
expense  of  Bourdow,  an  equally  likeable  and 
talented  sailor  —  was  an  immensely  popular 
one:  He  is  returning  to  the  sport  after  taking 
two  years  off  while  recovering  from  cancer. 
A  former  All-American  sailor  at  Brown 
University,  class  of  ’91,  the  friendly  and 
articulate  Ventura-based  25-year-old  is  an 
inspiration  and  a  role  model  for  the  younger 
Laser  sailors.  Working  with  his  coach,  Tom 
Kinney,  and  a  pretty  blonde  personal  trainer 
to  whom  he’s  engaged,  Hall  is  getting  back 
to  his  old  form.  He  eats  a  strict  health  food

diet,  works  out  in  the  gym  three  hours  a  day, 
and  sails  as  much  as  possible. 

"Kevin  has  the  commitment  and  maturity 
to  go  all  the  way,"  claimed  Andreasen.  "No 
one  wants  the  gold  medal  more  than  him." 

i^Vnother  popular  medalist  was  Silvestri, 
who  came  in  a  surprise  third  with  finishes  of 
4, 3,(26), 3, 6, 8, 9.  Sailing  a  chartered  boat 
and  with  almost  no  practice  ("1  rode  my  bike 
a  few  times,  and  did  some  'wrist  curls'  at  the 
bar  to  get  ready."),  Russ  proved  once  again 
the  adage  about  "old  age  and  treachery

overcoming  youth  and  skill." 

But  while  Silvestri  traded  in  his  sailing 
togs  for  a  three-piece  suit  on  Monday  morn¬ 


ing,  many  of  the  young  Laser  guns  —  includ¬ 
ing  Bourdow  —  stayed  on  at  St.  Francis  to 
continue  practicing  together.  Others  hopped 
in  their  vans  and  disappeared  for  a  week  or 
two  —  but  the  gang  will  reconvene  again 
soon.  Next  up  on  the  Laser  circuit  was  the 
PCCs  at  Lake  Tahoe  (see  The  Racing  Sheet) , 
followed  in  August  by  the  Olympic  Festival  in 
Denver  and  CORK  (Canadian  Olympic  Reg¬ 
atta  at  Kingston,  Ontario),  and  the  Nationals 
in  Annapolis  in  September.

Skippers  of  the  Bay  and  Beyond: 

Rogues  Gallery,  Part  II 

We  begin  World  of  Chartering  this  month 
where  we  left  off  in  our  July  issue  —  getting 
to  know  some  of  the  Greater  Bay  Area’s  top 
charter  boat  captains  and  crews.  Our  inten¬ 
tion  is  to  inspire  you  to  step  out  of  your 
normal  sailing  pattern  and  set  sail  aboard 
one  of  the  region’s  prime  'vessels-for-hire'. 

In  this  month’s  installment  of  our  'Rogue’s 
Gallery'  we’ll  introduce  you  to  several  other 
San  Francisco  sailors  and  a  bevy  of 
professional  salts  from  the  Monterey  Bay. 
Together  they  possess  a  wealth  of  maritime 
experience  and  their  boats  comprise  a 
diverse  fleet  which  includes  both  traditional 
and  ultra-modem  sailing  craft. 

When  Sausalito  sailor  Ron  Romero  found 
Apache  back  in  1988,  she  was  precisely  what 
he’d  been  looking  for:  a  classic  staysail 
schooner  with  a  single  house.  His  plan  was 
to  offer  daysails  as  well  as  intimate  gourmet 
dinner  cruises  which  capitalized  on  Apache’s 
vintage  styling.  She  was  built  in  New 
England  in  1925  as  a  highly  competitive 
'gentleman’s  racer'  and  has  earned  a  cele¬ 
brated  collection  of  offshore  racing  honors 
over  the  years. 

Born  and  raised  in  San  Francisco,  Ron 
grew  up  around  the  water  —  although 
initially  surfing  rather  than  sailing  —  and 
these  days  he  can  often  be  found  scuba 


diving  as  well  as  sailing.  His  love  of  the 
water,  cooking  and  traditional  sailing  craft, 
as  well  as  his  life-long  knowledge  of  the  Bay 
make  Ron  well  suited  to  charter  work.  He’s 
often  assisted  by  his  son  Chris  who’ s  also  an 
accomplished  sailor  and  diver.  Young,  fit 


and  adventurous,  Chris’  sailing  resume 
includes  passage-making  aboard  square- 
riggers  in  both  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific.

Stan  Schultz  wasn’t  exactly  born  in  the 
bilge  of  a  square  rigger.  In  fact,  he  didn’t 
really  cut  his  teeth  on  sailing  until  his  honey¬ 
moon  back  in  1978,  when  he  spent  a  week 
sailing  around  Catalina.  From  then  on 
though,  he  developed  a  serious  case  of 
sailing  fever  which  inspired  him  to  buy  a 
boat  and  teach  himself  to  sail.  A  few  years 
later  he  answered  a  Latitude  classified  which 
led  to  a  dream  trip,  island  hopping  through 
the  South  Pacific  islands  and  on  to  New 
Zealand. 

Eight  years  ago  Stan  earned  his  skipper’s 
license  and  tip-toed  into  the  charter  trade 
doing  weekend  charters.  Soon,  however,  he 
commissioned  his  customized  multihull  to  be 
built  in  Sausalito  and,  with  her  launch  in 
1993,  became  a  full-time  charter  jockey.  He 
offers  a  wide  range  of  charter  options,  from 
Sausalito  waterfront  tours  to  Petaluma  River 

Susan  and  Chris  Ellison  are  the  proud  owners  of 
'Aria',  the  fleet's  newest  addition.  Stan  Schultz 
skippers  the  custom  cat ' Apparition 


cruises.  In  addition  he  offers  multihull  sailing 
instruction  to  the  uninitiated  —  capable  of 
hitting  16  knots,  Apparition  makes  an 
exhilarating  classroom.

Although  Chris  and  Susan  Ellison  only 
recently  joined  the  Bay  Area  charter 
fraternity,  they  entered  the  game  with  the 
newest  boat  in  the  fleet,  a  slick  1995 
Catalina  40  called  Aria. 

As  a  young  boy,  Chris  had  already 
learned  to  sail  in  Long  Island  Sound  before 
his  family  pulled  up  stakes  and  migrated  to 
the  Virgin  Islands.  There  he  spent  his  teens 
and  twenties  enjoying  the  water-oriented 
island  lifestyle,  and  cruising  the  (then 
unspoiled)  Caribbean  aboard  a  variety  of 
boats,  including  a  lovable  yet  leaky,  80-foot 
sloop  called  the  Katie  Rowe. 

While  pursuing  his  career  as  an  airline 
pilot,  Chris  met  Susan,  who  shared  his  love 
of  both  sailing  and  flying.  When  they  moved 
to  the  Bay  Area  four  years  ago  they  bought 
a  boat,  moved  aboard  and  began  exploring 
the  Bay  and  Delta  for  pleasure.  These  days, 
though,  they’re'  serious  about  chartering: 
Susan’s  put  her  art  career  on  the  back  burner 
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As  every  Bay  Area  sailor  knows,  there's  nothing 
finer  than  a  breezy  day  on  the  water  in  the 
company  of  close  friends.  Here,  ‘Apache’, 
‘ Apparition ‘  (right)  and  ' Alma ‘  (left)  offer  three 
distinctly  different  ways  to  join  the  fun. 

and  Chris  is  keeping  a  flexible  flight  schedule 
to  accommodate  a  variety  of  charter 
requests.  (Thirty-year  Bay  veteran  Mike 
Thieme  serves  as  Aria’s  backup  skipper  when 
needed.)

The  massive,  flat-bottomed  'scow 
schooner'  Alma  is  not  really  a  'charter  yacht', 
but  we  include  her  here  since  it  is  possible  to 
earn  a  ride  aboard  her  by  doing  volunteer 
work,  and  she  is,  without  a  doubt,  one  of  the 
most  unique  sailing  crafts  on  the  Bay. 

To  say  this  historic  sailing  barge  is 
'cumbersome'  would  be  a  serious 
understatement  —  she  certainly  wasn’t 
designed  for  carefree  daysailing.  But  when 
the  San  Franciso  Maritime  National  Historic 
Park  hired  Captain  Alan  Lutz  to  skipper  her, 
they  knew  they’d  found  a  man  who  could 


meet  the  challenge.  As  Alan  puts  it,  this  104- 
year-old  sailing  hay  barge  "handles  like  a 
large  bus  on  black  ice  —  it’s  sort  of  like 
sailing  your  front  porch!" 

Lutz  brings  20  years  of  experience  in  the 
U.S.  Coast  Guard  to  the  job,  which  included 
a  prestigious  three-year  hitch  aboard  the 
U.S.  Coast  Guard  sail-training  bark  Eagle. 
Aboard  this  spectacular  three-master,  he  was 
lucky  enough  to  make  three  transatlantic 
crossings  —  no  doubt  the  best  duty  in  any 
branch  of  the  miliary!  Stoic,  yet  amiable, 
Alan  has  a  vast  store  of  tales  to  share  from 
his  years  doing  search  and  rescue  and 
maritime  law  enforcement.  His  love  of  all 
things  nautical  began  as  a  kid  in  Ohio,  where 
he  started  out  sailing  dinghies  on  local  lakes. 
Having  'paid  his  dues'  in  no  small  way,  Alan 
not  only  holds  one  of  the  best  nautical  jobs 
on  the  Bay,  but  he  also  acts  as  relief  skipper 
aboard  the  square-rigger  Hawaiian  Chief¬ 
tain.

Just  down  the  coast,  within  the  Monterey 
Bay,  there  are  several  excellent  choices  for 
daysailing  or  special  charters. 

Native  Santa  Cruzers,  Scott  and  Krista 
Lighthall  are  two  of  the  area’s  best-known 
charter  operators.  Together  they  host 
charters  aboard  the  customized  Santa  Cruz 
70  Chardonnay  II,  which  was  designed  by 
Bill  Lee  specifically  for  chartering  along  the 
California  coast. 

Scott’s  easy  manner  at  the  helm  of  this 
impressive  ultralight  belies  a  lifetime  of 
sailing  and  salty  adventures.  As  a  young  man 
he  sailed  small  boats  to  Hawaii  for  kicks. 
Soon  after  he  met  Krista  in  Santa  Cruz  15 
years  ago,  he  introduced  her  to  sailing. 
We’re  told  she  immediately  fell  in  love  with 
the  sport  —  and  Scott  fell  in  love  with  her! 

Since  then,  they’ve  logged  many  sea 
miles  together  en  route  to  Hawaii,  Mexico 
and  the  Bahamas  during  their  'off-seasons'. 
During  prime  sailing  months,  however,  they 
host  groups  of  day  sailors  in  grand  style  on 
the  waters  of  Monterey  Bay.  (Their  previous 
boat,  Chardonnay  (I),  now  charters  on  S.F. 
Bay  under  the  name  Yukon  Jack.)  After  11 
years  on  the  job,  Scott  and  Krista  seem  to 
have  refined  their  charter  techniques  to  a 
science.  They  enjoy  hosting  a  wide  range  of 
would-be  sailors  and  are  happy  to  let  their

guests  take  a  turn  at  the  wheel  —  which  is 
quite  a  thrill  at  15  knots!  (Scott’s  brother 
Homer  serves  as  relief  skipper  during  the 
winter  season.)

Cruz  70,  specifically  designed  for  local 
chartering.

Tim  O’Neill  presides  as  captain  over  two 
distinctly  different  crafts,  the  50-foot 
traditional  schooner  Marie  Celine  and  the 
speedy  65-foot  catamaran  Team  O’Neill. 

Born  the  son  of  Jack  O’Neill,  the  legend¬ 
ary  wetsuit  maker,  Tim  could  be  seen  sailing 
dinghies  around  Santa  Cruz  Harbor  at  the 
tender  age  of  six.  He  grew  up  surfing  and 
sailing  small  boats  and  Hobie  Cats  around 
Santa  Cruz.  Shortly  after  the  family  bought 
Marie  Celine  in  the  early  ’70s,  the  family 
took  off  cruising  along  the  West  Coast  as  far 
south  as  Acapulco.  As  a  result,  Tim  gleaned 
a  three-year  education  in  hands-on  seaman¬ 
ship. 

In  1983  father  Jack  bought  the  Team 
O’Neill  cat,  with  the  idea  of  launching  and 
retrieving  hot  air  balloons  from  it.  (Her  mast 
is  hinged  to  lay  flat  for  this  purpose!)  Tim 
now  runs  charters  aboard  her,  sometimes  at 
speeds  in  excess  of  20  knots.

Capitola  with  Steven  Phillips  and  his  son  Jeff 
aboard  their  44-foot  topsail  schooner 
Wilhelm  H.  Starck,  a  replica  of  a  19th 


century  New  England  fishing  schooner. 
Steve  and  Jeff  don’t  try  to  compete  with  the 
fancier  boats  on  the  Bay.  Instead  they  offer 
fishing  charters  under  sail,  hands-on  sail 
training  and  'theme  sails'  complete  with 
period  dress  and  Celtic  music. 

At  age  36,  Steve  is  a  semi-retired  para¬ 
medic  whose  sailing  adventures  have  taken 


him  from  the  Bering  Sea  to  Mexico.  He’s 
proud  to  say  that  much  of  his  sea  time  has 
been  aboard  traditional  vessels,  including 


the  Lady  Washington  and  the  Hawaiian 
Chieftain.  Although  only  16,  Jeff  is  also  an 
accomplished  sailor,  who  recently  helped 
deliver  the  110-foot  schooner  Manutea  to 
the  Bay  from  Chile.

When  we  announced  our  plans  to  charter 
a  boat  for  the  America’s  Cup,  all  the  guys 
said  was,  "Six  women  on  a  boat  for  three 
days  —  ha!"  But  guess  what,  we’re  ba-a-ack! 
And  we  had  Fun-n-n! 

We  were  at  the  mark  when  Connor’s 
halyard  broke.  We  were  at  the  Kiwi  com¬ 
pound  for  their  Victory  celebration.  And, 
believe  it  or  not,  we  were  never  at  each 
other’s  throats.  In  fact,  we’re  already  plan¬ 
ning  an  excursion  for  next  year. 

Of  the  six  women,  two  of  us  had  sailed  on 
Brisa  del  Mar  before.  When  I  heard  Brisa’s 
owners  had  put  her  in  charter  at  San  Diego 
Yacht  Charters,  I  called  and  reserved  her  for 
the  weekend  of  May  12-14  —  when  I 
assumed  the  America’s  Cup  final  race  would 
take  place. 

I  then  called  a  'select  list'  of  women  and 
offered  them  a  spot.  That  was  all  it  took, 
within  four  days  we  had  a  crew  of  sue  and 
two  back-ups.  The  entire  trip  cost  only  $415 
each,  which  included  round-trip  air-fare, 
food,  car,  local  skipper  for  four  hours  and 
charter  fees  —  no  to  mention  'spirits'. 

We  had  two  pre-trip  meetings  where  we 
divided  up  areas  of  responsibility  so  no  one 
was  overwhelmed,  yet  no  one  could  just  sit 


back  and  complain.  One  of  our  most 
important  guidelines  was,  "If  you  don’t  pay 
up  front  you  don’t  go." 

The  folks  at  San  Diego  Yacht  Charters 
were  wonderful.  They  coached  us  on  what  to 
bring  and  what  to  expect,  provided  a  free 
shuttle  service  to  and  from  the  airport  and 
arranged  for  an  early  boarding  and  a  great 
local  skipper.  We  should  mention  that  every 
skipper  we  met  came  equipped  with  a  VCR 
(Very  Cute  Rear)! 

We  sailed  out  to  the  race  venue,  then 
gave  the  wheel  to  our  skipper  and  relaxed 
while  he  kept  us  in  great  viewing  range  of  the 
race.  What  an  experience!  You  could  read 
about  it  or  see  it  on  TV,  but  there  was 
something  incredible  about  seeing  the  action 
first  hand.  We  relish  our  memories  of  the 
tacking  duels,  the  cheers  from  a  neighboring 
boatload  of  New  Zealanders  and  the  little 
powerboat  that  buzzed  about  with  a  giant 
rocking  Kiwi  bird  on  its  stem. 

On  the  way  in  after  the  race  we  listened 
to  the  official  reviews  (and  some  not-so- 
official  commentaries)  on  the  radio.  That 
night,  of  course,  we  partied  with  the  masses. 
Naturally,  the  Kiwi  compound  was  really 
jumping.  We  met  one  guy  whose  shirt  read,

waives  the  rules."  It  was  a  night  that  will  not 
soon  be  forgotten. 

All  in  all  the  trip  was  great  fun.  Good 
planning,  cooperation,  mutual  respect  and 
minimal  preconceived  expectations  were 
essential  elements  to  our  success.

Up  in  the  snow-capped  Sierras,  mid¬ 
summer  is  naturally  the  height  of  Lake 
Tahoe’s  sailing  season.  In  fact,  there  was  so 
much  wind  last  month  that  the  annual  Trans 
Tahoe  Regatta  had  to  be  postponed! 

Typically,  however,  you  can  expect 
moderate  winds  out  in  open  water,  with  the 
challenge  of  flukier  winds  inshore,  due  to  the 
height  of  surrounding  mountains.  Wind 
conditions  aside,  you  would  be  hard  pressed 
to  find  a  more  magnificent  Alpine  setting  to 
sail  in,  anywhere.  Unfortunately,  though, 
there  are  relatively  few  decent-sized  sailboats 
for  hire.  It  seems  Waverunners  are  the  cash 
crop  these  days. 

High  Sierra  (Water  Ski  School)  at 
Homewood  is  apparently  the  last  hold-out. 
They  have  a  small,  yet  well-kept  fleet  of 
sloops  and  dinghies  up  to  about  30-feet. 
Daysailing  is  the  menu  d’jour,  while  over¬ 
nights  are  possible  by  special  arrangement, 
but  are  not  common.

You  can  also  hire  small  daysailers  at 
nearby  Fallen  Leaf  Lake,  which  will  allow 
you  to  explore  this  idyllic  little  gem,  and 
fanaticize  about  living  in  one  of  the  water- 
accessible-only  cabins  on  the  far  side  of  the 
lake.

When  you  visit  North  Sound,  Virgin  Corda  today, 
you'd  never  guess  that 2,500 swashbucklers  once 
assembled  here  preparing  to  plunder! 

Elsewhere  around  the  globe,  we  remind 
you  that  it’s  still  prime  time  in  the  South 
Pacific  Islands  until  mid-fall  (with  fewer 
European  tourists  after  the  summer  months) . 

We’ve  been  getting  a  lot  of.'advice  calls' 
regarding  sailing  in  the  Caribbean  during 
the  late  summer  and  early  fall.  Having  lived 
there  for  a  decade,  this  writer’s  feelings  are 
mixed.

Late  in  October  —  after  the  threat  of 
storms,  yet  before  the  winter  crowds  descend 
—  the  Bitter  End  Yacht  Club  is  hosting 
their  Fourth  Annual  Women’s  Sailing  Week 
(October  21-27)  —  apropos  our  recent 
column  on  the  upsurge  of  local  interest  in 
women’s  sailing.  Roiex  Yachtswoman  of  the 
year  Betsy  Alison  and  big  boat  racer  Martha 
MacKechnie  will  be  the  rock  stars  in 
residence  during  this  action-packed  week  of 
clinics  and  on-the-water  instruction.  Ceill 
(800)  872-2392  for  reservations. 

Another  batch  of  sailing  superstars  will  be 
on  hand  shortly  after,  on  Halloween  Day, 
when  The  Bitter  End  hosts  the  Defiance 
Day  Regatta,  commemorating  a  historic 
gathering  of  some  2,500  privateers  in  1595, 
which  included  John  Hawkins  and  Sir 
Francis  Drake.  Bareboats  as  well  as  private 
race  boats  will  compete  —  all  are  welcome.

With  reports  this  month  on  the  excellent  NCYSA-hosted  Youth  Cham¬ 
pionships,  the  Laser  PCCs  at  Lake  Tahoe,  three  class  championships,  \ 

the  record-breaking  Stiver  Eagle  Race,  the  three-weekend  High  Sierra 
Regatta  at  Huntington  Lake,  the  reborn  Whldbey  Island  Race  Week, 
oodles  of  'box  scores',  and  the  usual  heap  of  random  'race  notes'  at  the 
end. 


Youth  Championship 

"We  did  it!"  exulted  regatta  organizer 
Dick  Loomis,  one  of  a  huhdred-some  volun¬ 
teers  who  successfully  orchestrated  the  U.S. 
Sailing  Youth  Championship  on  June  23-29. 
Hosted  by  the  Northern  California  Youth 
Sailing  Association  (NCYSA)  and  sailed  out 
of  Richmond  YC,  the  nation’s  premier  youth 
sailing  event  drew  151  highly  talented 
juniors,  ages  13-19,  from  all  comers  of  the 
country.  It  was  an  invitation-only  regatta, 
with  entries  selected  based  on  sailing 
resumes. 

Winds  were  in  the  nuclear  range  through-

out  most  of  the  8-race,  1-throwout  series, 
much  of  which  was  sailed  tucked  up  as  far  as 
possible  under  the  'lee'  of  Angel  Island. 
Breeze  on  the  light  days  was  in  the  16-18 
knot  range,  while  20-22  knots  was  common 
on  the  heavy  days.  "The  conditions  bordered 


on  child  abuse!"  joked  NCYSA’s  Patrick 
Andreasen.  "It  was  the  gnqrliest  Youth 
Championship  in  history." 

Three  clear  winners  rose  above  the 
mayhem.  In  the  63-boat  Laser  fleet,  Jon¬ 
athan  Baker  of  San  Diego  annihilated  all 
comers  with  a  convincing  straight-bullet 
performance.  Measuring  in  at  6  feet,  4  inches 
and  185  pounds,  Baker  simply  ground  down 
his  peers  in  each  race,  usually  winning  by 
several  minutes.  No  stranger  to  the  winner’s 
circle,  Jonathan  won  the  Smythe  Trophy  in 
’94  and  the  Cressy  Trophy  in  ’95  (best 
singlehanded  high  schooler),  among  others. 
He’s  bound  for  Tufts  University  next  fall, 
where  his  presence  will  no  doubt  be  felt  on 
the  collegiate  sailing  circuit. 

Baker  was  so  dominant  that  he  was 
behind  at  the  first  mark  only  twice  in  the 
regatta.  In  the  first  race,  he  was  chasing  Mike 
Visser  of  Tumwater,  Washington,  who  death- 
rolled  in  front  of  Baker  while  jibing  in  a  30- 
knot  puff  at  the  offset  mark.  With  nowhere  to 
go,  Jonathan  speared  Visser’s  boat  at  warp 
speed,  nearly  sinking  it  (the  boat  was  sub¬ 
sequently  declared  a  total  loss).  "Funny 
thing,"  commented  Baker,  an  affable  19- 
year-old,  later.  "After  that,  everyone  stayed 
really  far  away  from  me!" 

In  the  Laser  II  competition,  the  Miami- 
based  duo  of  David  Ames  and  P.J.  Buhler 
had  their  work  cut  out  for  them  going  into 
the  final  race.  With  Mark  Ivey  just  two  points 
behind  them,  Ames  and  Buhler  booted  the 
start  and  found  themselves  tenth  at  the 
weather  mark.  Undeterred,  they  fought  back 
to  win  the  windy  race  —  and,  in  the  process, 
the  regatta.  The  duo,  past  winners  of  the 
doublehanded  world  youth  championship,  is 
currently  involved  in  an  Olympic  470 
campaign. 

Doug  'The  King'  Stryker,  a  mellow  17- 
year-old  from  New  Jersey,  ran  away  with  the 
boardsailing  portion  of  the  Youths,  posting  a 
(3), 1,1, 1,1, 1,1, 2  record.  Chris  Ellsworth, 
formerly  of  the  Bay  Area  and  now  from  St. 
Petersburg,  Florida,  was  the  runner-up  in  the 
stand-up  sailing,  as  well  as  first  lightweight  (a 
sub-category  inside  the  boardsailing  compet¬ 
ition). 


Baker,  Ames,  Buhler  and  Stryker  were 
named  to  the  1995  U.S.  Sailing/Rolex  Junior 
Team  for  their  fine  performances  on  the 
battlefield.  Four  other  sailors  made  the  team 
by  virtue  of  their  sportsmanship:  single¬ 
hander  Mike  Visser,  doublehanders  Greg 
Reynolds  (San  Diego)  and  Robbie  Dean 
(Newbury  Park,  CA)  and  boardsailor  Arden 
Anderson  (Elkhart  Lake,  WI).  The  regatta 
winners,  plus  five  other  high  finishers,  went 
on  to  compete  at  the  IYRU  Nautica  World 
Youth  Sailing  Championship  in  Bermuda  on 
July  8-18. 

At  the  Youth  Championship  awards 
banquet,  held  the  last  night  at  St.  Francis 
YC,  the  interminable  speeches  seemed  to 
drag  on  almost  as  long  as  the  six-day  regatta 
itself.  But  one  speech  stood  out,  to  us  at 
least.  Chief  judge  Larry  White  of  Connec¬ 
ticut,  a  man  who  has  devoted  much  of  his 
life  to  promoting  youth  and  collegiate  sailing, 
said  simply,  "There  have  been  a  lot  of  words 
used  already  this  evening,  so  I’d  just  like  to 
say  one  thing:  When  you  get  to  be  my  age, 
it’s  fashionable  to  become  concerned  about 
the  future  of  the  sport  you  love.  .  .  After 
spending  the  last  week  with  all  the  youths  in 
this  room,  I’m  not  worried  any  more."

The  'Summer  of  Lasers'  continued  with  the 
Pacific  Coast  Championship  at  Lake  Tahoe 
on  July  14-16.

Three  Class  Championships 

July  is  a  month  off  for  most  local  one 
design  classes,  but  not  so  for  the  fabulous 
Thunderbirds,  the  road  warriors  of  the 


Moore  24s,  and  the  hot  Tuna  22s.  These 
classes  all  held  significant  championships  last 
month,  results  of  which  follow. 

Barry  Walker,  an  Aussie,  shipped  his 
Predator  (with  back-up  mast)  up  from  Down 
Under  for  the  Eneinal  YC-hosted  T-Bird 
convention.  He  overwhelmed  the  smallish 
11-boat  fleet  with  a  2, 3, 1,1, 1,1,1  record. 
Not  surprisingly,  Walker  hopes  to  sell 
Predator  in  the  Bay  Area  rather  than  pay  to 
ship  it  home  ( real  men  would  just  put  up  the 
kite  and  aim  for  Oz!).  Doug  Carroll  and  his 
Crazy  Jane  crew  were  the  top  local  talents, 
finishing  sixth. 

The  Santana  22  Nationals,  hosted  by  San 
Francisco  YC,  attracted  a  relatively  large 
fleet  —  22  boats  —  for  their  three-day,  five- 
race,  one-throwout  series.  Really  more  of  a 
'regionals',  the  event  attracted  the  best  boats 
from  San  Francisco,  Santa  Cruz  and  Mon¬ 
terey  for  the  non-spinnaker  racing  on  the 
Southampton  Shoals  course.  Phoenix,  sailed 
by  John  Skinner  of  Richmond  YC,  wrapped 
up  the  regatta  after  four  races. 

Last  but  not  least,  the  fun-loving  Moore 
24  fleet  turned  out  in  force  for  their 
Nationals  on  Huntington  Lake.  Twenty-five 
boatloads  of  sailors  braved  the  transmission- 
busting  7,500-foot  climb  up  to  the  lake, 
marauding  bears  at  the  campgrounds  and, 
according  to  Royce  Fletcher,  "low  density  air 
that  made  it  easy  to  sail  from  one  header  to 
another  and  backwards  into  oblivion."

We 
would  have  finished  even  sooner,  but  we 
spent  a  40  minute  'lunch  break'  in  a  parking 
lot  at  the  Brothers  on  the  way  up  to  Vallejo. 
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Chuting  the  breeze  in  the  Silver  Eagle.  The 
custom  cat  'Rocket  88',  lower  left,  shattered  the 
previous  course  record.

The  first  monohull  to  finish  was  David 
Crowe’s  MacGregor  65  Phoenix.  They  fin¬ 
ished  at  6:34  p.m.,  posting  an  elapsed  time 
of  8  hours,  34  minutes,  believed  to  be  the 
new  monohull  record.

High  Sierra  Regatta 

Fresno  YC’s  42nd  annual  High  Sierra 
Regatta,  held  over  three  weekends  in  July  on 
beautiful  Huntington  Lake,  really  packed 
’em  in  this  year.  "I’m  pretty  sure  this  one  was 
the  biggest  one  yet,"  said  race  official  Dave 
Mosher,  who  was  also  smiling  because  he 
dominated  the  surprisingly  strong  13-boat 
Holder  20  class.

In  the  next  class, 
Chris  Corlett  stacked  the  decks  of  the  once- 
invincible  Schumacher  38  Wall  Street  Duck 
with  Bay  Area  talent  (Glenn  Hansen,  Steve 
Baumhoff,  Ian  Beswick,  Alex  Monson  and 
Deb  Horn)  and  managed  a  second  place 
finish  behind  sailmaker  Dave  Ullman,  who 
flew  in  to  guest  skipper  Predator,  a  Schock 
35  from  Portland.  Meanwhile,  Don  Trask  — 
who  is  making  a  habit  out  of  selling  old 
warhorses  to  Seattle  —  helmed  Diversion  to 
victory  in  the  J/35  one  design  class.

are  marketing  the  Tillotson-Pearson-built 
boat,  which  can  be  had  for  about  $600,000 
less  sails.  That’s  expensive,  but  not 
compared  to  the  raging  'checkbook  war'  now 
being  fought  in  IMS  —  the  price  tag  on  the 
latest  European  ILC  40s  is  rumored  to  be 
around  $1  million!  The  OD-48  class,  which 
will  adhere  to  strict  one  design  rules  like  the 
Mumm  36s,  hopes  to  debut  at  January’s  Key 
West  Race  Week  with  five  boats.  Putting 


their  money  where  their  mouths  are,  the 
DeVos  brothers  have  put  Windquest  on  the 
market  and  ordered  OD-48  hull  #3. 

Brut  force,  chapter  III:  Ed  Baird,  the'v 
Floridian  who  coached  Team  New  Zealand 
to  their  lopsided  A-Cup  victory  a  few  months 
back,  captured  the  third  match  race  regatta 
on  the  Brut  by  Faberg4  Sailing  Series  in 
Sete,  France  in  early  July.  Baird  dispatched 
Bertrand  Pac4  in  the  finals,  while  Peter 
Gilmour  put  away  Thierry  Peponnet  in  the 
consolation  bracket  to  take  third.  With  three 
different  winners  (Roy  Heiner,  Peponnet,’ 
Baird)  and  only  two  venues  left  (New  York  in 
September,  Bermuda  in  October),  it’s  now 
completely  improbable  that  anyone  will 
claim  the  $250,000  bonus  for  ginning  three 
of  the  five  regattas.  No  doubt  the  Brut  board 
of  directors  is  breathing  a  huge  sigh  of  relief! 

For  his  next  act,  Baird  captured  his  second 
Grade  One  regatta  in  as  many  tries  by 
winning  the  Baltic  Match  Race  in  Kiel, 
Germany.  Baird  bested  the  likes  of  Russell 
Courts,  Bertrand  Pac4  and  Peter  Gilmour  en 
route  to  earning  a  $19,000  paycheck  — 
which  hits  his  bank  account  on  the  heels  of  a 
$25,000  check  for  winning  the  Brut  Cup  of

Year  of  the  match  race,  cont’d:  The 
perpetually  busy  St.  Francis  YC  is  gearing  up 
for  another  big  match  racing  event,  the 
IYRU’s  World  Match  Race  Championship  for 
Nations.  Scheduled  for  Sept.  24-Oct.  1,  the 


third  biennial  Nations  Cup  will  feature 
international  rockstars  jousting  in  J/24s  in 
both  open  and  women’s  divisions.  Sailors 
from  about  50  countries  are  presently 
competing  in  six  qualifying  regattas  —  like 
the  Olympics,  sailors  are  representing  their 
countries,  not  themselves,  and  there  is  prize 
money  at  stake.

Sale  boats  of  the  month:  Bob  Garvie  finally 
sold  his  invincible  N/M  43  Bullaeye  to  a 
new  owner  in  Chicago.  Not  one  to  remain 
boatless  long,  Garvie  has  ordered  a  new 
Carroll-built  N/M  39,  a  sistership  to  Dave 
Liggett’s  new  Jack  Rabbit.  Garvie’s  boat, 
however,  won’t  have  a  carbon  rig  (the  rating 
penalty  appears  to  be  too  stiff).  Both  boats 
are  expected  here  in  August.  .  .  Sail 
California  has  sold  two  43-foot  J/130s  to 
Bay  Area  owners:  Robert  Shaw,  a  top 
executive  at  Oracle  Corporation  and  a 
Sayonara  crewmember,  and  John  Moore, 
who’ll  keep  his  new  J/130  behind  his  house 
in  Ballena  Bay.  John  is  looking  forward  to 
competing  in  the  ’96  Pacific  Cup  with  his 
new  steed.  Both  boats  should  arrive  here  in 
November. 

More  sale  boats:  John  Hauser,  who  used 
to  commute  to  the  Bay  from  Pittsburg,  PA,  to 
race  his  Express  27  Mr.  Bad  Example,  just 
sold  the  boat  to  Mike  DeVries  of  the  East 
Bay.  Hauser,  in  turn,  has  purchased  an 
ancient  Chrysler  Mutineer.  "He’s  lowered  his 
sights  onto  winning  their  Nationals.  Sad,  isn’t 
it?"  said  his  good  friend  Dave  Gruver.  .  . 
Darin  Buchalter,  a  former  partner  in  the 
ll:Metre  Johnson  Controls,  just  took 
delivery  of  a  new  Melges  24  (hull  #282). 
He’ll  be  campaigning  it  with  Seadon  Wijsen 
and  Dennis  George. 

Too  little  wind:  Only  one  boat,  Jim  and 
Diana  Jessie’s  cold-molded  Lapworth  48 
Nalu  IV,  managed  to  finish  the  90-mile 
Boreas  Race  under  sail  this  year  —  and  it 
took  them  23  hours!  Fifteen  boats  partic¬ 
ipated  in  the  wind-starved  July  1  race,  which 
saw  boats  dropping  out  and  motoring  back 
to  the  Bay,  into  Half  Moon  Bay,  and  in  some 
cases  on  to  the  Moss  Landing  finish  line.  The 
Boreas  and  the  upcoming  Windjammers  are 
the  last  races  for  the  Jessies,  who  are  leaving 
to  go  cruising  in  mid-October.  .  .  The 
Singlehanded  Sailing  Society’s  South 
Beach  Race  attracted  66  entries  on  July  15. 
Unfortunately,  like  the  Three  Bridge  Fiasco 
earlier  this  year,  there  was  no  wind  —  hence, 
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no  finishers.  Two  other  regattas  that  day,  the 
Ericson  27  Regatta  and  the  South  Bay  YRA 
race  hosted  by  San  Leandro  YC,  suffered 
similar  fates. 

Too  much  wind:  64  boats  began  the 
TransTahoe  Race  on  July  8  in  a  tolerable 
20-knot  breeze.  About  eight  miles  into  the 
race,  the  wind  built  to  40-45  knots,  with 
reported  gusts  of  60  knots.  Ever  vigilant,  the 
Tahoe  Coast  Guard  made  Tahoe  YC  race 
officials  abandon  their  race  —  which  came 
too  late  for  two  broken  masts  (both  on 
Catalina  22s) ,  one  skipper’s  broken  arm,  and 
over  20  blown  sails  ("At  least  it  was  good  for 
business!"  joked  sailmaker  Dick  Pino).  Four 
people  found  themselves  in  the  water,  but 
were  successfully  retrieved  —  and  the  crew 
of  one  Melgi  was  supposedly  spotted  stand¬ 
ing  on  their  keel  to  right  their  craft.  Naturally, 
an  hour  after  the  event  was  called  off,  the 
conditions  abated.  "I  think  we  were  lucky  no 
one  got  killed,"  said  race  chairman  John 
Utter.  "We’re  also  grateful  to  the  Coast 
Guard  and  the  Placer  County  Sheriff  for  their 
help."  The  race  will  be  attempted  again  on 
August  5. 

First  notice:  It’s  not  too  early  to  start 
planning  for  the  tenth  biennial  Single- 
handed  TransPac  next  summer.  Slated  for 
a  to-be-determined  late  June  start,  the 
2,120-mile  race  promises  to  draw  more 
boats  than  usual  after  last  year’s  record- 
breaking  runs  by  Peter  Hogg  ( Aotea )  and 
Stan  Honey  (Illusion).  At  least  three  local 
singlehanders  are  training  for  the  event:  past 
SSS  commodore  Pat  Zajac  (Rusalka,  Cheoy 
Lee  Offshore  40),  James  Fryer  (whose  Wylie 
34  Cheyenne  now  sports  a  new  Omohundru 
carbon  fiber  mast  and  rudder)  and  Rob 
Macfarlane  (Tiger  Beetle,  Newport  33).  To

While  we’re  on  the  subject,  next  year’s 
West  Marine  Pacific  Cup  ("The  Fun  Race 
to  Hawaii")  will  feature  staggered  starts 
between  July  8-11.  The  2,070-mile  race  is 
supposedly  limited  to  50  boats  (down  from 
60)  this  year  due  to  space  constraints  in 
Kaneohe  Bay  —  so  get  your  entry  in  early  if 
you’re  serious  about  going!  Two  boats,  both 
from  Washington,  have  paid  up  already: 
Hooligan,  a  Carter  37,  and  the  Pyramid  45 
Fast  Company.  Call  lovely  Mary  Lovely  at 
(415)  441-4461  for  an  application  or  more 
info.  .  .  Lastly,  the  tenth  biennial  ’96 
Kenwood  Cup  will  invade  Honolulu  in  just 
about  a  year,  on  August  5-16.  Two  other 
prestigious  series  will  run  concurrently  with 
it,  the  ILC  40  Worlds  and  the  Mumm  36 
Pacific  Region  Championships.  Hopes 
are  high  that  the  K-Cup  bottomed  out  last 
year  with  only  31  entries  and  is  now  on  the 
rebound. 

National  championships:  'Wicked  Tired', 
a  team  of  Brown  and  Yale  students  led  by 
Mike  Zani  of  Providence,  RI,  captured  the 
1995  U.S.  Sailing  Team  Race  Championship 
for  the  Hinman  Trophy.  Hosted  by  New¬ 
port  Harbor  YC  on  July  14-16,  the  Vanguard 
15  three-boat  team  racing  event  drew  some 
of  the  hottest  collegiate  and  Olympic  sailors 
in  the  country.  Steve  Bourdow,  Charles 
Meade  and  Scott  Sellers  represented 
Stanford,  but  could  only  manage  to  finish 
seventh  in  the  10-team  field.  .  .  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  YC’s  Susie  Madrigali  and  crew  Jodi 


Lee,  Linda  Beck  and  Chris  Page  soundly 
spanked  a  Berkeley  YC  team  in  a  2-boat 
showdown  to  decide  who’ll  attend  the 
Adams  Cup  in  Connecticut  at  the  end  of 
September. 

Dinghy  studs:  Mik  Beatie  (of  Pier  23 
fame)  won  the  10th  Annual  Pinecrest 
Regatta,  a  low-key  Laser  event  for  'old  farts' 
hosted  by  the  SOBYC  ('Sit  On  Beach  YC'). 
The  lake  was  a  chilly  49  ° ,  so  the  contestants’ 
mates  enforced  a  'wife-jacket'  rule.  Sam 
Hock  (Jose  Cuervo )  was  runner-up,  followed 
by  Burke  Ferrari. 

More  Lasermania:  32  young  guns, 
including  some  international  talent  in  town 
for  the  following  week’s  North  Americans, 
competed  in  the  second  'modern'  edition  of 
St.  Francis  YC’s  revived  Laser  Slalom  on 
July  1-2.  Winds  were  disappointingly 
moderate,  making  the  excruciatingly  long 
double  elimination  series  more  of  a  finesse 
game  than  a  spectator-pleasing  blood  and 
guts  survival  contest.  When  the  last  race  had 
been  sailed,  Stanford  sailing  coach  Steve 
Bourdow  was  on  top  of  the  heap.  Second 
went  to  Kevin  Hall,  third  to  Alex  Carnet,  and 
fourth  to  last  year’s  winner,  Nick  Adamson. 
Other  competitors  making  it  to  the  semi¬ 
finals  were  Rod  Dawson,  John  Torgerson, 
Bern  Noack  and  Brian  Carnet.  "These  guys 
were  too  good  —  it  was  kinda  boring,  like 
watching  pro  basketball,"  observed  one 
barstool  sailor. 

Grand  prix  notes:  Frenchman  Luc  Gel- 
luseau  and  the  Corum  Sailing  Team  won  the 
inaugural  Mumm  36  World  Champion¬ 
ship  with  Corum  Watches.  The  eight  race 
series,  which  attracted  23  entries,  was  sailed 
in  the  Solent.  Second  went  to  pre-race 
favorite  Jim  Brady  on  No  Problem  (USA); 
third  was  Thomas  Friese’s  I-Punkt  (GER). . . 
Brava  Q8,  a  Farr-designed  boat  sailing  for 
Italy,  won  the  inaugural  ILC  40  World 
Championship  in  Denmark  over  a  10-boat 
field.  Francesco  deAngelis  drove,  while  Rod 
Davis  called  tactics.  The  Vrolijk-designed 
Aerosail  Anemos  was  runner-up.  All  these 
boats  will  meet  again  in  the  Admiral’s  Cup  in 
early  August.  The  U.S.  team  of  No  Problem 
(Brady),  the  Farr  ILC  40  Pigs  in  Space  (Ken 
Read)  and  the  Farr  ILC  46  Blue  Yankee 
(Steve  Benjamin/Lawrie  Smith)  is  still 
expected  to  win,  although  Blue  Yankee  may 
prove  to  be  a  weak  link.  Germany  and  Italy 
should  provide  the  best  competition. 

Blockheads:  192  boats  showed  up  for  the 
Storm  Trysail  Club’s  16th  biennial  Block 
Island  Race  Week  on  June  26-30,  the  big¬ 
gest  showing  in  over  10  years.  Held  on  a 
charming  island  ("The  Bermuda  of  the 
North")  just  12  miles  off  the  Rhode 
Island/Connecticut  border,  this  regatta  is 
second  only  to  Key  West  Race  Week  in 
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attracting  the  best  East  Coast  big  boat  talent. 
Classes  included  IMS  grand  prix,  IMS  racer/ 
cruiser,  PHRF  and  various  one  design 
classes,  notably  the  Mumm  36s  and  J/44s, 
both  of  whom  used  the  event  as  their  NAs. 
Titan,  a  N/M  46  sailed  by  the  South  African 
Admired’ s  Cup  team  and  designer  Bruce 
Nelson,  won  IMS-A.  Esmeralda,  a  hot  new 
Japanese  Farr  ILC  40,  took  IMS-B. 

Eastern  eye:  The  U.K.  cleaned  up  at  the 
’95  IYRU  Nautica  World  Youth  Sailing 
Championships  in  Bermuda  on  July  8-18. 
Rounding  out  the  top  five  countries  were 
Germany,  Australia,  New  Zealand  and 
France.  The  U.S.  finished  a  weak  sixth  out  of 
ten  countries,  with  a  second  place  finish  in 
the  Laser  II  competition  by  David  Ames  and 
P.J.  Buhler  the  only  bright  spot.  .  .  Infinity, 
John  Thomson’s  N/M  50,  won  the  racing 
division  of  the  National  IMS  Champion¬ 
ship  in  Newport,  RI,  on  July  20-23.  Bill 
Ziegler’s  N/M  49  Gem  (ex-Crazy  Horse)  was 
the  top  racer/cruiser.  Forty-six  boats 
competed  in  the  light  air,  foggy  5-race  series. 

Meanwhile,  closer  to  home:  Neville 
Throckmorton’s  Santana  22  Nirvana  won  the 
San  Leandro  Centennial  Perpetual  Reg¬ 
atta  on  July  22  —  for  the  fourth  year  in  a 
row!.  .  .

Control  your  windward  sheeting  traveler 
car  from  a  remote  location. 

Windward  sheeting  traveler  cars  allow  the  traveler  to 
be  pulled  above  the  centerline  without  releasing  the  leeward 
control  line.  Racing  sailors  love  windward  sheeting  cars,  but 
traditionally  they  have  been  used  on  boats  where  the  traveler 
is  in  the  cockpit  with  the  crew.  This  is  because  the  cams  are 
on  the  car  and  to  release  the  car  to  leeward  in  a  gust  you 
must  release  the  line  at  the  cleat  (X). 

This  limitation  frustrated  many  catamaran  sailors,  who  are 
often  well  away  from  the  traveler,  especially  in  light  air  when 
the  ability  to  pull  the  car  above  the  centerline  is  most  impor¬ 
tant.  Some  clever  guys  have  devised  a  method  to  allow  the 
windward  sheeting  car  to  be  pulled  to  windward  or  released 
from  a  remote  location.  This  iayout  is  designed  for  small 
boats  using  2:1  controls  -  larger  boats  with  4:1  or  6:1 
controls  will  find  too  much  friction  in  the  tackle  and  won’t 
find  this  arrangement  satisfactory. 

The  remote  system  involves  a  double-ended  control  line 
on  each  side  of  the  boat.  This  line  is  a  loose  loop  and  is 
secured  in  two  cams:  the  one  on  the  car  and  one  positioned 
where  the  crew  can  easily  access  it.  The  control  line  leads 
from  the  car  cam,  around  a  turning  block  and  to  the  crew. 

The  other  end,  which  would  traditionally  be  dead-ended, 
leads  through  a  turning  block  and  to  the  crew  where  it  is 
secured  in  a  cam  cleat. 

To  pull  the  car  above  the  centerline,  simply  pull  the  line 
that  leads  from  the  cam  on  the  car  (1 ).  To  release  the  car 
in  a  gust,  remove  it  from  the  cleat  (2)  and  dump  the  car. 

This  is  just  another  of  many  examples  of  sailors 
showing  us  how  to  use  our  hardware  better.  If  you’ve 
got  a  racing  tip  you’d  like  to  share,  let  us  hear  from  you.

La  Tortuga  —  35-Ft.  Junk  Rig 
Jerry  &  Olivia  Arrigoni 
Galapagos  Islands 
(Redwood  City)  N 

For  the  last  18  months  we’ve  been 
cruising  down  the  coast  of  the  Americas: 
Mexico,  Guatemala,  Costa  Rica  and 
Panama.  All  of  them  were  great,  although  we 
especially  wish  we  had  more  time  to  explore 
the  islands  of  Panama.  But  since  our 
ultimate  goal  is  Sardinia,  we  had  to  start 
heading  west,  which  is  why  we’re  now  in  the 
Galapagos. 

Our  passage  from  Panama  to  the 
Galapagos  was  —  from  what  I  gather  — 
typical:  10.5  days  to  weather.  There  was 
wind,  right  on  the  nose,  at  10  to  15  knots 
most  of  the  way.  As  we  started  to  close  on 
the  islands,  the  wind  came  around  to  the 
southeast. 

Contrary  to  what  we’d  been  told,  we  were 
able  to  stop  at  both  Wreck  Bay  and 
Academy  Bay.  In  fact,  we  got  fuel  at  Wreck 
Bay  from  the  navy.  It  was  just  $2/gallon  — 
delivered  to  our  boat.  After  three  days  at 
Wreck  Bay,  we  asked  the  port  captain  if  we 
could  go  to  Academy  Bay.  He  said  we  could

and  even  called  to  arrange  it. 

After  Wreck  Bay,  Academy  Bay  seemed 
like  a  big  city.  There  were  mechanics,  hotels, 


a  supermarket,  fruit,  veggies,  and  a  lot  of 
other  stuff.  Tours  are  a  bit  expensive  here, 
but  there  are  a  lot  of  interesting  things  to  see. 
Most  of  the  cruising  boats  at  Academy  Bay 
have  been  getting  at  least  a  week’s  stay  from 
the  port  captain.  If  you  take  some  of  the 
tours,  chances  are  you’ll  be  allowed  to  stay 
even  longer.  x 

We  paid  $30  in  fees  at  Wreck  Bay,  and 
another  $15  at  Academy  Bay.  Forty-five 
dollars  for  eight  days  isn’t  bad,  all  things 
considered.  By  the  way,  Academy  Bay  is  a 
very  roily  anchorage. 

But  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  head  west 
again,  so  tomorrow  we’re  off  to  the 
Marquesas.  We’ll  write  again  from  the  South 
Pacific,  and  hopefully  a  few  more  times 
before  Sardinia.

Pelican  —  Westsail  32

The  Ala  Mo'  Broach 
(Bodega  Bay) 

We  were  moored  at  the  Transient  Dock  of 
the  Ala  Wai  Yacht  Harbor  this  June  when 
record  surf  hit  the  south-facing  shore  of  the 
Hawaiian  Islands.  The  surf  was  the  result  of 
a  weather  system  in  the  New  Zealand  area. 

Early  one  morning,  a  Cal  40  attempted  to 
enter  the  Ala  Wai  Channel.  The  skipper 
turned  back  to  sea  once,  but  when  the  seas 
seemed  to  moderate,  he  decided  to  go  for  it. 
As  the  Cal  cleared  the  first  set  of  buoys,  huge 
swells  formed  on  the  horizon.  The  first  wave 
broke  across  the  entire  width  of  the  channel, 
picked  the  Cal  up  and  almost  broached. 

The  boat  recovered,  but  there  was  an 
even  larger  wave  right  behind  the  first.  This 
one  lay  the  old  Ceil  on  her  side  —  see  the 
accompanying  series  of  photos  —  and  threw 
the  skipper  overboard.  Fortunately,  the  boat 
popped  right  back  up  —  and  slowly  started 
circling  backwards  out  of  the  channel.  The 
skipper  swam  back  to  his  boat  and  pulled 
himself  back  aboard.  He  then  motored  out  to 
sea. 

Two  days  later  we  spoke  with  the  skipper. 
He  explained  that  he  was  alone  at  the  time 
of  the  incident,  and  was  not  tethered  to  the 
boat  with  a  safety  harness  when 
overwhelmed  by  the  waves.  He  said  that 
when  the  boat  rolled  on  her  side,  he 


reverse.  While  going  overboard,  he 
somehow  also  managed  to  lose  his  pants! 
The  skipper  figures  that  he  had  to  swim  30 
yards  to  catch  up  with  his  circling  boat.  Once 
he  climbed  aboard,  it  wasn’t  completely 
over,  as  he  was  dangerously  close  to  a  reef 
outside  the  channel.  But  he  managed  to 
make  it  back  out  to  sea  without  further 
incident. 

The  skipper  had  been  monitoring 
Channel  16,  and  reports  that  no  mention 
had  been  made  of  high  surf.  The  day  before, 
in  fact,  we’d  watched  numerous  boats 
coming  in  and  out  of  the  Ala  Wai  with  the 
same  kind  of  swell  running.  One  boat  inside 
the  harbor  circled  six  times  before  'going  for 
it'.  He  was  a  local  headed  for  a  daysail.  We 
wonder  if  he  realized  he  was  going  to  have 
to  surf  through  10  feet  of  whitewater  to  get 
home  that  afternoon? 

After  the  incident  with  the  Cal,  many 
channel  entrances  —  including  the  Ala  Wai 
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For  the  second  month  in  a  row,  our  lead 
‘Changes'  sequence  is  of  a  former  San  Francisco 
boat  taking  a  Hawaiian  pounding.  She  survived. 

—  were  closed  for  the  next  several  days. 
Better  late  than  never. 

P.S.  The  Cal  40  is  out  of  San  Francisco, 
but  as  a  courtesy  to  the  skipper  —  who  has 
thousands  of  cruising  miles  under  his  belt 
and  who  has  come  through  the  Ala  Wai 
entrance  many  times  —  we  have  elected  to 
withhold  his  and  the  boat’s  name.

No  doubt  surfers  and 
the  weather  forecasters  had  been  tracking  the 
swell  all  the  way  up  the  Pacific  —  and  even 
more  fervently  once  it  started  pounding  the 
Big  Island  to  the  south. 

Sights  like  those  shown  in  your  husband’s 
photos  are  not  that  uncommon  in  Hawaii 
during  a  good  summer  south  swell  —  but 
they  are  certainly  best  avoided. 

You  know  what  else  we’d  like  to  know? 
What  Pelican  is  doing  in  Hawaii  and  what 
your  plans  are?  You  neglected  to  mention.

We’ve  written  many  times  in  the  past,  but 
not  lately.  We  left  on  our  current  trip  in 
November  of  1991,  and  have  visited  the 
Marquesas,  Penrhyn,  American  Samoa, 
Tonga,  New  Caledonia,  Australia,  New 


Zealand,  Australia  and  then  sailed  back  to 
New  Zealand.  We  just  had  to  see  the  Bay  of 
Islands  —  a  beautiful  cruising  ground  — 
twice. 

It  would  be  a  joy  to  be  here  in  New 
Zealand  but  for  the  government’s  current 
attempt  at  extorting  money  from  cruisers  by 
way  of  the  recently  passed  Article  21.  Many 
boats  have  protested  by  simply  leaving  New 
Zealand  without  clearing  out.  For  now,  the 
government  has  dropped  the  $75  (NZ) 
charge,  but  the  rumbling  is  that  the  fees  will 
be  reinstated  next  year.  We  won’t  return  to 
New  Zealand,  as  the  legislation  is  unfair  and 
not  adequately  defined.  Real  boating  safety 
lies  in  education  and  experience,  not  just  in 
pushing  buttons,  operating  electronics  and 
having  certain  gear  aboard. 

On  another  subject,  does  anyone  know 
anything  about  the  status  of  a  test  for 
ciguatera  that  was  to  be  released?  Last  year 
Chemtect  wrote  to  say  they  would  let  us 
know  as  soon  as  the  test  was  available  to  the 
public,  but  we  haven’t  heard  from  them 
since.  As  we’ll  soon  be  returning  to  the 
tropics  —  where  ciguatera  is  all  too  common 
—  we’d  love  to  have  the  test.  We’ve 
contracted  ciguatera  twice  already  —  once 
very  severely.  It’s  too  debilitating  for  us  to 
get  it  again.  And  as  we  are  lactovo 
vegetarians,  fish  constitutes  a  large  part  of 
our  diet  when  we’re  out  cruising.  So  if 
anybody  has  any  information,  we’d  love  to 
hear  about  it.

get  underway  from  New  Zealand.  We’re  aU 
doing  fine  except  for  the  occasional 
withdrawal  symptom.  Civilization  can  be 
seductive:  hot  showers,  supermarkets  and 
Bart  Simpson  weekdays  at  1800.  But  being 
underway  gets  us  back  to  Nature,  so  to 
speak.  Out  on  blue  water,  our  lives  slow 
down  and  more  time  is  spent  thinking.  Just 
thinking. 

Under  the  midnight  sky,  thousands  of  sea 
miles  from  the  nearest  telephone,  life’s  little 
mysteries  come  into  focus.  Halfway  to 
Vanuatu,  for  example,  the  dogwatch  found 
itself  discussing  why  a  seagull’s  knee  bends 
in  the  opposite  direction  of  humans’  .  Such  is 
the  luxury  of  deep  water.  But  the  last  leg  of 
the  cruise  has  brought  us  up  against  a 
question  of  greater  importance:  Are  we 
cruisers  just  more  of  'tour  boat  terrorism'  that 
is  destroying  the  native  cultures  worldwide, 
albeit  on  a  smaller  scale? 

In  late  May,  we  anchored  off  the 
Pentecost  Islands  to  see  the  last  'land  diving' 
of  the  year.  Readers  will  recall  land  diving 
from  the  National  Geographic  specials,  in 
which  native  men  launch  themselves 
headfirst  off  35  meter  tall  towers,  with  just 
vines  attached  to  their  ankles.  For  a  dive  to 
be  'successful',  the  jumper  must  make  actual 
contact  with  the  ground!  It’s  both  a  puberty 
thing  as  well  as  the  traditional  way  to 
guarantee  a  fruitful  yam  harvest. 

So  we  arrived  early  at  the  dive  site  and 
milled  about  with  the  locals  and  the  mostly 
French  tour  groups.  Our  first  intimation  that 
all  was  not  right  in  paradise  was  the  concrete 
monument  next  to  the  admission  booth: 
"This  cement  writing  is  to  give  us  the 
memory  of  the  Italian  Cruise  Company,  Star 
Lauru.  Their  cruise  ship  Achille  Lauro  was 
the  first  big  cruise  ship  to  call  on  Pentecost 
Island  on  22/4/92.  The  contract  was  signed 
by  Luke  Fargo,  on  behalf  of  Pentecost 
People,  with  the  Star  Lauru  Office  in 
Sydney,  Australia." 

Could  the  curse  of  the  untuckiest  ship  of 
the  20th  Century  have  reached  these  idyllic 
islands?  Then  we  learned  the  admission 
price  was  $75  U.S.  per  person!  And  it  was 
$225  if  we  wanted  to  bring  a  camera!  Sticker 
shock  city.  Our  cruising  guide,  only  two 
years  old,  suggested  a  donation  of  $10. 

While  we  were  explaining  to  the  ticket 
taker  why  we  couldn’t  go  in,  Luke  Fargo 
himself  showed  up.  We  found  ourselves 
telling  a  middle-aged  native  dressed  in 
nothing  more  than  a  penis  wrapper  about 
the  subtleties  of  a  yachtsman’s  budget  and 
how  we  might  be  a  different  species  than 
cruise  ship  tourists.  Fargo  didn’t  believe  us. 


Then  quicker  than  you  can  be  flipped  off 
in  Manhattan  traffic,  Fargo’s  demeanor 
changed  from  that  of  a  simple  native  to  that 
of  an  IRS  auditor.  While  the  tour  groups 
formed  up  to  enter  the  site,  we  were  told  in 
no  uncertain  terms  that  we  were  not 
welcome  at  the  site,  outside  the  site,  in  the 
village,  on  the  island  —  or  in  Vanuatu  at  all. 
"Go,  go!  Why  did  you  come  here?"  said 
Fargo. 

It  seems  we  just  couldn’t  remember.  As 
we  left,  our  friendly  acquaintances  from  the 
previous  days  could  only  shrug:  custom  is 
custom. 

Luke  Fargo  and  his  people  think  they  are 
on  to  a  good  thing.  We  learned  that  another 
land  dive  was  scheduled  two  days  later  for 
the  cruise  ship  World  Discoverer,  and  that 
for  $6,000  U.S.  they  would  bungee  jump  for 
us,  too.  We’d  have  to  book  early  though,  as 
there  are  only  so  many  days  a  year  when  the 
vines  have  the  required  elasticity.  (They  are, 
however,  experimenting  with  a  hybrid  vine 
from  Papua  New  Guinea  that  might  prove 
superior  year  ’round.) 

All  told,  we’ll  probably  just  wait  a  few 
years  and  catch  the  land  diving  show  at  the 
Sheraton  International  in  Port  Vila.  All  the 
panache  and  none  of  the  hassle  of  sailing

thousands  of  miles  to  get  there.  As  we 
walked  back  to  our  dinghy,  we  noticed  the 
barbed  wire  fence  for  the  first  time.  It 
surrounds  the  village,  and  though  it’s  not  a 
serious  obstacle  to  any  intruder,  two-legged 
or  four,  it  was  a  barbed  wire  fence  just  the 
same.  The  first  we’d  seen  in  the  South 
Pacific. 

Later,  while  discussing  the  Vanuatu 
entrepreneurial  spirit  with  some  Peace  Corps 
volunteers,  one  related  an  experience  she 
had  teaching  English  on  the  island.  Hoping 
to  spark  some  earth  consciousness,  she 
asked  her  class  to  imagine  that  a  rare  and 
endangered  albino  sea  turtle  lived  in  their 
bay,  and  to  write  a  story  about  it.  She  was 
disappointed  to  find  most  students  wanted  to 
keep  it  in  a  cage  and  charge  tourists  to  look 
at  it. 

So,  are  we  part  of  the  'pollution' 
despoiling  these  islands?  Perhaps.  But  one 
might  argue  a  numbers  thing.  Taken 
completely  out  of  context,  Carl  Jung  said, 
"Any  large  company  composed  of  wholly 
admirable  people  has  the  personality  and 
intelligence  of  an  unwieldy,  stupid  and 


destructive  animal.  Senatus  bestia,  senatores 
boni  viri."  That  explains  who  the  fence  is  for. 

And  then  there  are  the  cameras.  Imagine 
you’ve  been  invited  to  a  shark-calling. 
Interesting  stuff;  and  they  enjoy  your  interest 
and  company.  As  the  sun  sets,  you  and  your 
host  squat  on  the  rocky  shore.  Then,  as  the 
man  claps  the  water  with  coconut  shells,  you 
take  out  your  Fujimatic  2000  and  squeeze 
one  off.  Poof!  Instantly  his  eyes  glaze  over 
and  the  warmth  is  gone.  What  happened?

Meridian  Passage  —  Valiant  40 
A1  &  Sandy  Fricke 
Seven  Happy  Months  In  Mexico 
(San  Mateo) 

We’d  like  to  let  all  our  friends  —  both  'out 
there'  and  in  the  Bay  Area  —  know  that 
Meridian  Passage  is  back  home,  safe  and 
sound,  after  the  long,  cold,  miserable  uphill 
slog  from  Cabo  San  Lucas.  We’re  an 
example  of  a  couple  who  never  thought  they 
could  take  time  out  to  fulfill  a  cruising 
dream,  but  with  the  support  of  family  and 
friends  managed  to  take  seven  months  off  for 
a  season  in  Mexico. 

For  three  years  prior  to  taking  off,  we  kept 

,  ‘Meridan  Passage'  anchored  at  Honeymoon  Cove, 
Baja.  That's  Puerto  Escondido  and  the  majestic 
Sierra  Cigantica  mountains  in  the  background. 
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kept  a  'Mexico  file',  consisting  mainly  of 
articles  and  information  found  in  Latitude. 
And  we  followed  Latitude’s  advice  on 
itinerary,  getting  as  far  south  as  soon  as 
possible,  spending  six  weeks  in  wonderful 
Zihautanejo.  But  we  were  surprised  that  the 
results  of  the  professionally-organized 
annual  regatta  from  Z-town  to  Isla  Grande 
were  published  in  the  New  York  Times  and 
the  London  Herald  —  but  not  in  Latitude. 

We  were  nonetheless  proud  of  our  second 
place  overall  finish  and  the  jewelry  prizes  — 
provided  by  Baja  Ha-Ha  vet  Dulcinea  — 
although  we’re  still  not  sure  how  the  larger 
Miss  Teak  II  took  first  despite  finishing 
behind  us.  We  do  know  that  Katherine  F.  — 
a  racer  and  the  committee  boat  —  started  an 
hour  after  the  official  start  because  their  crew 
hadn’t  finished  breakfast  ashore  yet!  They 
later  penalized  the  rest  of  us  for  starting 
'early'.  It  was  that  kind  of  race. 

One  low  point  of  our  cruise  was  hitting 
what  we  believe  was  a  submerged  whale 
while  motoring  during  daylight  hours  from 
Isla  Isabella  to  Chacala.  We  never  saw  the 
whale,  but  there  were  whales  in  the  area  and 
the  bent  strut  and  engine  knocked  off  its 
mounts  were  clearly  done  by  something  soft. 
In  addition,  we  'rode  up'  on  whatever  it  was 
we  hit. 

The  other  low  point  was  the  52°  air  and 
water  temperature  I  encountered  during  the 
five  week  trip  back  up  to  San  Francisco.  I 
couldn’t  get  over  how  damn  cold  it  was!  In 
addition,  the  current  was  against  me  and  the 
wind  never  blew  less  than  18  knots.  Sandy, 
on  the  other  hand,  had  ended  our  cruise 
with  a  great  taste  in  her  mouth  because  she 
flew  home  from  Cabo. 

The  high  points  were  a  trip  inland  to 
Morelia  /  Patzcuaro,  making  many  new 
friends,  shedding  some  of  our  ignorance 
about  Mexico  and  its  people,  and  some  great 
fishing.  Things  that  worked  well  for  us  were: 

1) Our  1977  Valiant  40. 

2)  The  Isotherm  refrigerator/freezer 
system  installed  by  Peter  The  Patience  of 
Job'  at  Sailworks  in  Alameda. 

3)  Our  Alpha  3000  autopilot  and  other 
electronics  installed  by  Star  Marine 
Electronics  of  Alameda. 

4)  The  ham  and  SSB  radios  installed  by 
Farallon  Electronics  of  Sausalito. 

While  the  ham  was  great,  we’ll  never 
forget  'Bernie’s  Net'  on  4060  SSB,  which 
became  part  of  our  nightly  routine.  We  first 
met  Bernie  and  June  Francis  aboard  their 
Tayana  37  Quest  in  Sausalito,  which  they’d 
sailed  down  from  Bremerton.  He  started 
what  he  called  the  'Southbound  Cruisers’ 


Net'  on  SSB,  and  it  spread  like  wildfire.  He 
had  as  many  as  60  or  70  boats  calling  in  a 
night  during  the  height  of  the  season. 

One  of  the  reasons  Bemie’s  Net  was  so 
popular  is  that  many  cruisers  have  SSB 
radios  rather  than  ham  radios.  In  addition, 
many  of  the  ham  nets  are  relatively  ingrown 
communities  dominated  by  people  who’ve 
been  in  Mexico  for  years  and  aren’t  actively 
cruising.  But  with  Bernie’s  Net,  we  found  a 
great  source  of  information  for  active 
cruisers,  and  a  great  place  for  active  cruisers 
to  stay  in  contact  with  one  another.  In 
addition,  Bernie  had  flair,  the  great 
assistance  of  his  wife,  and  a  radio  that  really 
boomed. 

Bemie’s  SSB  net  was  so  successful,  that 
all  the  folks  headed  across  the  Pacific  to  the 
Marquesas  started  their  own  SSB  net.  So  did 
the  folks  heading  for  Costa  Rica  and 
Panama.  As  for  Bernie,  he’s  in  San  Juanico 
and  his  net  is  still  going  strong.  By  the  way, 
while  Bernie  always  called  it  the 
'Southbound  Cruisers’  Net',  everyone  else 
referred  to  it  as  'Bernie’s  Net'. 

5)  Solar  panels  are  definitely  the  way  to 
go  in  sunny  Mexico  —  although  we  could 
have  used  more.  We  ran  into  tons  of  boats

that  had  five  and  six  solar  panels  each.  Many 
of  them  —  like  Gray  Max  and  Scallywag  — 
got  enough  juice  from  their  solar  panels  to 
run  both  their  watermakers  and 
refrigerator/freezers.  We  would  have  loved  it 
if  I  didn’t  have  to  run  our  engine  for 
electricity. 

6)  Big  dinghy  wheels  were  a  necessity 
when  beaching  the  dink. 

7)  The  small  Caframo  fold-up  fans  are  a 
must. 

8)  So  are  big  canvas  bags  for  lugging 
groceries. 

Things  that  didn’t  work  well  for  us  were: 

1)  Those  damn  roll-up  Handi-Hoses  sold 
at  West  Marine.  Every  one  we  saw  — 
including  our  brand  new  one  —  became  like 
those  garden  soakers  after  just  a  few  uses. 

2)  A  number  of  women  experienced 
hormonal-like  reactions  to  the  sustained  heat 
in  Z-town. 

3)  All  the  pasta  we  bought.  Trying  to  boil 
water  in  the  heat  of  Mexico  is  out  of  the 
question. 

4)  Our  old  hoses  for  our  head.  There  was 
so  much  calcification  on  the  inside  that  not 
even  water  would  flow  through. 
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When  we  visited  Mexico  by  land,  cruisers 
always  gobbled  up  all  the  Latitudes  we 
brought  down.  We,  in  turn,  loved  each  of  the 
issues  we  scored  on  the  trip  —  and  later 
realized  that  Latitude  provided  all  our  of 
news  for  seven  months.  You  could  at  least 
have  told  us  that  Joe  Montana  had  retired! 

If  anyone  is  interested,  we’d  be  more  than 
happy  to  discuss  our  trip  with  anyone  else 
contemplating  a  similar  trip.  My  wife  and  I 
are  still  very  involved  in  our  professions,  but 
have  dreams  of  eventually  doing  the  length 
of  the  East  Coast  as  well  as  the  Pacific 
Northwest.

My  father  was  the  consummate  'armchair 
sailor'.  He  read  every  book  about  cruising  he 
could  lay  his  hands  on.  In  the  course  of  his 
readings,  he  traveled  around  the  world  at 
least  twice:  on  Wanderer  III  with  Eric 
Hiscock,  and  in  Harry  Pidgeon’s  body 
around  the  world  singlehanded  aboard 
Islander.  He  also  read  many  fictional  sea 
tales,  and  studied  cruising  and  racing  by 
absorbing  as  many  books  about  the  sport  as 


he  could. 

He  first  took  me  sailing  in  rented  sailboats 
on  Newport  Harbor  when  I  was  five.  He 
bought  his  first  boat  when  I  was  12.  Over  a 
span  of  26  years,  he  would  own  five  different 
sailboats.  In  the  last  years  of  his  life,  he 
talked  about  what  it  would  be  like  to  'retire' 
and  the  places  he  would  go. 

My  father  was  a  respected  sole 
practitioner  lawyer  in  the  Los  Angeles  legal 
community.  But  he  also  felt  tied  down  by  his 
practice.  He  wasn’t  a  risk-taker  and  never 
wanted  to  practice  law  with  others,  so  he  felt 
that  he  couldn’t  give  up  the  income  from  his 
practice  to  fulfill  his  book-induced  dreams. 
His  big  concern  was  that  he  wasn’t  sure  he 
would  have  enough  money  to  live  on  when 
he  was  90!  A  familiar  story? 

When  I  graduated  from  law  school  in 
1963,  he  finally  consented  to  take  a  big  risk; 
he  hired  me.  I  told  him  then  that  I  shared  his 
dreams  of  cruising,  but  ultimately  wanted  to 
be  surrounded  by  others  in  the  law  practice 
so  I  wouldn’t  feel  as  tied  down  as  he  did.  He 
agreed  to  make  it  a  long  term  goal.  After  we 
practiced  together  for  six  years,  we  hired  our 
first  lawyer.  At  the  time  things  were  going 
well  for  my  parents.  They  had  five 
grandchildren  to  enjoy,  they  liked  cruising 
their  Ericson  35  Decision  in  Southern 
California,  and  my  dad  and  I  actively  raced 
the  boat  as  well.  Then  suddenly  their  world 
turned  upside  down. 

In  1971  my  parents  were  involved  in  an 
automobile  accident  in  which  my  mother  lost 
her  life.  My  dad,  who  was  almost  killed  as 
well,  was  devastated  to  lose  his  mate  of  35 
years.  After  he  finally  recovered,  we  would 
often  go  to  lunch  and  he  would  talk  about  a 
future  that  suddenly  seemed  so  different 
from  what  he’d  planned.  He  spoke  of 
retirement,  but  couldn’t  bring  himself  to  let 
go.  Again  and  again  I  told  him  to  live  today 
and  not  worry  about  tomorrow.  "Tomorrow 
will  take  care  of  itself,"  I  said. 

In  the  early  '70s,  my  father  was  diagnosed 
as  having  cancer.  He  died  in  surgery  two 
years  later,  having  passed  away  without 
having  fulfilled  his  cruising  dreams.  On  the 
spot  I  made  I  made  it  clear  to  myself  that  if  I 
expected  to  be  able  to  actually  go  long 
distance  cruising,  I  would  have  to  be 
prepared  to  set  a  time  and,  most  importantly, 
be  able  to  let  go. 

I  was  very  busy  with  work  for  several 
years  thereafter,  and  couldn’t  even  think 
about  owning  a  boat.  But  finally,  in  1976, 
my  wife  Jamie  and  I  bought  a  Peterson 
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Contessa  35,  a  fine  Doug  Peterson  IOR  boat, 
which  we  also  named  Decision.  Over  the 
next  eight  years,  we  raced  extensively  and 
cruised  the  boat  in  Southern  California  with 
our  children.  However,  in  the  early  '80s  the 
writing  was  on  the  wall  for  the  IOR  rule,  and 
I  knew  if  I  was  going  to  fulfill  my  cruising 
dream,  I  had  better  settle  on  a  more 
appropriate  boat.  This  meant  a  boat  more 
oriented  to  cruising  than  racing. 

Jamie  was  insistent  that  the  boat  have  an 
owner’s  stateroom  aft  for  liveaboard  privacy 
and  comfort.  This  meant  a  center  cockpit 
boat  —  an  anathema  to  any  racing  sailor 
accustomed  to  steering  from  the  back  of  the 
boat!  Nonetheless,  we  still  felt  that  if  you 
could  keep  the  profile  down,  there  was  no 
reason  why  a  center  cockpit  could  not  be 
placed  on  a  fast,  light  to  medium 
displacement  boat.  It  would  just  be  as  though 
you  were  steering  from  the  aft  of  a  smaller 
boat. 

Since  a  boat  of  that  concept  hadn’t  been 
built  yet,  we  consulted  with  Northern 
California  naval  architect  Carl  Schumacher, 
who  had  done  a  brilliant  keel  redesign  on 
our  Contessa.  For  several  years  Schumacher 
had  been  secretly  working  on  a  new  design. 
Finally,  as  the  consequence  of  some 
incredible  coincidences  and  karma,  Oyster 
Marine  of  Great  Britain,  a  well-respected 
manufacturer  of  custom  yachts,  became 
interested  in  the  design  for  production  in 
their  line  of  boats.  We  sold  our  Contessa  in 
,1986,  and  in  1987  —  in  partnership  with 
Oyster  —  our  present  boat  was  completed 
and  appeared  at  the  London  Boat  Show. 
She  was  the  prototype  of  the  new  Oyster 


After  30  years  of  hard  work  and  raising  a  family, 
Paul  and  Jamie  Berger  made  the  decision  to 
follow  the  dream  his  father  never  got  around  to. 
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Lightwave  48,  and  we  .christened  her 
Decision.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  show,  she 
was  shipped  to  Los  Angeles.  We  had  taken 
the  first  step. 

Over  the  next  six  years,  Jamie  and  I 
cruised  Decision  throughout  Southern 
California  and  twice  to  Mexico.  But  we  had 
to  mix  these  cruises  with  our  commitments  to 
work,  which  prevented  both  of  us  from  being 
away  from  our  offices  for  more  than  a  couple 
of  weeks  at  a  time.  Clearly  not  the  thing 
cruising  plans  are  made  of. 

By  1993,  the  firm  had  grown  to  75 
lawyers  and  I  had  been  the  managing 
partner  for  almost  20  years.  I  had  power, 
prestige,  a  big  office  —  all  the  perks.  Our 
kids  were  grown  and  supporting  themselves 
in  their  respective  careers.  But  I  still  couldn’t 
bring  myself  to  let  go.  And  if  I  let  go,  in 
which  direction  would  I  head?  What  about 
the  future?  How  was  I  going  to  fulfill  my 
pledge  to  myself  if  I  couldn’t  make  a 
decision? 

Jamie  was  very  supportive  of  the  goal  of 
cruising,  even  though  she  had  a  good  job  as 
a  field  representative  and  scheduler  for  a 
U.S.  Congressman.  She  said  that  we  should 
fulfill  the  pledge  and  she  would  be  delighted 
to  give  up  her  position  to  do  it.  It  was  1  who 
was  having  trouble  letting  go.  I  think  she  was 
probably  just  fearful  of  what  a  crotchety  guy 
1  would  probably  be  to  live  with  if  10  years 
later  I  looked  back  and  muttered,  "We  should 
have  done  it  —  and  /  chickened  out!" 

During  that  period,  to  make  sure  we 
would  truly  enjoy  the  cruising  life,  we  sailed 
Decision  doublehanded  on  a  fast  six-day 
passage  from  Marina  del  Rey  to  Puerto 
Vallarta.  We  found  that  we  could  indeed 
enjoy  the  cruising  life  and  had  a  great 
vehicle  on  which  to  do  it.  Finally,  the 
decision  was  made  for  us;  Oyster  asked  us  if 
we  would  be  interested  in  taking  Decision  on

an  extended  promotional  tour  of  the  Med 
commencing  in  1994.  Secure  in  thev 
knowledge  we  had  a  boat  that  we  could 
handle  at  sea  and  live  comfortably  on  for 
prolonged  periods  of  time,  we  happily  said 
we’d  be  delighted  to  do  it.  And  Jamie  and  I 
let  go  —  just  like  that! 

In  June  of  1993,  I  notified  my  law  firm 
that  I  didn’t  want  to  be  managing  partner, 
nor  bill  full  time  hours  anymore.  I  was  going 
cruising.  Shortly  thereafter,  Jamie  notified 
the  Congressman  that  she  was  leaving.  While 
it  may  have  come  as  a  shock  to  some,  the 
reality  is  that  all  of  our  family,  friends  and 
my  partners  and  good  clientsvknew  that  this 
was  going  to  happen.  We  couldn’t  hide  the 
signals  that  preceded  it. 

During  the  next  six  months,  Jamie  and  I 
diligently  worked  to  smooth  the  various 
transition  steps  necessary  in  our  business 
and  personal  lives  to  bring  off  the  trip.  We 
also  made  the  decision  where  to  go:  We’d 
truck  the  boat  in  April  of  '94  to  Annapolis, 
Maryland,  then  put  her  back  into  sailing 
condition  for  a  month  of  shakedowns  on 
Chesapeake  Bay.  Then  we’d  sail  from 
Norfolk  to  the  Med  by  way  of  the  Azores  in 
late  May.  We  divided  up  our  responsibilities, 
and  made  list  upon  list,  checking  off  the 
items. 

D-Day  for  trucking  arrived,  and  every 
important  item  on  the  lists  had  been  checked 
off.  We  said  goodbye  to  Decision  in  Marina 
del  Rey,  and  six  days  later  said  hello  to  her 
in  Annapolis.  Two  days  later  we  were  sailing 
on  the  Chesapeake.

Drogued  —  And  Liking  It 

(North  Vancouver,  B.C.) 

While  cruising  in  the  Sea  of  Cortez,  I 
came  across  a  weathered  old  copy  of 
Latitude  —  or  at  least  what  was  left  of  it.  It 
was  the  only  good  reading  material  to  be 
found  in  the  Santa  Rosalia  Marina  book 
exchange  —  unless  you  like  sleazy  romance 
novels  that  are  usually  found  abandoned  in 
laundromats. 

In  that  issue  of  Latitude  there  was  a  letter 
inquiring  about  drogues.  It  made  me  think  of 
all  the  cruisers  we  met  on  our  way  down 
from  Alaska  this  year  who  neglected  to  carry 
this  important  piece  of  equipment.  I’m  not 
saying  that  everybody  should  run  out  and  by 
a  series  drogue,  but  a  prudent  sailor  will 
have  some  warps  or  drogues  of  some 
description  that  can: 


1)  Be  deployed  quickly  and  easily; 

2)  From  strong  attachment  points;  and, 

3)  Most  importantly,  have  been  tried  to 
ensure  effectiveness. 

The  series  drogue  we  have  is  designed  to 
prevent  the  capsize  of  boats  —  monohulls 
and  multihulls  —  in  the  event  of  large, 
breaking  waves.  We  found  it  to  be  effective 
in  that  regard  while  sailing  off  the  southern 
coast  of  Oregon.  But  the  surprising  thing  is 
that  you  don’t  have  to  experience  storm 
force  winds  in  order  to  get  good  use  out  of  a 
drogue.  We  employed  our  drogue  to 
improve  the  motion  of  our  boat  during  nasty 
conditions  off  the  coast  of  Baja. 

Early  in  the  season,  we  were  sailing  our 
35-foot  pilothouse  sloop  Privateer  II  off  of 
Oregon.  We  had  a  crew  of  four,  myself 
included.  We  could  have  easily  sailed  my 
boat  in  the  25  knot  winds  that  had  been 
forecast,  but  instead  it  blew  30  to  40  knots 
for  10  hours.  As  a  result,  we  were  surfing  at 
between  8  and  11  knots  with  just  the 
working  jib  up.  Soon  the  steering  system 
started  showing  signs  of  strain.  First  a  cable 
on  the  outside  steering  station  broke,  forcing 
to  us  the  inside  steering  station. 

By  the  following  morning,  the  seas  were

much  bigger  and  confused.  None  of  us  had 
eaten  or  slept  properly  for  30  hours,  and  we 
all  felt  seasick.  We  discussed  our  options.  We 
could  heave  to,  but  that  meant  someone 
would  have  to  go  to  the  foredeck.  Or,  we 
could  put  out  the  series  drogue  that  Rita,  my 
First  Mate,  had  created  only  too  weeks 
before.  No  volunteers  stepped  forward  to  do 
the  foredeck  work  required  for  heaving  to. 
Then,  as  the  discussion  continued,  the  helm 
went  limp  in  my  hands.  We  had  no  steering! 

I  immediately  dashed  outside,  opened  the 
cockpit  lazarette,  and  attached  the  drogue 
bridle  to  the  backstay  chainplates.  Then  I 
started  feeding  the  250  feet  of  line  and  the 
cones  that  make  up  our  series  drogue.  The 
drogue  only  took  a  few  minutes  to  deploy, 
but  once  set,  permitted  the  boat  to  ride  out  a 
Force  8  gale  that  lasted  another  30  hours. 

It’s  important  to  note  that  if  the  drogue 
hadn’t  been  properly  stowed  and  ready  to 
go,  there  was  no  way  I  could  have  organized 
it  in  the  cockpit  area.  For  one  thing,  there 
were  two  many  waves  breaking  in  the 
cockpit. 


Once  the  gale  subsided,  we  made 
temporary  repairs  and  sailed  into  Eureka. 
Once  in  port,  we  found  that  the  steering 
failure  was  due  to  one  set  of  turning  blocks 
that  were  of  insufficient  diameter,  causing 
the  cable  to  'work  harden'.  This  is  just  the 
kind  of  thing  that  pops  up  and  kicks  you  in 
the  pants  when  the  weather  turns  bad. 

We  used  the  series  drogue  a  second  time 
a  few  months  later  while  off  the  coast  of  Baja 
when  Rita  and  I  were  alone  in  near  gale 
conditions.  After  fighting  the  weather  for  two 
days,  we  were  both  exhausted  and  needed 
rest  very  badly.  Deploying  the  drogue  was 
again  quicker  and  easier  than  heaving  to 
would  have  been.  Further,  it  allowed  us  to 
continue  on  our  downwind  course  at  a  speed 
of  1 .5  knots  —  despite  the  35  knot  winds. 

During  the  night,  conditions  got  much 
worse  and  1  was  quite  happy  to  stay  on  the 
cabin  sole  and  feel  sorry  for  myself.  While 
lying  on  the  sole,  I  remembered  when  Rita 
was  building  the  drogue  before  we  took  off. 
I’d  pronounced  that  we  would  "never  use 
that  thing".  Wow,  did  1  have  to  eat  my 
words!  I  liked  the  drogue  so  much  that  I 
married  her  —  Rita,  not  the  drogue.

Running  Free  —  Tayana  42 
Dr.  (Gil  Smith)  Demento 
Summer  Lift  Out  At  San  Carlos 
(Long  Beach) 

This  is  a  small  follow-up  on  'Dr. 
Demento',  first  introduced  to  Latitude 
readers  on  page  189  of  the  June  issue. 

On  June  23  we  departed  Alamitos  Bay 
aboard  a  'land  cruiser'  for  San  Carlos, 
Mexico.  Our  mission  was  to  deliver  parts  and 
Latitudes  to  friends  in  San  Carlos  and  to  pick 
up  the  good  Dr.  Demento  —  who  is  leaving 
his  boat  on  the  hard  there  until  September. 

Nineteen  hours  out  of  Alamitos  Bay,  we 
arrived  in  San  Carlos  just  in  time  to  see 
Running  Free  being  pulled  from  the  water. 
Unfortunately,  the  camera  malfunctioned  — 
possibly  due  to  'pilot  error'  —  so  we  didn’t 
get  a  photo  of  that.  Once  the  camera 
problems  were  solved,  however,  we  did 
manage  to  shoot  a  few  pics  as  the  boat  was 
being  moved  overland  to  her  summer  resting 
place. 

A  word  about  the  haulout.  Ed  Grossman 
runs  Marina  San  Carlos  as  well  as  most  of 
the  yachting  facilities  in  the  area.  And  he’s 
got  this  hydraulic  trailer/lift  which  he  uses  to 
extract  boats  from  the  water  and  then  to

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transport  them  to  his  dry  storage  lot — which 
is  1.5  miles  inland!  Anyone  thinking  about 
storing  their  boat  on  the  hard  in  the  summer 
should  contact  Grossman. 

We  followed  the  boat,  the  trailer/lift,  and 
all  the  spectators  from  the  water  to  the 
storage  yard.  Dr.  Demento  said  he’s  had  a 
few  problems  with  zincs  —  and  the 
accompanying  photo  shows  him  using  his 
favorite  testing  tool,  while  reading  the  June 
Latitude.  His  diagnosis?  "No  problemo!" 

With  the  boat  secured  for  a  few  months, 
we  departed  lovely  San  Carlos  with  Dr. 
Demento  and  his  wife  Eileen  for  Long 
Beach.

Feels  So  Good  —  Catalina  27

Dinghy  Lessons 

(Isleton) 

After  a  long  foggy  and  rainy  winter,  it’s 
wonderful  to  be  sitting  aboard  our  Catalina 
27  in  the  sunshine  and  gentle  breezes  of 
Santa  Barbara.  This  'change  in  latitude' 
means  I  finally  reached  the  'headspace'  to 
'just  do  it'  with  what  I  have  —  rather  than 
putting  it  off  so  I  could  buy  more  stuff.  It’s 
the  'software',  not  the  hardware,  that  makes 
it  in  cruising. 

Our  passage  down  the  coast  was  fairly 
uneventful,  although  foggy,  with  stops  at 
Pillar  Point,  Monterey  and  Morro  Bay.  After 
retrieving  an  escaped  halyard  during  a  brief 
lunch  stop  in  Port  San  Luis,  we  had  the 
opportunity  for  yet  another  learning 
experience  by  ignoring  a  'Small  Craft 
Advisory'  that  had  been  raised  that  morning. 

Excited  by  the  prospect  of  sailing  in  20  to 
25  knot  winds  from  aft  and  intoxicated  by 
the  emerging  sunshine,  we  decided  to  sail 
around  Pt.  Conception.  We  had  glorious 
sailing  during  the  afternoon,  with  sun  as  well 
as  following  wind  and  seas.  The  GPS 
indicated  a  maximum  speed  of  10.2  knots 
over  the  bottom  —  and  I  believe  it!  We  were 
over-canvassed,  surfing  downwind  and 
seemed  to  have  picked  up  the  2Vz  knot 


current  off  Pt.  Arguello  that  Morro  Bay  locals 
had  told  us  about. 

I  took  a  reef  in  the  main  after  being 
slapped  by  a  wave.  I  thought  that  was 
adequate  sail  reduction,  but  in  retrospect,  I 
should  have  struck  the  main  altogether  and 
just  sailed  with  the  headsail.  It  would  have 
eliminated  the  weather  helm  and  a  lot  of 
bother.  Since  the  Autohelm  was  now  holding 
headings  once  again,  we  avoided  the 
restricted  areas  off  Vandenburg  Air  Force 
Base  by  surfing  around  oil  platform  Irene  at 
dusk,  then  headed  off  toward  Conception. 

In  the  gathering  gloom  and  building  swell, 
we  were  now  dead  downwind,  and  our 
dinghy  Puff,  began  to  surf  faster  than  my 
Catalina  —  even  while  towing  a  slotted 
Clorox  bottle  as  a  drogue.  Yes,  I  now  know 
towing  a  dinghy  is  not  a  good  idea  in  the 
ocean,  but  this  was  a  learning  experience. 
Well,  Puff  began  to  develop  a  routine.  She’d 
surf  up  alongside  the  big  boat,  slew 
sideways,  then  get  yanked  hard  as  the  tow 
line  came  taught  once  again.  I  thought  I’d

been  pretty  smart  because  I  had  put  double 
bungee  cord  shock  absorbers  on  the  tow 
line.  But  the  ocean  is  a  teacher  and  this  was 
a  learning  experience. 

After  an  hour  of  this  action,  the  two  3/8- 
inch  bolts  holding  the  towing  eye  fatigued 
and  let  go.  I  was  actually  watching  Puff  when 
she  broke  loose.  Under  these  conditions  it 
took  us  15  minutes  to  strike  sail,  start  the 
motor,  and  try  to  return  to  the  MOB  position 
on  my  GPS.  The  search  lasted  about  20 
minutes,  at  which  time  we  were  able  to 
spotlight  Puff  about  a  quarter  mile  away  in 
the  rolling  eight-foot  swells.  But  it  was 
difficult  in  the  extreme!  It  was  also  the  one 
and  only  time  we  were  able  to  spot  Puff. 

A  big  lesson  here!  MOB  recovery  is  just 
not  very  likely  with  our  little  double-handed 
pocket  cruiser.  Spotting  a  head  floating  in 
the  water  in  fhe  seaway  would  be  nearly 
impossible  —  especially  if  one  of  us  was  left 
to  singlehand  the  boat.  As  it  was,  the  two  of 
us  had  our  hands  full  trying  to  search  for  a 
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dink  that  floats  a  least  'two  heads  high'  and 
had  reflective  tape. 

By  the  way,  after  reading  in  Latitude 
about  yet  another  MOB  hypothermia 
drowning  in  a  well-written,  impassioned  plea 
by  the  victim’s  mother,  we  have  now 
established  a  mandatory  lifejacket  rule 
aboard  our  boat  at  all  times  she  is  underway. 
I,  too,  don’t  care  for  more  'regulations',  but 
how  many  times  does  death  have  to  knock  at 
our  doors  before  we  heed  the  lesson?  Life  is 
a  learning  experience. 

I  would  like  to  ask  for  the  assistance  of 
Latitude  readers.  If  anyone  comes  across  our 
10-foot  red  &  white  fiberglass  dinghy,  CF 
0138  KP,  lost  on  June  2, 1995,  at  2000,  7.0 
miles  west  of  Pt.  Conception,  we’d  like  to 
have  her  back.  Please  leave  a  message  at 
(805)  967-8830.  Miracles  do  happerS  —  look 
at  the  figurehead  found  on  San  Miguel 
Island!

Lifejackets  help,  of  course,  but 
we  tell  everyone  who  boards  our  boat  that 
they  can  basically  kiss  their  ass  goodbye  if 
they  go  over.  Prevention  is  everything.

Cruise  Notes: 

"I  was  born  here,"  says  Jim  Jessie,  "but  I 
don’t  plan  to  die  here."  Most  Latitude 
readers  will  remember  that  it  was  only  a 
couple  of  years  ago  that  Jim  and  Diana 
Jessie  returned  from  a  60,000-mile,  seven- 
year  circumnavigation  aboard  their  1970 
cold-molded  Lapworth  48  Nalu  IV.  With 
Jim  having  put  in  a  few  more  years  with  his 
World  Wide  Marine  Surveys,  and  Diana 
writing  sailing  books,  articles  and  giving 
sailing  seminars,  the  couple  are  about  to  take 
off  cruising  once  again.  While  Jim  is  retiring, 
Diana  will  continue  to  write  books  —  and  in 
fact  is  just  finishing  up  Basic  Cruising  and 
Basic  Bareboating,  which  she  is  co-authoring 
for  US  Sailing  with  frequent  Latitude 
contributor  Shimon  von  Collie. 

"We’ll  be  leaving  Alameda  on  October 
14,  and  the  St.  Francis  YC  on  the  15th  with 
Nalu,"  reports  Diana.  "Our  goal  this  time  is 
the  'deep  south'  —  Valparaiso,  Chile.  But 
we’ll  be  taking  our  time  getting  there, 
enjoying  time  in  Mexico,  a  year  in  the  Gulf 
of  Foseca  —  that  kind  of  thing." 

If  the  Jessies  pull  into  Cabo  Isle  Marina 
in  Cabo  San  Lucas,  they’ll  find  that  a  new 
fuel  dock  has  been  built,  replacing  the  three- 
ring-circus  style  of  refueling  that  took  place 
at  the  end  of  the  old  fish  pier.  According  to 
Mickey  Short  of  Almar,  "There  will  be  seven 
fuel  dispensers,  one  of  which  will  deliver  up 
to  100  gallons  of  fuel  a  minute."

Have  you  absolutely  come  to  the  end  of 
your  line  with  jet  skis?  If  so,  there’s  a 
solution  —  albeit  a  wicked  one.  "The  cure  for 
irritating  jet  skies,”  reports  a  cruiser  in 
Mexico  we’ll  not  identify,  "is  to  scatter  nut 
shells  on  the  water.  The  jet  ski  will  scoop  the 
shells  into  the  engine,  causing  all  hell  to 
break  loose.  It’s  sort  of  like  putting  sugar  into 
an  automobile’s  gas  tank." 

"I  have  the  latest  report  on  Merl  Petersen 
and  his  75-ft  Honolulu-based  staysail 
schooner  Viveka,"  writes  Fred  Carpenter.  "A 
friend  of  mine  helped  him  sail  from  Jamaica 
to  Costa  Rica  via  the  San  Bias  Islands  and 
the  Canal.  When  he  left,  Petersen  was 
planning  to  spend  hurricane  season  at  Isla 
Gitana,  Costa  Rica.  But  now  the  word  is  that 
Petersen  has  decided  to  go  back  through  the 
Canal  and  up  the  East  Coast  of  Central 
America." 

No  matter  what  side  of  Central  America 
he’s  on,  Petersen’s  not  far  from  completing

a  circumnavigation  that  began,  technically, 
when  he  sailed  away  from  San  Francisco 
nearly  30  years  ago. 

"Any  ship  from  abroad  that  forcibly 
invades  our  sovereign  waters  could  be  sunk," 
was  the  warning  in  the  Cuban  Communist 
Party  newspaper  Granma.  (Yes,  Granma.) 
Normally  Cuba  has  the  welcome  mat  out  for 
visiting  yachtsmen,  especially  those  with 
pockets  stuffed  full  of  U.S.  dollars.  But  if  you 
ever  head  toward  Cuba,  you  want  to  be 
careful  not  to  do  it  during  a  'sensitive  time'. 

July  was  just  such  a  'sensitive  time', 
because  a  flotilla  of  15  boats  from  Southern 
Florida  had  voyaged  into  Cuban  waters  to 
conduct  a  memorial  service.  It  was  a  little 
more  than  a  year  ago  that  a  Cuban  gunboat 
deliberately  rammed  another  Cuban  vessel 
filled  with  people  desperately  trying  to 
escape  the  "workers’  paradise".  Rather  than 
rescue  the  victims  after  the  collision,  the 
Cubans  heartlessly  let  41  of  their  brothers 
and  sisters  drown.  Twenty  of  them  were 
children. 

There  was  "artother  ramming  during  this 
year’s  attempted  memorial  service,  but  it 
wasn’t  serious.  The  only  injury  was  to  Metro- 
Dade  Commissioner  Pedro  Reboredo,  who 
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lost  at  least  one  toe  when  he  foolishly  put  his 
foot  between  the  Cuban  gunboat  and  the 
vessel  he  was  on.  Reboredo,  a  Cuban 
American,  accepted  the  injury  as  a  badge  of 
honor.  "It’s  a  very  tiny  price  to  pay  for 
freedom,  and  for  the  recognition  of  the 
suffering  of  the  Cuban  people,"  he  said. 

So  go  ahead  and  enjoy  cruising  Cuba,  but 
make  sure  nothing  is  up  and  that  they  know 
you’re  coming  in  peace  with  plenty  of  yanqui 
dollars.  You  can  do  this  by  radioing  the 
Frontier  Guard  before  you  get  within  the  12- 
mile  limit  that  they  recognize.  For  those 
sincerely  interested  in  Cuba  —  and  there 
seem  to  be  many  —  Simon  Charles’ 
Cruising  Guide  to  Cuba  is  the  book  to 
get.  It’s  full  of  great  stuff  such  as  the  warning 
that  is  communicated  by  the  pulling  of  one’s 
real  or  imagined  beard.  Published  by 
Cruising  Guide  Publications,  the  guide  is 
available  wherever  fine  marine  books  are 
sold. 

"Prefilter,  prefilter,  prefilter,"  says  Bill 
Kuehn  of  PUR  Watermakers,  "that’s  the 
most  important  thing  you  can  do  to  get  your 
watermaker  to  work  as  efficiently  and  long  as 
possible.  All  a  watermaker  does  is  push 
saltwater  through  a  membrane  to  filter  out 
the  salts  and  impurities.  The  cleaner  the 
water  coming  in,  the  less  work  the  pump  has 
to  do  to  push  it  through  the  membrane. 


Murky  water  or  particularly  salty  water  — 
such  as  found  in  the  Sea  of  Cortez  —  makes 
watermakers  work  harder." 

Kuehn  says  the  one  sure  way  to  wreck 
your  watermaker  is  to  pump  oily  water  into 
the  delicate  membrane.  "Oil  permanently 
degrades  the  membrane  and  the  watermaker 
will  never  again  work  as  well  as  it  should." 
Extreme  heat  is  also  hard  on  a  watermaker. 
Some  watermaker  users  report  improved 
efficiency  after  directing  a  fan  on  the  unit. 
Kuehn  also  recommends  that  people  use 
their  watermakers  a  few  hours  every  day 
rather  than  24  hours  non-stop  every  fourth 
day. 

The  big  trend  in  watermakers?  People 
going  toward  higher  capacity  units.  After  all, 
there’s  no  such  thing  as  too  much  fresh 
water. 

Bob  and  Maren  (Kelly)  Wrlgley  have 
headed  to  the  Northeast,  where  they’ll  be 
picking  up  the  couple’s  new  Morgan  38 
center  cockpit  sloop.  Once  the  boat  is  shook 
down,  they’ll  cruise  down  the  Eastern 
Seaboard  and  jump  off  toward  the 
Caribbean  this  fall.

Speaking  of  the  Caribbean,  there’s  been 
some  volcanic  rumbling  down  that  way. 
Monserrat’s  long  dormant  3,000-foot 
volcano  has  started  spewing  sulphur  and 
ash.  And  similar  pre-volcanic  activity  has 
been  reported  at  St.  Vincent’s  Soufriere 
volcano  and  on  St.  Kitts. 

The  most  famous  volcano  in  the 
Caribbean,  of  course,  is  4,800-ft  Mt.  Pelee, 
which  towers  over  St.  Pierre,  Martinique.  In 
1902,  St.  Pierre  —  then  known  as  the  'Paris 
of  the  Caribbean'  for  its  sophisticated  cultured 
life  —  was  buried  by  a  tremendous  eruption 
from  Pelee.  It  happened  so  suddenly  that  all 
but  one  of  the  30,000  residents  was  killed.

forest  are  expected  to  disappear  within  the 
next  20  years. 

According  to  the  report,  tropical  forests  in 
the  South  Pacific  are  not  just  being 
harvested,  they  are  being  harvested  in  a  very 
stupid  and  wasteful  fashion.  Stopping  the 
destruction  won’t  be  easy,  as  there  is  little 
legislation  against  it  and  because  clans  and 
poor  indigenous  groups  control  the  rights  to 
the  forests.

The  type  of  things  listed  above  don’t 
happen  often  while  cruising,  but  they  do
